Section  1.  Any  town  may  at  any  town  meeting,  the 
subject  having  been  duly  inserted  in  the  warrant  for 
said  meeting,  abolish  all  of  the  school  districts  therein ; 
and  forthwith  all  title  and  interest  in  all  of  the  school 
houses,  land,  furniture,  apparatus  and  other  property 
which  was  vested  in  the  several  districts  shall  be  vested 
in  the  town.  The  property  so  taken  by  the  town  shall 
be  appraised  by  a  commission  of  three  disinterested 
persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  court,  and  at 
the  next  annual  assessment  of  taxes  thereafter,  a  tax 
shall  be  levied  upon  the  whole  town  equal  to  the  amount 
of  said  appraisal ;  and  there  shall  be  remitted  to  the 
tax  payers  of  each  district  their  proportional  share  of 
the  appraised  value  of  the  school  property  in  such  dis- 
trict :  provided  that  if  any  district  be  in  debt,  and  said 
debt  be  assumed  by  the  town,  the  amount  of  said  debt 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  whole  amount  to  be  remitted 
to  the  tax  payers  of  said  district.  If,  however,  the 
parties  in  interest  prefer,  the  differences  in  the  value  of 
the  property  of  the  several  districts  may  be  adjusted  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  agree  upon. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  abolition  or  discontinuance  of  any 
district,  its  corporate  powers  and  liabilities  shall  con- 
tinue and  remain  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  en-* 
forcement  of  its  rights  and  duties. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  town  shall  abolish  the  school  dis- 
tricts therein,  the  entire  control,  management  and  care 
of  all  the  public  school  interests  of  the  town  shall  be 
vested  in  the  school  committee  of  that  town,  and  the 
number  of  the  school  committee  in  any  town  abolishing 
the  district  system  may  be,  by  vote  of  the  town,  in- 
creased to  a  number  not  exceeding  seven.

*'  Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  such  main  drain  or  common 
sewer  shall  be  constructed,  an  assessment  shall  be  made 
upon  all  estates  abutting  upon  that  portion  of  the  street 
in  which  such  main  drain  or  common  sewer  shall  be  lo- 
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cated,  and  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  for  each 
front  foot  of  such  estates  upon  such  street,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding one  cent  for  each  square  foot  of  such  estates 
between  such  street  and  a  line  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  distant  firom  and  parallel  with  the 
line  of  such  street :  provided,  however,  that,  where  any 
estate  is  situated  between  two  streets,  the  area  upon 
which  such  assessment  of  not  exceeding  one  cent  per 
square  foot  is  made  shall  not  extend  to  more  than  one- 
half  the  distance  between  such  streets ;  and  provided 
also,  that  where  any  estate  is  situated  at  the  corner  of 
two  streets,  or  is  otherwise  so  situated  as  to  be  assessed 
for  the  expense  of  making  a  sewer  in  one  of  such  streets, 
that  portion  of  such  estate  assessed  for  a  sewer  in  one 
of  such  streets  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  assessed  upon 
its  area  for  the  cost  of  constructing  a  sewer  in  the  other 
of  such  streets,  but  only  for  its  frontage  upon  such 
street"

for  a  like  purpose,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  sum  of 
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twelve  hundred  thousand  dollars.  And  all  such  in- 
debtedness  of  said  town  so  incurred  and  to  be  incurred 
in  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  its  said  water 
works  by  authority  of  law  shall  be  excepted  from  the 
operation  of  section  17,  chapter  34  of  the  Public  Stat* 
utes. 

Sec.  2.  The  town  of  Pawtucket  is  also  authorized 
to  issue  its  bonds  for  the  payment  of  its  indebtedness 
other  than  that  described  in  section  1  of  this  act,  in 
such  form  and  manner  and  for  such  amounts  as  said 
town  may  in  town  meeting  determine,  not  exceeding  in 
amount  in  the  aggregate  five  hundred  thousand  dollars : 
Provided^  that  the  total  amount  of  the  bonds  of  said 
town,  exclusive  of  the  water  bonds  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act,  outstanding  at  any  time,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  3.  No  bonds  shall  be  issued  by  said  town  under 
the  authority  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act  re- 
spectively, in  excess  of  the  amount  of  its  present  in- 
debtedness not  covered  by  bonds  already  issued,  except 
so  far  as  said  new  bonds  may  be  substituted  for  said  old 
bonds  respectively. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  town  of  Pawtucket  shall  have 
power  by  vote  in  town  meeting  to  fix  the  denomina- 
tions of  said  bonds  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  issued, 
their  rate  of  interest,  the  time  and  place  of  their  pay- 
ment and  of  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  the 
manner  in  which  they  shall  be  issued  and  sold,  and  said 
bonds  shall  be  obligatory  npon  said  town  in  the  same 
manner  and  fo  the  same  extent  as  other  debts  lawfully 
contracted  by  said  town. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage.

The  administration  of  all  the  fiscal,  pruden-  ^JS",^^*  ^r 
tial  and  municipal  affiiirs  of  said  city,  with  the  govern-  ^^  ^^^y  co^i^- 
ment  thereof,  except  as  hereinafter  specially  provided, 
shall  be  vested  in  one  officer  to  be  called  the  mayor,  a 
ooQQcil  of  five  aldermen,  to  be  called  the  board  of  alder- 
men, and  a  council  of  fiifteen  persons,  to  be  called  the 
common  council,  and  which  board  of  aldermen  and 
common  council  together  shall  be  called  the  city  coun- 
cQ.

CHAPTER  475. 

AN  ACT  PROYIDINO  FOR  THE  BURIAL  OF  ANY  HONORABLT 
DISCHARGED  SOLDIER  OR  SAILOR  WHO  SHALL  HEREAFTER 
DIE  WITHOUT  LEAVING  MEANS  TO  DEFRAY  NECESSARY 
FUNERAL  EXPENSES. 

It  18  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows:

Section  1.  Whenever  any  person  who  served  in 
the  army,  navy,  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States 
daring  the  late  war,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
therefrom,  shall  die  within  this  state,  without  leaving 
means  sufficient  to  defray  necessary  funeral  expenses, 
he  shall  be  buried  and  the  expenses  thereof  paid  in  the 
manner  hereafter  provided. 

Sec  2.  The  town  council  of  any  town  and  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  any  city  shall  annually  designate 
some  proper  person  other  than  those  designated  by  law 
for  the  care  of  paupers  or  the  custody  of  criminals, 
who  shall  cause  to  be  interred  the  body  of  any  honor- 
ably discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  served  in 
the  late  war  and*  received  an  honorable  discharge,  and 
who  may  not  have  left  sufficient  means  to  pay  his  fu- 
neral expenses,  and  in  case  the  deceased  has  relatives 
or  friends  who  desire  to  conduct  the  burial  and  who  are 
unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  the  charge  thereof,  they 
shall  be  allowed  to  conduct  the  funeral,  and  the  cost  of 
said  interment  shall  be  paid  to  them  or  their  represen- 
tatives by  the  town  or  city  treasurer  upon  due  proof: 
Provided,  however,  that  the  whole  expense  of  such  fu- 
neral shall  not  in  any  one  case  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty- 
five  doUa«. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  interment  provided  for  by  the  provisions  SbSmSe w°S 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  made  in  any  cemetery  or  plot  p»"p«'  ^««i- 
used  exclusively  for  the  pauper  dead,  and  if  any  such 
deceased,  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine 
may  have  already  died  and  been  buried  in  any  place 
ns^  exclusively  for  the  burial  of  paupers,  they  shall 
be  removed  therefrom  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  at- 
tention of  the  town  or  city  council,  within  whose  limits 
SQch  person  may  have  been  buried,  shall  have  been 
called  thereto. 

Skc-  4..  The  grave  of  any  deceased  soldier,  sailor,  Hcwutoues. 
or  marine,  who  may  be  buried  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  marked  by  a  headstone  containing  the 
name  of  the  deceased,  and,  if  possible,  the  organization

Slocum  ;  in  the  town  of 
Coventry,  three  ballots  for  Charles  H.  Page;  in  the 
town  of  Glocester,  one  ballot  for  Charles  H.  Page  ;  in 
the  town  of  Warwick  (1st  Voting  District),  one  ballot 
for  Charles  H.  Page;  in  same  town  (2d  Voting  Dis- 
trict), one  ballot  for  Charles  H.  Page  ;  in  the  town  of 
West  Greenwich,  two  ballots  for  Charles  H.  Page  ;  in 
the  town  of  Westerly,  seven  ballots  for  Charles  H.

)tate  is  better  situated  than  oar  owe,  to  exte 
^  of  education  to  all  classes  of  its  citizens,  and 
be  our  own  fault  if  we  fail  to  improve  oar  op 
,nd  train  up  an  intelligent  and  virtuoos  peopi 
i  one  in  their  aims  and  desires,  so  far  as  relates 
nty  and  perpetaity  of  the  State, 
ough  the  law  increasing  the  annaal  appropriati 
schools  to  $120,000,  which  was  passed  last  wii 
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accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  my  former  message, 
does  not  take  eflfect  till  the  present  year,  I  am  very  happy 
to  know  from  the  Commissioner's  returns  that  several  of  the 
towns  have  already  responded  to  this  call  from  the  State, 
and  have  in  advance  of  the  receipt  of  the  increased  allow- 
ance raised  their  awn  appropriation.  I  think  the  people 
are  in  earnest  in  their  desires  to  enlarge  the  educational  fa- 
cilities of  the  State,  and  that  they  will  cordially  sustain  any 
and  all  intelligent  and  well-directed  efforts  of  this  Assembly 
to  that  end. 

The  action  of  the  Assembly  in  placing  a  thousand  dollars 
at  the  disposal  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fostering  and  promoting  mechanical  and  industrial 
art  through  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  has  met  with 
good  success.  Quite  a  number  of  young  gentlemen  and 
ladies  from  different  parts  of  the  State  have  entered  upon 
conrses  of  study  in  the  school  and  give  promise  of  accomp- 
lishing excellent  results. 

A  small  class  of  teachers  has  also  been  formed  for  the 
special  purpose  of  training  them  to  give  instruction  in  this 
branch  in  the  common  schools,  where  I  believe  the  ground- 
work of  a  successful  development  of  a  general  artistic  skill 
and  culture  should  be  laid.  You  are  specially  invited  during 
this  session  to  visit  this  school  and  become  more  conversant 
with  its  objects  and  its  methods  of  work  and  its  relations  to 
our  industries. 

The  State  Normal  School  has  passed  a  very  prosperous 
year  under  the  guidance  of  its  new  principal.  Dr.  Morgan. 
The  number  of  pupils  has  never  been  larger,  nor  the  tone 
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of  the  school  better.  Both  teacher  and  pupils  have  cooper- 
ated to  make  the  work  a  success.  Some  slight  modifications 
in  the  order  and  arrangement  of  the  studies  have  been  made, 
as  well  as  a  provision  whereby  the  school  is  brought  into 
closer  connection  with  the  High  Schools  of  the  State.  One 
of  the  assistant  lady  teachers  resigned  at  the  close  of  the 
last  school  year,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson,  a  gentleman  of  thorough  educa- 
tion and  a  wide  experience.  The  trustees  are  happy  in  the 
belief  that  the  school  was  never  in  a  condition  to  do  better 
or  more  successful  work  in  the  right  training  of  teachers  for 
the  common  schools  of  the  State,  than  to-day. 

The  special  appropriation  of  last  winter  for  the  purpose 
of  making  some  repairs  and  adding  to  the  equipment  of  the 
school  has  been  nearly  all  expended,  and  the  comfort  and 
eflBciency  of  the  school  has  been  very  much  increased  there- 
by. It  is  hoped  that  the  members  of  the  Assembly  will 
visit  the  school  and  note  for  themselves  the  judicious  char- 
acter of  the  expenditures. 

SCHOOL   FOR   THE    DEAF    AND    DUMB. 

There  has  befen  no  change  in  the  teachers  employed  during 
the  year.  The  school  continues  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
Austin  and  is  accomplishing  a  most  excellent  work.  Our 
last  census  showed  that  there  were  89  deaf  and  dumb  persons 
in  the  State.  The  number  of  pupils  attending  the  school 
during  the  year  has  been  30.     The  present  number  is  28. 

The  Board  of  Education  have  found  that  another  teacher 
will  be  required  in  order  to  place  the  school  oq  a  proper 
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basis,  so  that  a  slight  increase  in  the  appropriation  will  be 
required. 

THE  BOARD    OF   STATE   CHARITIES   AND    CORRECTIONS. 

The  appropriation  for  this  Board  for  1884  was  $100,000, 
with  the  sums  collected  for  labor,  board  of  inmates,  sales  of 
farm  produce,  etc.,  to  be  added  thereto.  These  receipts 
amounted  to  $50,091.71,  and  have  been  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury. The  total  amount  available  by  the  Board  was  therefore 
$150,091.71,  all  ,of  which  has  been  drawn  from  the  treas- 
ury. At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  unpaid  bills 
to  the  amount  of  $628.14.  The  amount  of  unpaid  bills 
December  31,  1884,  will  probably  be  several  thousand  dol- 
lars, but  the  amount  cannot  be  stated  at  this  early  date,  as 
time  is  necessary  to  obtain  and  verify  all  the  accounts  before 
closing  the  books  for  the  year  1884.  The  full  statement 
will  be  made  in  the  report  of  the  Board. 

There  was  also  appropriated  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  and  furnishing  a  new  building  at  the 
Sockanosset  school  for  boys,  and  completing  the  grounds, 
in  addition  to  which  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  of 
former  appropriations  of  $318.40.  From  these  appropria- 
tions there  has  been  drawn  the  sum  of  $16,216.29. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  the  buildings  and 
grounds  of  the  boys'  and  girls'  school  is  $150,000. 

The  new  building  is  nearly  ready  for  occupation.  It  is 
constructed  like  the  other  buildings  of  the  school  and  will 
accommodate  70  boys.

MESSAGE   OP  THE  GOVERNOR. 


At  the  last  May  session  an  appropriation  of  $40,000  was 
made  for  new  buildings  for  the  incurable  insane.  These  are 
to  comprise  two  pavilions,  containing  largely  separate  rooms, 
and  a  boiler-house.  Each  pavilion  is  to  be  40  feet  wide 
and  170  feet  long,  with  projections  on  one  side  for  a  dining- 
room  and  bath-rooms.  Like  the  other  buildings  for  the  in- 
sane, they  are  constructed  of  stone  and  are  one  story  high. 
The  boiler-house  is  separate  and  measures  about  forty  by 
seventy-five  feet.  It  is  intended  to  contain  four  boilers,  two 
laundries,  one  for  each  sex,  for  clothing  and  bedding  that 
must  be  cleaned  at  the  asylum,  and  a  coal  shed,  and  to  heat 
from  this  point  not  only  the  new  buildings,  but  those  for 
excited  patients,  thus  removing  all  fires  from  these  three 
buildings. 

The  pavilion  and  the  boiler-house  have  been  completed 
externally,  and  the  boilers  are  being  set.  The  time  named 
in  the  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  new  buildings  is 
May  1,  1885,  but  they  cannot  be  completed  by  that  time 
unless  the  weather  is  favorable  and  the  steam  heating  ap- 
paratus is  completed  early. 

The  contracts  for  their  construction  and  for  the  boilers, 
not  set,  amount  to  $34,988.00.  This  is  exclusive  of  the 
plumbing,  steam  heating,  gas  and  water  pipes  and  fences. 
It  is  probable  that  an  additional  appropriation  will  be  needed 
to  complete  the  buildings  and  the  furnishing. 

The  number  of  inmates  in  each  of  the  departments  De- 
cember 31,  1884,  was  as  follows:  In  the  State  Prison,  119; 
in  the  Providence  County  Jail,  213;  in  the  Sockanosset 
School  for  Boys,  164  ;  in  the  Oaklawn  School  for  Girls,  41; 
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in  the  State  Almshouse  and  House  of  Correction,  264  ;  in 
the  State  Almshouse,  206  ;  in  the  State  Asylum  for  the  In- 
curable Insane,  314.  Total,  1,321.  This  is  an  increase  in 
all  the  institutions  of  102  since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

In  May  last,  Dr.  Job  Kenyon  resigned  his  position  as  a 
member  of  the  board  and  the  Hon.  Henry  I^.  Greene,  of 
Warwick,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

A  contract  has  been  made  with  the  city  of  Providence  to 
supply  the  institutions  with  water  for  the  sum  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  contract  may  be  termin- 
ated at  the  option  of  either  party  by  giving  six  months  no- 
tice. This  agreement  is  considered  not  only  advantageous 
to  the  State,  but  profitable  to  the  city.     The  arrangement 

I      was  necessary,  as  the  supply  of  water  for  the  institutions 

I      had  failed  several  times. 

The  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the  institutions  with  their 

I      population  of  about  1,400,  has  received  the  attention  of  the 

I  Board,  complaints  having  been  made  by  the  health  authori- 
ties of  the  town  of  Cranston  on  account  of  the  presence  on 
the  surface  of  the  ground  of  unabsorbed  offensive  matter. 
It  is  probable  that  a  thorough  and  systematic  method  of 
dispensing  of  the  sewage  by  irrigation  will  be  recommended 
by  the  Board,  to  carry  out  which  an  appropriation  will  be 
necessary. 

By  the  operation  of  Chapter  348,  of  the  Public  Laws,  as 
amended  at  the  last  session,  all  the  indigent  insane,  after 
July  1,  1885,  must  be  sent  to  the  State  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane. Provision,  however,  has  been  made  there  only  for  the 
incorable  insane.     Additional  buildings  should  be  provided 
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by  the  State,  aod  the  operation  of  the  law  postponed, 
law  amended  so  as  to  apply  only  to  the  incurable  ins 

The  Board  believe  that  it  will  be  inexpedient  to  es 
a  curative  asylum  at  the  State  Institutions,  and  that  il 
be  less  expensive  to  the  State  to  continue  to  board  < 
cases  at  the  Butler  Hospital,  provided  it  is  the  intei 
the  Legislature  to  provide  curative  treatment  for  the 
poor.  Should  it  be  desired  to  provide  such  treatt 
the  State  Asylum,  they  think  that  a  separate  depa 
with  a  competent  physician  skilled  in  the  treatment 
curable  insane,  should  be  provided.  They  estimate  t 
of  the  proper  baildings  to  care  for  one  hundred  pat 
about  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

No  work  under  charge  of  this  Board  is  more  im 
than  the  care  of  the  Reform  Schools  at  Sockanos! 
Oaklawn.  Next  to  efforts  for  the  prevention  of  crii 
reformation  of  the  erring,  especially  of  boys  and  gii 
have  not  become  hardened  criminals,  is  one  of  the  u. 
portant  subjects  that  requires  our  attention.  Under 
eratioii  of  the  system  adopted  at  these  schools,  tl 
constantly  growing  in  usefulness,  and  every  year  mar 
and  girls  are  returned  to  society  with  a  capability  to  1 
aseful  and  respected  citizens.  It  is  feared,  howevt 
children  are  sometimes  sent  to  these  schools,  to  be  suj 
at  the  expense  of  the  State,  without  sufBcient  reason 
cause  the  State  has  established  schools  for  the  refoi 
of  erring  children,  is  no  reason  why  children  should  li 
mitted  there  except  in  strict  conformity  with  law.  I 
often  the  case  that  constructive  charges  are  made 
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children,  who  have  no  homes,  or  who  for  domestic  reasons, 
are  in  the  way  at  home.  Not  every  child  who  is  so  unfor- 
tunate as  to  be  without  home  or  parents,  should  be  classed 
as  a  vagrant,  upon  which  charge  most  children  are  commit- 
ted to  the  reform  school.  Cases  have  been  brought  to  my 
attention  in  which  children  have  been  committed  to  this 
school  without  it  being  thought  necessary  to  bring  them  be- 
fore any  court;  the  charge  having  been  made,  testimony 
given,  judgment  pronounced,  and  commitment  ordered  in 
the  absence  of  the  children  and  therefore  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  our  constitution. 

I  recommend  that  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  chil- 
dren, as  well  as  of  the  interests  of  the  State,  that  the  stat- 
ute relating  to  commitments  to  the  Reform  School  be  so 
amended  as  to  provide  that  before  any  child  be  sentenced 
to  the  Reform  School,  the  agent  of  the  Board  of  State  Char- 
ities and  Corrections,  or  some  other  proper  person,  be  noti- 
fied, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  into  the  case  and  so 
far  as  it  may  be  necessary,  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  child 
as  well  as  the  interests  of  the  State. 

There  is  a  constant  increase  among  us  of  the  criminal  classes, 
our  jails,  our  prisons,  our  reform  schools,  are  crowded  to 
overflowing.  The  State  is  constantly  called  upon  to  expend 
large  sums  of  money  to  provide  additional  accommodations 
for  criminals.  Why  is  it  that  with  punishment  staring  them 
in  the  face  men  will  continue  to  violate  law  and  merit  pun- 
ishment. Is  it  not  because  our  system  of  punishment  fails 
to  reform  the  criminal?  Whatever  may  be  the  crime,  what- 
ever its  enormity,  however  trivial  it  may  be,  the  only  punish- 
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ment  known  to  our  law  is  to  lock  up  the  oflfender.  Whatever 
may  be  the  circumstances — the  hardened  criminal  and  the 
young  man  for  his  first  oflFense — all  are  consigned  to  one  com- 
mon receptacle  and  then  turned  loose  upon  society,  to  com- 
mence again,  in  many  cases,  their  career  of  crime.  Gradually 
we  are  seeing  that  punishment  without  reformation  is  of  but 
little  value;  and  that  prevention  of  crime  should  be  our 
aim.  Our  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  are  doing  all 
for  the  criminals  under  their  charge  that  is  possible  under 
the  system  employed.  We  have  seen  the  beneficial  results 
of  a  change  in  the  system  of  governing  our  Reform  School. 
May  it  not  be  possible  to  eflfect  as  great  results  or  even 
greater  by  engrafting  on  our  system  of  imprisonment  in 
jails  and  prisons  a  period  of  control  over  criminals  in  their 
homes. 

The  Crofton  system,  as  it  is  called,  has  been  tried  in  Eng- 
land for  many  years  with  the  most  surprising  results.  In 
the  county  of  Glocester  the  number  of  prisoners  in  the 
county  jails  decreased  from  860  in  1844,  to  131  in  1881, 
notwithstanding  an  increase  in  the  population.  This  system 
combines  a  shorter  term  of  imprisonment  with  the  liability 
to  a  longer  term  coupled  with  supervision  at  home  du- 
ring the  additional  term.  It  is  based  on  the  theory  that 
**the  punishment  of  imprisonment  though  indispensable  un- 
til we  can  find  a  better  substitute,  is  unnatural,  weakening, 
degrading,  and  costly  ;  that  the  natural  punishment  of  feel- 
ing the  loss  of  character  for  a  time,  and  struggling  to  regain 
the  confidence  of  society,  is  healthful,  strengthening,  and 
ennobling  besides  being  costless ;  and  that  it  is  therefore  to 
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be  desired  that  we  should  use  the  former  as  little,  and  the 
latter  as  much  as  we  reasonably  can.''  I  commend  this  sub- 
ject to  your  careful  consideration. 

STATE   HOME   AND   SCHOOL. 

At  the  last  January  session  an  act  was  passed  establishing 
a  State  Home  or  School  for  neglected  and  dependent  chil- 
dren, to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  Governor  was  authorized  to  appoint  three  commis- 
sioners to  lease  or  purchase,  in  their  discretion,  a  location 
which  should  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  control.  I 
appointed  as  such  commissioners  Hon.  Henry  A.  Stearns  of 
Lincoln,  Allen  Greene  of  Providence,  and  David  A,  Wal- 
dron  of  Barrington.  The  commissioners,  by  advice  of  the 
Board,  have  purchased  about  forty-five  acres  of  land  in  the 
city  of  Providence,  well  situated  and  in  a  good  state  of  culti- 
vation. There  are  a  stone  dwelling-house,  two  cottages  and 
a  barn  on  the  premises,  all  of  which  will  be  needed  for  the 
school  With  a  small  appropriation  to  put  the  buildings  in 
repair  and  to  furnish  them,  the  school  can  be  commenced  in 
a  very  short  time  on  a  small  scale.  It  will  be  necessary, 
however,  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  ad- 
ditional buildings  during  the  present  year,  as  already  there 
are  many  children  known  to  the  Board  that  should  be  cared 
for  by  th«  State.  Thus  at  last,  after  many  years  of  discus- 
sion, the  State  is  fairly  committed  to  endeavoring  to  prevent 
the  formation  of  evil  habits  and  thereby  to  prevent  the 
commission  of  crime.  It  was  a  great  step  in  advance  when 
the  Reform  School  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  giving

TOPOOBAPHICAL  8UBVBY   OF  THE  STATE. 

A  fall  topographical  survey  of  the  State  has  been  at  v: 
times  agitated.  None  has  ever  been  made,  probably 
coQDt  of  the  expense.  It  is  now  proposed  by  the  I 
States  Geological  Sarvey  to  cooperate  with  the  State  ii 
a  survey. 

The  proposed  map  will  show  all  streams,  takes  and  p 
whether  natural  or  artificial,  which  are  safficieutty  lai 
appear  on  the  scale  of  the  map — say  of  an  acre  or  t 
extent.  Contour  lines  twenty  feet  apart  will  be  lo 
and  by  their  aid  the  absolute  and  relative  heights 
points,  including  fall  of  streams,  etc.,  can  be  read  fro 
map  with  ease.  Consequently  the  source  and  effects  c 
lamination  of  streams  can  readily  be  traced.  This 
shoold  serve  as  authority  in  the  courts  and  elsewhere 
matters  in  which  a  map  on  the  proposed  scale  is  of  s( 
The  United  States  will  pay  one-half  the  expense  atte 
such  survey,  and  the  entire  expense  of  the  engraving. 

I  recommend  that  commissioners  be  appointed  to 
erate  with  the  United  States  Sarvey,  and  that  an  appi 
tion  be  made  to  cover  the  cost,  which  will  be  quite  mot 
considering  the  character  of  the  work.  The  estimate  i 
for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  was  eighty  thousand  d 
A  proportionate  amount  for  Rhode  Island  would  pn 
be  about  fourteen  thousand  dollars,  one-half  of  which 
be  paid  by  the  United  States. 
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INLAND    FISHERIES. 

The  cases  referred  to  in  my  last  message  as  having  been 
brought  as  test  cases  for  violation  of  the  close-time  law  were 
discoDtinoed  at  the  last  June  term  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  the  Judge  and  the  Attorney-General  concurring  that 
the  law,  as  it  is,  practically  cannot  be  enforced.  The  Com- 
missioners have  therefore  ceased  their  supervision  of  the 
Bay  Fisheries,  believing  it  to  be  unwise  to  incur  any  further 
expense  in  attempting  to  enforce  the  law. 

They  expected  to  receive  early  last  season  one  million 
shad  fiy  from  the  United  States  Fish  Commissioners,  but  for 
some  unexplained  reason  they  were  not  received.  It  is 
hoped,  however,  they  can  be  secured  the  coming  season. 
The  question  of  stocking  the  waters  of  our  bay  with  fish 
that  will  thrive  there  is  one  of  great  importance,  not  only  to 
those  engaged  in  fisheries,  but  to  our  citizens  generally.  A 
small  sum  of  money  expended  annually  in  placing  the  fry 
in  the  bay  and  adjacent  waters  will  be  sure  to  yield  abun- 
dant returns.  It  is  certainly  possible  to  so  stock  our  waters 
with  fish  that,  with  proper  protection  and  under  proper 
regulations,  our  fishermen  may  find  abundant  and  profitable 
employment  and  be  enabled  to  supply  our  citizens  with  cheap 
food  The  Inland  Fisheries  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  con- 
dition. The  expenses  of  the  commissioners  for  the  year 
have  been  $904.30. 

SHELL   FISHERIES. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  receipts  from  shell 
fisheries  this  year.     The  amount  received  for  the  year  1884

RIVER  AND   HARBOR  fflPBOVEMBNTS. 

I  improvement  of  our  harbors  and  rivers  during 
ear  has  continued  under  the  charge  of  Lieut.  Colo 
e  H.  Elliott,  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army, 
accordance  with  his  recommendation.  Congress  at 
jssion  appropriated  $50,000,  for  the  improvement 
iw  tucket  River,  which  amount  is  available  for  the 
ar  ending  Jane  30,  1885.     The  plan  of  improvemi 
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is  the  same  as  stated  in  my  message  of  last  year — a  channel 
100  feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  from 
Red  Bridge  to  the  ledge  opposite  Grant  &  Co.'s  wharf  in 
Pawtucket,  and  thence  40  feet  wide  through  the  ledge  to 
Pawtucket  Bridge. 

The  amount  expended  on  Providence  River  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  was  $40,572.23.  The  amount  available  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  is  $87,618.00.  The  appropriation 
recommended  for  next  fiscal  year  is  $100,000.00.  Since 
the  last  report,  the  2  5 -foot  channel  in  the  Fox  Point,  the 
Sassafras  Point,  and  the  Field  s  Point  reach  was  carried  to 
its  full  width  of  300  feet ;  Pawtuxet  reach  was  widened  to 
200  feet,  and  work  on  the  Pomham  reach  was  commenced. 
That  part  of  the  anchorage  basin  with  a  depth  of  20  feet, 
lying  to  the  eastward  of  the  25-foot  channel  in  the  Field's 
Point  reach,  was  carried  as  far  as  contemplated,  viz.,  300 
feet  from  the  axis  of  the  25-foot  channel,  with  the  exception 
of  a  little  of  the  point  of  Long  Bed,  which  was  too  hard  to 
be  removed  with  the  dredge,  and  a  small  amount  of  what 
was  supposed  to  be  ledge  rock  (a  part  of  Long  Bed,)  in  the 
25-foot  channel;  but  this  lies  so  deep  and  so  close  to  the 
eastern  side  of  this  channel  that  it  will  probably  not  inter- 
fere with  the  use  of  its  entire  width. 

For  want  of  funds  no  operations  have  been  in  progress 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  in  Newport  harbor.  The  sum  of 
$20,000  has  been  appropriated  for  the  present  fiscal  year, 
with  which  it  is  proposed  to  excavate  to  not  less  than  fifteen 
feet  depth  at  mean  low  water,  and  to  such  width  as  may  be

limitatioD  on  t^e  time  that  children  might  be  employ 
manufacturing  establishments.  The  act  relative  to 
children  forbids  the  employment  of  any  childreu  in 
establishments  under  ten  years  of  age.  It  also  forbi' 
employment  of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age, 
they  shall  have  attended  school  twelve  weeks  in  the 
preceding  such  employment.  No  child  under  fifteen  i 
80  employed  unless  he  can  write  legibly  his  name,  ag 
residence.  It  is  probable  that  the  repeal  of  all  limitat 
the  number  of  hours  that  children  may  be  employ 
manufacturing  establishments  was  unintentional.  In 
States  the  experiment  has  been  tried  of  limiting  the 
of  labor  for  women  and  children  to  ten  hours  in  an 
day,  with  the  most  satisfactory  results.

nEATH   OF    SENATOR   ANTHONY. 

ave  now  to  perform  the  sad  duty  of  announcing  to 
eneral  Assembly,  officially,  the  death  of  Hon.  Henrt 
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B.  Anthony,  who  was  our  senior  member  in  the  United 
States  Senate.  He  died  in  the  city  of  Providence,  Sep- 
tember 2d,  in  the  70th  year  of  his  age. 

Twenty-seven  years  ago  this  spring  he  was  elected  by  the 
aknost  unanimous  vote  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the 
United  States  Senate,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the 
senior  member  in  length  of  consecutive  service.  Daring 
this  entire  period  he  possessed  not  only  the  unbounded 
confidence  of  his  constituents,  but  by  his  marked  abilities, 
his  devotion  to  duty,  and  his  uniform  courtesy,  he  had  gained 
the  entire  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  fellow  Senators. 
On  the  14th  of  January,  1884,  he  was  elected  to  the  high 
position  of  President  of  the  Senate  and  acting  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States,  but,  owing  to  his  feeble  health,  was 
obliged  to  decline  the  office,  very  much  to  the  disappoint- 
ment of  the  people  of  Rhode  Island,  and  of  his  many  friends 
throughout  the  country. 

Although  for  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  he  suffered  from  a 
dangerous  disease,  he  at  times  regained  so  much  of  his  ac- 
customed strength  that  we  all  had  hoped  that  he  would  be 
spared  to  us  for  many  years. 

A  grateful  people  will  long  remember  his  valuable  ser- 
vices, and  will  cherish  his  many  virtues. 

By  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by- the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  I  appointed,  November  19th,  Hon. 
William  P.  Sheffield,  of  Newport,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Senator  Anthony.

We  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  tbe  commerce  upon  the  river  is  stead- 
ily fncreasingi  also  that  ezteusive  manufacturing  establishments  are  now  being 
creeled  upon  tbe  banks  of  the  river,  which  will  greatly  Increase  the  commerce 
Qpon  the  same,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  transportation  in  large  barges 
and  sailing  Teasels,  increased  facilities  to  navigate  the  Pawtucket  River  should 
be  made  by  widening  and  deepening  the  channel  and  removing  the  obstructlotis. 

We  wish  especially  to  call  attention  to  an  obstruction  known  as  Seal  Rock,  lying 
nearly  in  tbe  middle  of  the  channel  of  the  river  at  the  head  of  navigation,  and 
w«  hope  that  such  recommendation  will  be  made  as  will  cause  its  removal.

Dkab  Sib:  We,  the  undersigned  committee,  beg  leave  to  Bubmit  the  following 
lupplemental  report  in  accordance  with  your  request  to  furnish  additional  infor- 
mation respecting  the  commerce  and  manufactures  that  would  be  benefited  by 
further  improvement  of  the  Pawtucket  River. 

Pawincket,  situated  at  the  bead  of  nnvlgation,  4  miles  above  Providence,  be- 
comes a  diatrlbuilng  point  for  merchandise  to  supply  an  ezten»ive  inland  trade. 
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Among  the  towns  which  draw  more  or  less  of  their  supplies  from  Pawtucket, 
may  be  mentiotied  East  Providence,  Seekook,  Rehobolh,  Attleboro*,  Mansfield, 
Wrenlham,  Franklin,  Cumberland,  Lincoln,  Smilhfield  and  North  Providence. 

Pawtucket  naiurally  commands  the  trade  of  the  territory  for  half  the  distance 
to  Boston  and  entire  valley  of  the  Blackstone  River.  One  hundred  and  thirty 
trains  over  Boston  and  Providence,  the  Providence  and  Worcester,  arid  the  New 
York  and  New  England  railroads  pass  through  this  place  daily.  Its  convenience 
for  transportation  by  rail,  the  facility  with  which  its  citizens  can  reach  all  the 
large  centers  of  business,  together  with  its  manufacturing  and  mechanical  indus- 
tries, have  attracted  people  from  various  parts  of  the  world  to  settle  here. 

The  growth  of  Pawtucket  has  been  rapidly  increasing.  In  1865  there  were 
5,000  inhabitants;  at  the  present  time,  188iJ,  there  are  between  23,000  and  25,000. 
If  we  include  the  immediate  villages  of  Central  Falls,  Valley  Falls,  Lonsdale  and 
Saylesville.  we  may  safely  say  we  have  a  population  of  upward  of  85,000. 

Within  these  limits  there  is  a  great  variety  and  a  vast  amount  of  manufacturing 
and  mechanical  industries  carried  on,  and  from  which  the  General  Governmenc 
has  in  years  past  received  large  revenues.  They  paid  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30.  1866.  f;63('>,691.98  into  the  office  of  the  assessors  for  internal  revenue  for 
the  fir»t  district  of  Rhode  Island 

The  revenue  from  the  Pawtucket  post-office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1882,  was  $12,298.28,  which  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  business  which  is 
transacted  here  at  the  present  time. 

Pawtucket  is  largely  a  manufacturing  community,  and  in  the  extent  and  variety 
of  its  manufactures  is  not  surpassed  by  any  place  of  equal  size  in  the  United 
States.  It  contains  some  of  the  largest  establishments  of  their  kiud  which  are 
to  be  found  in  the  country,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  Conant  Thread 
Company,  manufacturers  of  the  J.  &  P.  Coats  spool  cotton,  with  a  capital  of 
13.000,000,  and  employing  over  2,000  operatives,  and  consuming  in  the  single 
item  of  coal  20.000  tons  annually. 

The  W.  F.  &  F.  C.  Sayles  bleacheries,  with  their  manufacturing  establishments, 
employ  over  1,500  hands,  and  their  consumption  of  coal  per  annum  is  15,000  tons. 

The  Rhode  Island  Horse  Shoe  Company,  situated  in  Valley  Falls,  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  this  place,  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  calls  for  a 
transportation  of  150  tons  per  day,  with  a  consumption  of  12,000  tons  of  coal  per 
annum. 

Without  emering  further  into  detail,  we  would  add  that  not  less  than  $25,000,- 
000  are  invested  in  the  different  manufacturing  industries,  all  of  which  could  not 
fail  of  being  benefited  by  the  removal  of  the  obstructions  and  the  improvement 
of  the  channel  of  the  Pawtucket  River. 

The  specific  improvements  needed  to  put  the  river  in  proper  condition  are  the 
removal  of  the  obstructions  at  the  Railroad  and  Washington  Bridges,  the  straight- 
ening, widening  and  deepening  of  the  channel,  so  that  when  completed  it  shall 
have  a  width  of  150  to  200  feet  and  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  low  water;  also  the  re- 
moval of  Seal  Rock,  near  the  head  of  navigation. 

Provision  has  been  made  by  the  State  government  for  the  removal  of  the  present 
Washington  Bridge  and  the  obstructions  under  the  same,  making  a  depth  of  water 
of  not  less  than  15  feet  at  low  water;  also  providing  for  five  commissioners,  to  be

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The  estimated  cost  of  this  project  was  |445,000.  To  this  should  be  added  the 
estimated  cost — $115.000— of  enlarging  the  channel  below  Field*s  Point,  so  that 
from  this  point  to  Sabin't  Point  Light  there  will  not  be  less  than  600  feet  of 
width  at  a  depth  of  18  feet  at  mean  low  water,  and  700  feet  of  width  at  a  depth 
of  14  feet;  and  also  the  cost  of  removing  Green  Jacket  Shoal,  which  occupies  a 
rerv  yalnable  portion  of  the  harbor  immediately  in  front  of  the  city.  It  may  not 
be  thought  necessary  in  the  first  instance  to  excavate  this  shoal  deeper  than  20 
feet  at  mean  low  water,  but  within  a  short  time  the  commerce  of  Providence  will 
doubtless  demand  its  removal  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  25  feet  at  mean  low 
water.

The '25-foot  channel  just  mentioned  has  been  laid  out  in  straight  reaches  (with 
enlargements  at  the  angles),  with  a  view  to  lighting  them  by  range  or  leading 
lights,  such  as  are  in  use  in  similar  cases  in  Chesapeake  Bay,  Delaw&re  River, 
and  other  localities,  if  it  should  be  found  necessary. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  REACHES  OF  THE  25-FOOT  CHANNEL,   800  FEET  WIDE.

Before  improvement,  the  capacity  of  the  inner  harbor  was  limited  by  shoals, 
and  it  was  not  adequate  to  the  number  and  size  of  vessels  seeking  it  for  refuge. 
The  southern  (the  main)  entrance  was  obstructed  by  a  bar  which  stretched  across 
it  from  Goat  Island  to  Lime  Rock,  and  the  general  business  wharves  of  the  city 
could  not  be  reached  at  low  tide  by  vessels  drawing  more  than  8  feet 


PLANS  OF  IMPROVEMENT. 

The  original  project  for  the  improvement  and  its  modification  of  December  14, 
1880,  under  which  work  is  now  being  carried  on,  provided  for  a  channel  15  feet 
deep  at  mean  low  water,  through  the  bar  which  stretches  across  the  southern  en- 
trance from  Lime  Rock  to  Goat  Island;  a  channel  300  feet  wide  and  18  feet  deep 
at  mean  low  water  from  the  18-foot  curve  to  Commercial  Wharf;  thence  outside 
of  and  along  the  harbor  line  south  a  channel  100  feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at 
mean  low  water;  a  channel  north  from  Commercial  Wharf,  outside  of  and  along 
the  harbor  line  to  a  point  opposite  Bull's  Wharf,  of  the  same  dimensions,  and 
thence  to  Long  Wharf  a  channel  100  feet  wide  and  7  feet  deep  at  mean  low 
water.  It  also  provided  for  cutting  off  the  point  of  the  spit  at  the  south  end  of 
Goat  Island  and  the  construction  of  a  jetty  on  the  southwest  shore  of  that  island 
to  arrest  the  drift  of  the  littoral  sand  and  gravel  into  the  entrance.  It  was  also 
intended  to  deepen  the  following  areas  to  13  feet  at  mean  low  water,  where  the 
material  of  the  bottom  was  not  hard,  and  to  lesser  depths  when  hard  pan  and 
rock  might  be  encountered:  The  area  included  between  the  18-foot  curve.  Com- 
mercial Wharf  on  the  north,  the  harbor  line  on  the  east,  and  a  line  drawn  from 
Perry  Mill  Wharf  to  Lime  Rock,  and  the  area  included  between  the  18-foot  curve 
and  a  line  drawn  from  the  northwest  corner  of  Commercial  Wharf  to  the  south- 
west corner  of  Long  Wharf;  also  to  deepen  to  10  feet  at  mean  low  water  the 
area  northwest  of  a  line  drawn  from  Lime  Rock  to  the  spindle  in  the  southeast 
part  of  the  harbor,  and  the  area  between  the  harbor  line  and  a  line  drawn  from 
the  northwest  corner  of  Commercial  Wharf  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Long 
Wharf. 
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▲MOITKT  BXPEin>BD  Ain>  RESULTS  TO  JUKE  30,   1883. 

The  amount  expended  np.to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jane  30, 1888, 
including  liabilities  outstanding  at  that  date,  was  $73,141.28,  with  the  following 
results:  A  jettj  on  the  southwest  shore  of  Qoat  Island  150  feet  long  has  been 
constructed,  and  the  northern  angle  between  it  and  the  shore  quickly  filled  with 
sand  and  gravel,  showing  its  utility.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  spit  south  of 
Goat  Island  has  been  excavated,  first  to  12  feet,  then  to  13  feet,  at  mean  low 
water;  the  channel  from  the  13-foot  curve  to  the  harbor  line  at  Ck>mmercial 
Wharf  and  the  channel  outside  of  and  along  the  harbor  lines  have  been  excavated 
as  contemplated,  but  varying  somewhat  from  the  originally  projected  dimensions, 
and  with  the  addition  of  a  channel  50  feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low 
water  along  the  northern  side  of  the  harbor  out  to  deep  water;  many  large  bowl- 
ders have  been  removed  from  the  bed  of  the  harbor;  its  anchorage  areas  of  from 
11  to  13  feet  depth  at  mean  low  water  have  been  increased  by  about  26  acres,  and 
the  distance  between  the  13-foot  curves  at  the  southern  entrance  has  been  widened 
about  250  feet 

OPEBATIONS  DURIITO  THE  LAST  FISCAL  TEAR. 

For  want  of  funds,  no  operations  have  been  in  progress  during  the  last  fiscal 
year,  except  a  survey  by  Assistaht  Engineer  Norman  W.  Eayrs  to  determine  the 
amount,  and  borings  to  discover  the  character  of  the  material,  of  the  bed  of  the 
harbor  yet  to  be  excavated,  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  specifications  for  future 
contracts  for  carrying  on  the  work. 

OPERATIONS  CONTEMPLATED  FOR  THE  FISCAL  TEAR  ENDING  JI7NE  80,    1885. 

With  the  available  remainder  of  the  appropriation  of  August  2,  1882,  and  the 
appropriation  made  by  act  of  Congress  of  July  5, 1884,  it  is  proposed  to  excavate 
to  not  less  than  15  feet  depth  at  mean  low  water,  and  to  such  width  as  may  be 
necessary,  at  the  southern  entrance  to  the  harbor,  and  to  13  feet  depth  within  the 
harbor;  to  remove  the  bowlders  recently  discovered  on  the  bed  of  the  harbor;  to 
repair  the  jetty  on  the  southeast  shore  of  Ck>at  Island,  and  to  construct  a  new 
jetty  further  north  on  the  same  shore. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  under  which  we  are  now  woriLing  was  $132,- 
000.    Of  this  amount,  there  has  been  appropriated  the  sum  of  $65,000. 

A  plat  of  Newport  Harbor  accompanies  this  report. 

Newport  is  in  the  collection  district  of  Newport,  and  is  a  port  of  entry.  The 
amount  of  revenue  collected  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $3,883.87.  The  nearest 
light-houses  Are  Lime  Rock  and  Newport  (Gk>at  Island)  lights.  The  nearest  forti- 
fication is  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  Rhode  Island.

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  circular  letter  dated  June  7, 1884,  citing  certain 
requirements  of  the  Secretary  of  War  relative  to  commerce  and  navigation,  and 
asking  me  to  furnish  you  aggregate  statements  of  freight  and  passengen  to, 
from,  and  through  this  harbor  (Newport)  by  the  steamers  of  the  Old  Colony 
Steamboat  Company  during  the  year  1888. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  amount  of  freight  carried  by  the  steamers  of  this 
line  to,  from,  and  through  this  harbor  during  the  year  to  be  about  250,000  tons, 
and  the  number  of  passengers  to  be  about  270,000. 

By  way  of  other  recommendation,  I  cannot  now  do  better  than  refer  you  to 
the  following  extract  from  my  letter  of  August  20, 1888,  in  reply  to  your  inquiry 
on  this  same  subject  under  date  of  July  14,  1888,  in  which  it  is  stated  **tbat 
inasmuch  as  the  steamers  of  this  line  have  been  frequently  detained  in  the  chan- 
nel between  Lime  Rock  and  Goat  Island  at  low  tide  drawing  13  feet  of  water; 
that  an  additional  2  feet  or  a  total  depth  of  15  feet  is  necessary  at  all  times  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  draught  of  water  of  the  steamers  of  this  line.  The 
depth  of  water  in  channel  as  indicated  on  chart  at  mean  low  water  is  18  feet; 
but  inasmuch  as  there  are  times,  particularly  in  stormy  weather,  that  A^re  would 
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be  insteftd  of  18  feet,  as  marked  on  chart,  but  12  feet  of  water  in  mid-chanDel,  I 
would  suggest  dredging  the  channel  until  a  depth  of  15  feet  is  obtained  below 
your  present  low-water  mark.  This  would  insure  plenty  of  water  at  all  times 
of  tides  for  vessels  drawing  18  feet  to  pass  through.  Anj  of  the  steamers  of 
this  line  with  an  ordinary  load  will  ground  in  present  channel  at  extreme  low 
water."

Harbor  of  Btfuge  at  Block  Island,  Bhode  Island, 

This  island  is  a  part  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  It  is  14  miles  east  of  Mon- 
taok  Point,  the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island,  and  its  nearest  point  is  about  10 
miles  south  of  the  mainland.  Besides  the  wants  of  the  mackerel-fishing  fleet 
and  the  general  coast  navigation,  the  island  is  an  important  point  on  our  shores 
for  ocean  navigation.  It  has  a  signal  station,  connected  by  submarine  telegraph 
with  the  mainland.  Vessels  are  passing  the  island  at  all  times  and  on  all  sides  of 
it,  and  its  position  renders  it  of  national  importance.  A  plat  of  the  harbor  was 
pablished  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1880,  page  890. 

ORIOINAL  CONDITION. 

Before  the  construction  of  the  present  harbor  of  refuge.  Block  Island  had  no 
harbor  which  afforded  protection  for  decked  vessels.    The  only  ones  used  were

open  boats,  which,  on  the  approtch  of  storina,  were  hauled  up  on  the  beach  bj 
oxen.  The  largest  of  these  boats  were  of  about  10  tons  burden*  The  mean  riie 
and  fall  of  the  tide  is  about  8  feet. 

FLANS  OF  THE  WOBJEB. 

The  original  pit»]eet  and  its  subsequent  modifications  provided  for  a  harbor 
of  refuge  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  island,  consisting  of  an  inner  harbor  for  the 
protection  of  small  yessels  and  an  exterior  harbor  for  laige  ones.  The  former 
was  to  be  about  350  by  800  feet  in  area,  and  inclosed,  with  the  exception  of  an 
opening  80  feet  wide  on  the  seaside,  by  timber  crib-work  filled  with  stones  snd 
resting  on  a  rip-rap  foundation.  The  exterior  harbor  was  to  be  formed  by  a  rip- 
rap breakwater,  designed  to  intercept  the  waves  from  the  esstward,  and  the  beds 
of  both  harbors  were  to  be  cleared  of  bowlders. 

The  next  project  (1881)  was  to  build  a  masonry  wall  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Inner  Harbor  in  lieu  of  the  old  crib-work  on  that  side,  which  was  in  danger  of 
breaking  down  in  storms,  and  also  to  protect  the  difl  which  lies  to  the  eastward 
of  the  harbor,  the  material  of  which  was  carried  by  the  current  into  the  harbor, 
decreasing  its  depth. 

The  last  project  for  this  work  provided  for  renewing  the  Government  whsrf 
within  the  Inner  Harbor,  and  for  building  masonry  walls  on  the  north  and  west 
sides  of  the  harbor  to  replace  the  timber  crib-work  on  those  sides,  which  is  de- 
caying. 

AMOUNT  BXFBNDBD  AlID  BBBULTS  TO  JUNB  80,   1888. 

The  Inner  Harbor  and  a  breakwater  about  1,400  feet  long,  built  in  prolongation 
of  the  eastern  side  of  the  Inner  Harbor,  were  constructed  in  the  years  1870  to 
1879,  inclusive.  About  800  feet  from  the  sea  end  of  the  breakwater,  which  is  in 
about  24  feet  of  water,  an  opening  dOO  feet  wide,  with  a  draught  of  water  through 
it  of  18  feet,  was  left  for  the  passage  of  vessels.  The  utility  of  the  work  at  once 
became  apparent.  In  stormy  weather  the  Inner  Harbor  especially  was  often  filled 
with  coasters  and  fishermen,  and  it  soon  became  necessary  to  increase  its  depth 
from  7  feet,  to  which  it  had  originally  been  dredged  in  the  first  instance,  to  9 
feet  at  mean  low  water.  The  jetty  at  the  foot  of  the  cliff  and  the  masonry  sea- 
wall on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Inner  Harbor  were  in  progress  on  the  30th  of  June, 
1888,  and  the  total  expenditure  from  the  beginning  of  the  construction  of  the 
harbor  of  refuge  up  to  that  date,  including  liabilities  outstanding,  had  been  |205r  ' 
896.88.

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OFSRATION8  DUROIG  THE  LAST  FISCAL  TEAR. 

The  operations  of  the  last  fiscal  year  were  confined  to  the  completion  of  the 
construction  of  a  sea-wall  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Inner  Harbor  and  of  the  rip- 
rap jetty  at  the  foot  of  the  cliffs. 

The  landing  wharf  within  the  Inner  Harbor  was  repaired  during  the  year,  and 
the  decayed  wharfing  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Inner  Harbor  was  removed. 

Mr.  Joseph  E.  Cranston  was  the  local  inspector  of  the  work  from  April  10  to 
September  80,  1888,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Dickens  from  NoYember  14  to  December 
29,1888. 

AMOUITT  EXPENDED  AND  PROGRESS  DURINO  THE  LAST  FISCAL  TEAR. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  including  liabilities  outstand- 
ing June  80,  1884,  was  $10,968.85,  and  the  result  was  the  completion  of  the  jetty 
at  the  foot  of  the  cliffs  and  the  sea-wall  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Inner  Harbof. 
Both  were  strongly  built.  The  former  is  about  140  feet  and  the  latter  about  390 
feet  long.  The  landing  wharf  within  the  Inner  Harbor  was  repaired  sufficiently 
io  serre  until  a  permanent  wharf  can  be  constructed. 


OPERATIONS  CONTEMPLATED  FOR  THE  FISCAL  TEAR  ENDING  JUNE  80,   1885. 

It  is  proposed,  with  the  available  remainder  of  the  appropriation  of  August  2, 
1882,  and  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  5,  1884,  to 
replace  the  Oovemment  wharf  within  the  Inner  Harbor  by  a  substantial  struct- 
ure. To  this  wharf,  which  is  in  a  decayed  condition,  all  the  freight  carried  to 
and  from  the  island  is  brought,  and  at  it  are  landed  the  United  States  mails  and 
all  the  supplies  for  the  four  light-houses  on  the  island  and  the  steam  siren  (fog- 
signal). 

It  is  also  proposed  to  fill  the  gap  in  the  breakwater  to  exclude  the  heavy  sea 
which  now  rolls  through  it,  in  easterly  storms,  into  the  anchorage,  and  of  which 
complaint  is  made. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  last  project  was  $80,000.  Of  this  amount,  there  has 
been  appropriated  the  sum  of  $15,000. 

Block  Island  is  in  the  Newport  collection  district,  and  Newport  is  the  nearest 
port  of  entry.  There  is  no  duty  collected  at  the  island.  The  value  of  the  harbor 
is  mainly  as  a  harbor  of  refuge  for  coasting  vessels.  There  are  three  light-houses 
on  the  island,  the  north  and  south  lights  and  the  breakwater  light  The  nearest 
fortification  is  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  R.  L

Improvement  of  Little  Narragantett  Bay,  Rhode  IfHand  and  Connecticut. 

• 

Little  Narragansett  Bay  lies  on  the  north  side  of  the  eastern  entrance  from  the 
ocean  into  Long  Island  Sound,  and  is  inclosed  on  the  southern  and  eastern  sides 
by  a  long  and  narrow  tongue  of  land,  extending  from  the  mainland  at  Watch 
Hill,  first  westerly  and  then  northerly,  to  the  entrance  to  the  bay,  which  is  from 
the  outer  harbor  of  Stonington.  Pawcatuck  River,  up5n  which  is  situated  the 
flourishing  commercial  and  manufacturing  town  of  Westerly,  R.  I.,  empties  into 
the  eastern  side  of  the  bay,  and  has  been  improved  by  the  United  States.  A  map 
of  Little  Narragansett  Bay  was  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of 
Engineers  for  1879,  page  814. 

ORIOINAL  CONDITION. 

The  navigable  draught  of  water  through  the  bay  before  improvement  was 
aboat  4i  feet  at  mean  low  water,  and  this  depth  limited  the  navigation  of  Paw- 
catuck River. 

PLAN  OF  IMPROVEMENT. 

The  project  of  1878  for  the  improvement  of  the  bay  provided  for  a  channel  200 
feet  wide  and  7^  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  extending  from  the  entrance  to 
the  bay  to  the  mouth  of  the  Pawcatuck,  and  the  removal  of  the  bowlders  which 
then  obstructed  navigation,  and  any  others  which  the  excavation  of  the  channel 
might  develop.  Subsequently  it  was  determined  to  clear  away  some  large  bowl- 
ders which  interfered  with  steamboat  navigation  between  this  channel  and  Watch 
Hill,  an  important  place  of  summer  resort.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment was  $51,000. 

AMOUNT  EXPENDED  AND  RESULTS  TO  JUNE  30,   1883. 

The  amount  expended  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1883,

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the  comptotioii  of  the  project,  with  the  exception  of  the  remoTal  of  bowlders 
from  the  bottom  and  sidee  of  the  Main  Channel  and  from  the  channel  leading  to 
Watch  Hill. 

▲MOUNT  BXPBNDED  AHD  BBaULTS  DUBING  THB  LAST  FISCAL  TSAR. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  amount  expended,  including  liabilities  outstand- 
ing on  June  80, 1884,  was  $902.80,  and  the  result  was  the  removal  of  about  one 
hundred  bowlders  from  the  Main  and  Watch  Hill  channels,  and  some  ledge  rock 
from  the  latter.  The  Main  Channel  was  left  quite  free  from  bowlders,  and  the 
Watch  Hill  Channel  was  increased  by  the  removal  of  bowlders  from  90  to  165 
feet  in  width.    It  is  probable  that  no  further  expenditures  will  be  required  upon  ii. 

The  completed  channel  will  enable  steamers  and  vessels  drawing  from  9  to  10 
feet  of  water  bound  for  the  Pawcatuck  River  and  Westerly,  and  also  to  Watch 
Hill,  to  cross  the  bay.  Mr.  A.  H.  Dickens  was  local  inspector  of  the  work. 
The  total  cost  of  the  improvement  was  $85,8M.9<.  No  further  a{^ropriation  is 
asked  for  this  work. 

There  are  indications  that  the  construction  of  the  eastern  breakwater  in  the 
outer  harbor  of  Stonington  is  affecting  Sandy  Point,  on  the  southern  side  of  the 
entrance  into  Little  Narraganaett  Bay,  and  comparative  surveys  should  be  made 
annually  at  this  point.  Range-marks  should  be  erected  on  Pawcatuck  Point,  on 
the  prolongation  of  the  axis  of  the  new  channel  through  the  bay,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  last  appropriation  now  avulable  should  be  reserved  for  these 
purposes. 

Little  Narraganaett  Bay  is  in  the  collection  district  of  Providence  and  Ston. 
ington,  the  dividing  line  passing  through  the  bay.  Providence  and  Stonington 
are  the  nearest  ports  of  entry.  The  revenue  collected  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was: 
Providence,  |d02,227.57;  Stonington,  $8,418.38.  The  nearest  light-houses  are 
the  Stonington  and  Watch  Hill  lights.  The  nearest  fortification  is  Fort  Trum' 
bull.  New  London,  Conn.

PrtUminary  Examination  of  Pawtuxet  Harbor,  Rhode  Island, 


In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  river  and  harbor  act  of  August  2, 
1882,  I  visited  Pawtuxet,  R.  I.,  October  27,  and  made  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  harbor. 

This  harbor  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  Pawtuxet  River,  a  small  stream  which  en- 
ters Narragansett  Bay  from  the  west,  about  5  miles  south  of  Providence.  The 
river  has  considerable  fall  just  before  entering  the  bay,  and  at  this  point  a  dam 
has  been  built,  above  which  the  tide  does  not  flow.  The  harbor  proper  is  about 
600  yards  in  its  longest  dimension  (north  and  south)  and  150  yards  wide;  it  is  well 
sheltered,  being  protected  from  the  east  along  its  entire  length  by  a  high  rocky 
peninsula.  Off  the  end  of  this  peninsula  and  in  the  mouth  of  the  harbor  are  a 
number  of  bowlders  which  obstruct  the  entrance  and  render  its  navigation  diffi- 
cult and  dangerous.  The  current  from  the  river  enters  and  crosses  the  harbor 
near  its  upper  end;  it  is  then  deflected  to  the  west  shore  and  back  again  to  the 
east;  this  action  produces  a  series  of  bends  in  the  channel  where  the  depth  is 
sufficient,  with  shoal  spots  between. 

The  improvement  desired  is  the  removal  of  these  shoals  and  of  the  bowlders  at 
the  harbor's  mouth.  Should  this  be  accomplished,  the  harbor  would  be  a  con- 
venient one  for  the  business  of  the  place,  which,  though  not  large,  I  am  told  by 
those  interested  is  of  considerable  importance.  The  principal  industry  carried 
on  is  the  fish  and  oyster  business.  The  village  and  adjoining  country  receive  by 
water  their  supply  of  coal  and  building  materials,  which  now  they  are  obliged 
to  land  by  means  of  scows.  There  is  one  factory  in  the  place  producing  cheap 
jewelry  in  large  quantities.  The  water-power  was  formerly  valuable,  but  has 
suffered  by  the  supply  having  been  diverted  to  the  city  of  Providence. 

This  harbor  would  appear  to  be  one  of  those  where  the  interests  involved, 
though  small,  are  really  of  a  public  character,  and  one  which  would  be  worthy 
of  improvement  provided  the  cost,  determined  by  a  survey,  is  found  to  be  mod- 
erate. It  is  sought  by  a  variety  of  small  craft,  and  it  is  believed  that,  if  improved, 
the  navigation  would  be  considerably  increased. 

The  nature  of  the  improvement  is  dredging  and  the  removal  of  the  before - 

mentioned  bowlders,  and  the  result,  it  is  believed,  would  be  reasonably  perma- 

ment.    I  have,  therefore,  to  recommend  that  a  survey  be  made  to  ascertain  the 

cost  of  the  necessary  work;  the  sum  of  $200  is  sufficient  for  the  survey  and  map.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc.y 
at  its  January  Session,  1885. 

The  Women's  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Penal  and  Correctional  In- 
stitutions of  the  State  respectfully  submit  their  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report 

The  greatest  events  of  an  age  are  its  best  thoughts,  and  it  is  the 
nature  of  thought  to  find  its  way  into  action.  ^'  It  is  curious  to  note 
the  old  sea  margins  of  human  thought!  we  build  where  monsters 
used  to  hide  themselves.''  By  the  mechanism  of  thought  definite 
ideas  are  obtained^  and  are  often  stepping  stones  to  duty.  Indeed , 
the  grandest  of  all  laws,  is  the  law  of  progressive  development.  In 
the  law  of  progress  ''  Naught  but  the  fittest  lives,'^  and  advancement 
in  reform  is  the  rule  of  human  history.  Whatever  is  gained  by  one 
man  or  any  body  of  men  is  invested  for  society,  and  is  a  permanent 
investment  for  all  time.  We  feel  encouraged  as  a  Board  that  the 
Legislature,  under  a  sense  of  its  obligation  to  the  neglected  and  de- 
pendent children  of  the  State,  faced  the  problem  of  the  necessity  of  a 
State  Home  and  School  at  their  Januaiy  Session  last  winter,  and  took 
action  for  the  founding  of  such  an  Institution.  We  are  sanguine  in 
our  belief  that  there  is  a  ripening  power  in  this  progressive  move,  and 
that  subsequent  years  will  prove  it  to  be  a  wise  economy.  The  serious 
work  of  the  education  of  children  should  begin  at  the  earliest  age. 
It  should  be  mainly  physical  education,  and  the  foundation  of  good 
habits.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  brain  and  body  should  be 
educated  together,  and  that  industrial  education  is  as  important  as 
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book  knowledge.  The  history  of  degraded  races  giyes  an  idea  of  a 
very  low  order  of  beings,  and  thus  is  seen  the  necessity  of  edacating 
and  eleyating  the  ignorant  masses  in  our  own  land.  By  their  con- 
tinual intermarrying,  the  eyil  habits  they  possess  become  intensified 
in  their  children.  The  influence  they  exert  cannot  be  limited,  bat  it 
permeates  as  a  nausea  the  whole  body  politia  Leibnitz  once  said, 
"  Oiye  me  the  educating  of  finrope,  and  I  will  change  the  face  of  it 
in  a  century."  Only  the  education  that  will  make  honest  and  pore 
men  and  women,  can  be  relied  upon  to  perpetuate  our  liberal  insti- 
tutions, and  our  nation  as  a  Bepublic.  If  we  settle  down  upon  the 
fact  that  heredity  is  all  potent,  we  are  likely  to  remain  in  a  hopeless 
condition,  but  these  hereditary  obstacles  should  not  hinder  us  in  our 
achieyement  of  noble  purposes ;  and  specific  agencies  should  be  used 
for  the  improTement  of  society,  and  the  general  diffusion  of  knowl- 
edge in  questions  affecting  the  laws  of  life.  By  a  change  of  con- 
ditions, and  wise  educational  methods  wrought  into  a  system,  the  best 
in  every  nature  can  be  drawn  out,  and  the  worst  be  out-distanced,  and 
eventually  the  bondage  of  inheritarice  will  be  changed,  and  followed 
by  marked  results.  As  our  finest  apples  were  all  produced  from  the 
gnarly  crab,  so  may  we  hope  that  the  moral  instrumentalities  that 
are  being  put  forth  at  the  present  time  for  the  ignorant  and  needy 
children  of  our  State  will  be  good  and  effective,  and  successive  years 
will  witness  a  steady  improvement  in  the  morals  of  the  community. 
It  is  a  hopeful  sign  of  the  times  that  the  Legislatures  of  the  different 
States  are  taking  up  the  matter  of  child  saving  work,  and  supple- 
menting the  efforts  of  individuals  with  appropriations  for  rescuing 
children  from  vicious  surroundings,  and  training  them  up  into  worthy 
men  and  women.  The  National  Oonference  which  was  held  in  St 
Louis,  Missouri,  last  October,  gave  special  attention  to  the  subject  of 
saving  and  reformatory  work  among  children  and  youth,  and  this 
important  subject  is  claiming  attention  throughout  the  United  States. 
There  are  children  in  every  community  whose  mental  organization  is 
greatly  above  their  surroundings,  and  it  is  notably  true  that  many  of 
them  are  in  our  ^*  very  midst."    Some  of  thtin  are  to  be  met  with  on 
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Satarday  eyenings  at  the  room  for  street  bo^s,  in  oar  city,  where  a 
good  work  is  being  done  under  the  auspices  of  the  Union  for  Ohristian 
Work.  Every  young  soul  trained  to  hate  the  wrong,  and  love  the 
right,  is  so  much  sin  restrained,  so  much  crime  held  back,  so  much 
good  deyeloped  to  fill  its -place.  Mr.  W.  T.  Crandell,  president  of 
the  Union,  presents  many  graphic  statements  in  his  report  for  the 
committee  on  street  boys.  This  committee  feel  that  the  aim  of  the 
Union  should  be  toward  a  more  permanent  institution  for  the  boys, 
(that  is)  that  the  room  sltould  be  kept  open  not  only  on  Saturday 
evenings,  but  on  every  evening  during  the  week.  They  are  *'  con- 
scious of  the  value  of  this  instrumentality  in  the  line  of  prevention" 
and  also  '*  of  having  lessened  the  criminal  records  of  the  city,  par- 
ticularly juvenile  crime,  which  is  so  much  on  the  increase."  Great 
forces  for  good  or  bad,  and  great  possibilities,  lie  in  the  children  of 
to-day.  There  is,  indeed,  no  nobler  work  for  humanity  than  that  of 
seeking  out  just  such  cases  as  may  be  found  at  the  room  for  street 
boys,  and  lending  a  helping  hand  to  extend  this  philanthropic  enter- 
prise. Every  word  of  encouragement,  every  generous  act  to  help  this 
cause  will  be  an  investment  that  will  '^certainly  pay."  While  the 
doors  are  opening  by  Legislative  enactment  for  a  State  Home  and 
School  for  a  portion  of  the  children  of  the  State,  we  must  still  grieve 
for  a  mighty  host  of  children  and  youth  who  are  deprived  of  the 
moral,  physical,  and  intellectual  bequests  to  which  they  are  rightful 
heirs.  Every  day's  observation,  and  every  year's  record  of  events  tell 
us  with  startling  emphasis  that  a  great  amount  of  human  misery  is 
the  direct  result  of  intemperance.  Alcohol  is  a  mighty  conqueror, 
and  a  relentless  foe  to  society,  and  this  '^  monster  evil"  holds  its 
sceptre  over  multitudes  of  our  own  people.  If  intemperate  parents 
blasted  only  their  own  lives,  and  it  stopped  there,  it  would  even  then 
be  a  great  evil ;  but  to  send  needless  weakness  and  exposure,  and 
degradation  down  to  successive  generations  is  fearful.  There  are 
many  families,  who,  were  it  not  for  the  intemperance  of  husband  and 
father,  would  be  living  in  happy  homes  with  comfort,  and  plenty, 
despite  the  hard  times.     But  now  they  suffer  shame,  and  are  depen- 
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dent  upon  charity  in  many  cases  for  raiment  and  daily  bread.  The 
money  that  should  go  for  the  support  of  unnumbered  innocent  oneSy 
is  paid  to  the  rumseller.  Then  again  the  startling  &ct8  that  are  le- 
yealed  to  us  erery  day  of  the  effects  of  drunkenness  upon  the  health 
of  the  drunkard  and  his  children,  tell  ust>f  doom.  Alcohol  breaks 
down  the  strongest,  and  leaves  body  and  brain  a  wreck.  It  has  been 
for  ages  the  withering  curse  of  the  race,  and  there  is  no  disease  more 
to  be  dreaded  than  the  deadly  plague  of  intemperance.  The  sorrow- 
ful words  of  Queen  Esther  to  King  Ahasuerus,  in  the  face  of  the 
heart-rending  thought  that  all  her  people  in  the  Persian  kingdom 
were  by  decree  doomed  to  death,  (when  she  said).  For  how  can  I 
endure  to  see  the  evil  that  shall  come  unto  my  people?  or  how  can  I 
endure  to  see  the  destruction  of  my  kindred?  The  language  of  this 
prayer  of  Queen  Esther  is  pertinent  for  many  wires  and  mothers  of 
to-day.  They  haye  as  pressing  and  important  work  to  do  as  she  had, 
as  some  of  their  own  kindred  are  doomed  to  a  sad  &te.  What 
strangely  contrasted  scenes  does  society  look  upon ;  church  spires 
pointing  hearenward,  and  where  the  people  go  up  to  pray,  it  seems 
that  Satan  comes  also,  and  drinking  saloons  leading  down  to  lowest 
depths,  allure  on  every  side.  **  Was  ever  darhnses  like  to  thief" 
*^  Bighteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  but  sin  is  a  disgrace  to  any  people." 
Is  it  not  time  for  society  to  gravely  and  earnestly  consider  what  influ- 
ence they  can  exert  to  prevent  the  evil  of  intemperance?  Our  reason 
for  enlarging  upon  this  subject,  is,  that  the  work  of  reform  in  this 
line  is  identical  with  our  own  labors.  The  progress  of  intemperance 
is  appalling,  and  pauperism  is  greatly  on  the  increase.  A  great  step 
in  advance  can  be  taken,  if  the  people  can  be  educated  in  r^fhi  views 
in  regard  to  temperance  and  Sabbath  observance.  The  magnitude  of 
the  subject  forces  itself  upon  us.  ''Facts  are  stubborn  things.'' 
From  statistics  taken  from  the  last  census,  ''  there  were  in  the  United 
States  fifty-eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine  criminals  in  prisons, 
penitentiaries,  work-houses,  houses  of  correction,  jaUs,  and  in  convict 
camps,  or  at  work  on  plantations,  under  the  lessee  system.  There 
were  eleven  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-eight  juvenile  delin- 
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qaents  in  reformatory  institutions.  Insane,  in  insane  hospitals,  and 
asylums,  alms-houses,  and  in  private  care,  the  figures  show  ninety- 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-nine.  Idiots  in  alms-houses, 
hospitals,  asylums,  training-schools,  and  in  private  care,  seventy-six 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five.  Other  defective  classes, 
including  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  blind,  either  in  institutions,  at 
home,  or  in  private  care,  eighty-two  thousand  two  hundred  and  six. 
Paupers  in  alms-houses,  sixty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  three. 
Indigent  persons  in  institutions,  including  those  for  children,  fifty- 
four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  in  all  aggregating  four 
hundred  and  forty-two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-six.  From 
the  total  number  as  here  stated  should  be  deducted  twenty-one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  ninety-nine  who  are  suffering  from  more  than 
one  form  of  misfortune,  and  are  therefore,  as  Mr.  Wines  says, 
counted  twice  upon  the  list.  The  startling  revelations  made  in  the 
foregoing  tables,  leads  us  to  look  at  the  long  black  columti  which  re- 
presents nine  hundred  million  spent  annually  in  drink."  Unless 
political  economists  labor  to  redtice  the  National  Drink  Bill,  its 
relations  to  State  expenditures  will  be  fearfully  manifest,  and  another 
century  will  have  a  dark  outlook  for  civilization., 

THE  HOUSE  OF  GOBBECTION. 

In  our  visits  to  the  House  of  Oorrection  we  can  see  no  evidence  that 
the  burdens  of  taxation  are  in  any  way  decreasing  on  account  of  any 
diminution  with  regard  to  numbers  at  this  institution.  The  '^pro- 
curing^' cause  of  most  of  the  commitments  are  a  love  of  drink,  and  a 
love  of  dress  which  engenders  theft,  and  a  general  tone  of  low  morals. 

The  general  state  of  affairs  is  about  the  same  as  given  in  previous 
years.  There  is  apparently  very  little  encouragement  in  laboring  for 
this  class,  but  every  effort  should  be  put  forth  to  ameliorate  their 
condition,  as  far  as  is  practical,  especially  the  younger  class  that  are 
not  yet  hardened  in  crime.  Our  Board  has  at  different  times  urged 
the  necessity  of  some  system  of  grading  whereby  the  youthful  criminal 
committed  for  her  first  offence  should  not  be  placed  day  after  day 
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through  her  whole  term  of  imprisonment  in  the  same  room  with  the 
hardened  sinner.  We  think  some  plan  might  be  adopted  bj  which 
they  oonld  be  kept  separate,  and  then  there  would  be  some  hope  of 
reforming  the  novice  in  yioe  or  crime.  Now  it  is  sending  them  to 
school  to  learn  to  do  worse  instead  of  acting  in  a  reformatory  as  well 
as  correctional  way.  A  case  in  point  suggests  itself  at  this  writing. 
**  On  the  18th  day  of  February,  1884,  there  was  discharged  from  the 
House  of  Correction  a  very  interesting  young  girl  who  had  been  con- 
fined since  she  was  twelre  years  of  age,  six  years  at  the  Beform  School, 
and  three  at  the  House  of  Correction.  She  was  sent  from  the  Beform 
School  by  Capt  Eldridge  as  being  incorrigible  by  bad  temper.  As 
she  had  not  committed  any  crime  her  case  was  an  exceptional  one. 
Superintendent  Hunt  feeling  an  interest  in  her  welfare,  conscien- 
tiously discharged  his  duty  by  writing  to  the  chairman  of  our  Board. 
The  following  is  an  extract  from  his  note.  He  writes,  ^*  She  has  no 
relatives  living,  that  she  has  any  knowledge  of,  and  to  turn  her  ont 
into  the  street  would  be  to  her  inevitable  ruin,  as  old  offenders  dis- 
charged from  here  are  waiting  for  her  discharge,  and  ready  to  lead 
her  into  a  life  of  shame.''  He  furthermore  says,  '^  I  felt  it  my  daty 
to  inform  you  of  the  facts,  knowing  you  would  wish  to  know,  and 
would  take  the  matter  in  hand.  Mrs.  Hunt  will  provide  her  with 
suitable  clothing  to  go  to  service.^'  The  present  writer  made  an  early 
Tisit  to  the  institution,  and  in  conjunction  with  Superintendent  Hant 
had  an  interview  with  the  girl,  and  with  much  pleading  tried  to  in- 
duce her  to  go  to  the  ^^  Sophia  Little  Home,''  until  a  suitable  place 
could  be  found  for  her,  bat  her  mind  was  made  up.  As  she  was  of 
age  we  could  have  no  control  over  her.  We  can  but  think  "  it  might 
have  been"  different  had  she  been  kept  separate  from  the  class  that 
are  depraved  and  hardened  by  crime.  As  near  as  can  be  learned  of 
this  young  girl,  she  has  been  leading  a  miserable  life  since  her  dis- 
charge, having  married  a  colored  man.  We  shrink  at  the  statement, 
and  the  thought  and  question  comes  up,  can  there  be  no  remedy  for 
such  cases? 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  young  girls  are  thrown  in  com- 
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panionship  with  old  offenders  of  loose  morals,  our  Board  would  again 
sQggest  the  propriety  of  adopting  some  new  plan  (as  in  other  correc- 
ional  institutions)  of  having  some  of  their  number  read  aloud  one 
hour  each  day  to  the  other  women  while  at  work  in  the  sewing  room. 
Simple  works  upon  physiology  and  hygiene,  or  any  matter  that  would 
gire  a  stimulus  for  better  living.  If  no  great  measure  of  good  is 
accomplished  by  such  an  experiment,  it  will  at  least  give  a  practical 
expression  of  helpfulness  and  regard  for  these  unfortunate  wards  of 
the  State.  Christian  civilization  has  a  duty  to  such  a  class  as  this. 
Mrs.  Bearse,  a  faithful  ofBcer  of  the  institution,  has  recently  been 
removed  by  death.  The  fitatistics  of  the  State  Workhouse  and  House 
of  Correction  are  as  found  in  the  following  table:

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THE  OAKLAWN  SCHOOL. 

In  our  last  report  to  the  Legislature  we  expressed  oar  coDiictioiiB 
as  a  Board  that  the  school  at  Oaklairn  was  doing  a  good  work.  We 
still  think  the  wise  and  liberal  policy  of  the  Stat^  in  its  oatlaj  for 
this  institution  was  a  good  investment.  Its  affairs  and  management 
will  bear  a  most  careful  scrutiny.  It  is  gratifying  to  witness  the 
adyancement  which  the  girls  are  making  towards  fitting  themBelves 
for  lives  of  industry,  usefulness  and  self-reliance.  Under  the  careful 
supervision  of  the  matron,  they  are  taught  prompt  and  respectful 
obedience  to  law,  thus  making  them  recogoize  their  responsibility  to 
law  in  all  its  forms.  The  principles  of  right  living  are  carefully  in- 
stilled into  their  minds.  The  industrial  element  is  a  marked  feature 
in  this  institution,  as  they  are  taught  as  far  as  circumstances  will 
allow  '^  the  art  and  mystery  of  housewifery/'  which  includes  cooking, 
scrubbing  and  sweeping,  sewing,  &c.  By  the  efforts  of  their  efficient 
teacher  they  are  making  commendable  progress  in  their  studies  in  the 
school  room.  The  singing  is  very  praiseworthy,  and  is  highly  credit- 
able to  their  instructor. 

THE  IKSAKE   DEPARTMENT. 

Many  important  changes  have  been  made  in  this  department  since 
our  Board  had  an  existence,  and  it  is  evident  that  our  State  is  doing  a 
fair  share  of  work  in  caring  for  its  insane.  In  making  our  rounds, 
we  find  patients  that  are  at  this  institution  for  various  causes,  but 
there  are  many  cases  in  whose  condition  it  is  painfully  evident,  that 
ill  one  way  or  another,  they  have  come  to  their  unhappy  state  through 
a  want  of  regular  systematic  occupation.  Although  much  has  been 
said  of  the  overworked  activity  of  Americans,  as  a  permanent  cause 
of  the  increase  of  insanity,  there  are  well  marked  cases  in  our  insti- 
tutioilB  of  unfortunate  victims  who  are  physiolngically  bankrupt  from 
the  excessive  use  of  stimulants.  Thirty-five  per  cent  of  our  insane 
are  said  to  be  so  from  this  cause.  To  secure  desirable  results  in 
regard  to  insanity,  it  seems  obvious  that  the  community  should  be 
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made  better  acquainted  with  its  causes,  and  should  be  made  to  under- 
stand that  the  causes  are  subject  in  a  great  measure  to  the  gradual 
and  effectiye,  if  not  to  the  direct  control  of  human  agency.  Excellent 
results  would  follow  efforts  for  preyentive  measures,  instead  of  large 
expenditures  for  curative  hospitals.  ^^  The  time  to  strangle  a  serpent 
is  before  it  begins  to  bite.''  The  best  appliances,  the  highest  knowl- 
edge and  skill  attainable,  should  by  all  means  be  brought  into 
requisition  to  accomplish  this  object.  The  unfortunate  patients  in 
the  Insane  Department  are  well  cared  for  and  made  as  comfortable  as 
poesibie,  by  the  kind  and  skilful  administration  of  Dr.  Stimson 
and  the  different  officers  of  the  institution.  The  efforts  put  forth  in 
regard  to  furnishing  amusements  occasionally  for  this  unfortunate 
class  meets  with  our  hearty  approbation. 

THE  ALMSHOUSE. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  at  the  Almshouse  during  the  past 
year.  As  far  as  possible  Superintendent  Hunt  has  secured  a  better 
ventilation  in  some  of  the  apartments  occupied  by  the  women  and 
children.  There  has  been  a  change  of  officers  in  this  department 
since  our  last  report.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fletcher,  in  assuming  their 
responsibilities,  are  using  instrumentalities  of  a  moral  and  religious 
nature,  which  will  have  a  tendency  to  elevate  in  a  certain  degree, 
some  of  the  unfortunates  that  are  located  in  this  retreat.  Executive 
and  efficient  officers  render  good  service  in  staying  the  hands  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fletcher. 

Onr  Board  feels  that  there  is  a  groat  necessity  of  having  more  books 
and  papers  at  the  Almshouse.  They  would  while  away  many  lonely 
and  idle  hours  for  those  too  weak  to  work,  and  would  be  an  amuse- 
ment and  softener  to  those  who  can  work  only  a  part  of  the  time,  and 
are  inclined  to  be  noisy  the  other  part.  As  a  general  inspection  is 
made,  we  find  the  whole  arrangement  in  a  progressive  line,  and  there 
is  certainly  cause  for  satisfaction  in  this  respect.  In  the  message  of 
Qov.  Bourn  to  the  Legislature,  we  learn  that  there  are  in  the  different 
departments  at  the  State  Farm  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
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twenty-one  persons,  being  an  increase  in  all  the  institutions  of  one 
hundred  and  two  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  statement  is 
yery  suggestive.  In  a  former  report  we  referred  to  the  thrilling  story 
of  '^  Margaret  the  Mother  of  Criminals,"  but  later  study  furnishes  us 
with  facts  from  the  remarkable  history  of  the  ^^  Jukes"  by  R.  L. 
Dugdale,  New  York.  The  '^  Jukes"  probably  furnishes  the  best 
evidence  we  have  had  that  crime  repeats  itself  in  the  same  family  in 
a  most  wonderful  degree.  Max  Jukes  was  the  progenitor  of  more 
criminals  than  any  man  on  record.  He  was  born  in  one  of  the  years 
between  1720  and  1740,  but  the  exact  year  is  not  recorded.  He  seems 
to  have  been  found  in  the  county  jail  in  his  old  age.  He  was  of 
Dutch  parentage,  a  hard  drinker  and  a  hard  worker  by  spells,  but 
generally  averse  to  steady  work.  He  had  a  numerous  progeny,  and 
from  them  have  descended  rascals  and  criminals  by  the  score  and 
hundred.  In  1876  the  whole  number  of  descendants  was  over  a 
thousand.  Mr.  Dugdale  says,  *'  if  all  the  collateral  lines  which  have 
not  been  traced  could  be  tabulated  the  aggregate  would  reach  at  least 
one  thousand  two  hundred  persons  living  and  dead."  The  paragraph 
relating  to  this  family  in  its  various  statistics  is  too  extended  for  in- 
sertion herC)  but  in  summing  up  we  find  over  ''one  million  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  loss  in  75  years,  caused  by  a  single 
family  of  1,200  strong,  without  reckoning  the  cash  paid  for  whiskey, 
or  taking  into  account  the  entailment  by  pauperism  and  crime  of  the 
survivors  in  the  next  generation,  and  the  incurable  diseases  of  idiocy 
and  insanity  growing  out  of  wicked  lives  and  reaching  into  the  third 
and  fourth  generation."  Mr  Dugdale  says,  **  it  is  getting  to  be  time 
to  ask,  do  our  courts,  our  laws,  our  almshouses,  and  our  jails  deal  as 
they  should  with  the  question  presented?" 

Although  intemperance  seems  to  be  on  the  increase  in  our  State, 
and  the  commitments  are  larger  than  the  year  previous,  yet  we  think 
we  can  see  a  beacon  light  ahead.  The  introduction  of  the  study  of 
Hygiene  in  our  public  schools  will  be  a  means  of  laying  a  foundation 
broad  and  deep  for  the  rising  generation  which  will  be  lasting  and 
secure.     A  study  of  the  laws  of  health  and  the  structure  of  the  human 
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orgaoism  will  result  in  forming  the  parents  of  the  future  who  will 
need  no  reforming.  The  admonition  of  the  ancients  inscribed  on  the 
temple  at  Delphi,  "  Enow  thyself/'  will  be  accomplished  in  a  large, 
broad  sense  by  the  study  of  Hygiene  in  the  schools.  Another  means 
of  ensuring  a  better  civilization  would  be  an  improvement  in  the 
tenements  of  the  poor,  whose  lamentable  condition  might  be  amended 
had  they  decent  habitations  to  dwell  in.  The  herding  of  large 
families  night  and  day  in  rooms  scarcely  large  enough  for  any  degree 
of  comfort,  is  lamentable.  Under  such  conditions  it  seems  desirable 
that  the  children  of  such  families  should  be  placed  in  better  sur- 
roundings during  the  day,  rather  than  taking  primary  lessons  in 
Tice  at  home.  A  visit  to  the  Free  Kindergarten  on  Hardenburg 
street  a  few  weeks  since,  convinced  us  that  Kindergarten  Schools 
were  a  necessity  in  different  parts  of  our  city.  If  the  School  Com- 
mittee would  make  some  provision  to  establish  such  schools,  the 
children  would  be  saved  from  evil  influences  at  home,  and  prepared 
between  the  age  of  four  and  five  for  the  Primary  School.  It  would 
take  in  a  class  in  the  community  that  cannot  have  access  to  the  State 
Home  and  School. 

THE  STATE  HOME  AND  SCHOOL. 

The  little  children  that  compose  the  family  and  school  at  the  cot- 
tage, in  connection  with  the  Almshouse,  are  thriving  and  prospering, 
as  well  as  their  limited  accomodations  will  allow.  Some  of  them  are 
bright  comely  children,  while  others  are  rough  casts  of  humanity,  but 
are  being  subdued  by  gentle  treatment  and  faithful  instruction.  It 
is  a  satisfaction  to  our  Board  that  the  dependent  children  of  the  State 
are  not  hereafter  to  be  supported  in  the  Poor  Houses  or  in  the  State 
Almshouse.  The  establishment  of  a  State  Industrial  Home  and 
School  by  the  Legislature  is  a  measure  which  will  accomplish  great 
results.  It  will  prove  to  be  an  elevating  fold  to  a  large  and  helpless 
class,  who  would  otherwise  grow  up  to  ramble  in  ignorance  and 
infamy,  proving  a  sorrow  to  themselves  and  a  scourge  to  society. 
The  projected  enterprise  is  a  large  endeavor,  but  we  think  that  future 
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years  will  prove  that  preventiye  measures  are  a  check  in  the  giovth 
of  a  class  dangerous  to  the  community.  We  trust  the  time  la  not  fsr 
distant  when  we  shall  see  these  wards  of  the  State  settled  in  their  nev 
home,  so  pleasantly  located  and  with  abundant  space  for  recreatioiL 
In  this  institution  they  will  be  trained  in  habits  of  cleanliness,  in- 
dustry, and  intellectual,  moral,  and  religious  instruction,  which  irill 
be  a  good  preface  to  their  future  lives.  It  is  safe  to  expect  that  this 
Home  and  School  will  eventually  take  rank  as  the  most  suoceasfal  and 
best  established  institution  of  the  State. 

In  reviewing  our  labors  of  the  past  year,  we  call  to  mind  one  mem- 
ber of  our  Board  who  started  with  us,  and  labored  with  unflagging  zeal 
and  energy  until  a  few  weeks  ago.  Mrs.  Eliza  Rogers  Oould  died  at 
the  residence  of  her  son,  Edward  W.  Ck>uld,  on  Staten  Island,  on  Fri- 
day, Dec  19th,  after  a  very  brief  illness.  She  represented  Newport. 
She  was  a  woman  of  strong  character  both  intellectually  and  morallj, 
and  was  a  very  active  and  efficient  member  of  our  Board.  We  shall 
miss  her  presence  with  us,  and  her  personal  services  in  our  cause.  We 
deeply  mourn  her  loss,  and  although  her  familiar  name  will  not  be 
added  to  this  report,  her  memory  will  always  be  cherished  in  oar 
hearts.    The  State  loses  one  of  its  most  valuable  members  from  the 

Board.

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To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc., 
at  its  January  Session,  1885. 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  respectfully  present 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1884,  as  required  by 
Chapter  254,  Section  2,  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Hon.  William  S.  Hayward  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board 
by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Augustus  0.  Bourn,  on  January  23d, 
to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  George 
L  Chace,  October  11th,  1883.  Dr.  Job  Kenyon  resigned  his  position 
upon  the  Board  in  May,  and  Hon.  Henry  L.  Greene  was  appointed  in 
his  place  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor.  Hon.  James  M.  Pendle- 
ton, Chairman  of  the  Board,  was  reappointed  a  i^ember  by  His  Ex- 
cellency, Governor  Bourn,  at  the  May  Session. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board, 
held  June  6th,  1884  : 

Betohed,  That  we  sincerely  regret  the  retirement  from  this  Board  of  a  moat 
highly  valued  member,  Dr.  Job  Kenyon,  of  'Warwick.  By  his  uniformly  cour- 
teous and  kind  consideration  for  the  opinions  and  feelings  of  his  associates  he 
hu  secured  their  cordial  esteem,  and  their  entire  confidence  by  his  soundness  of 
judgment,  prudence  in  expenditure,  and  faithful  attention  to  the  duties  imposed 
upon  him  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Construction,  under  whose  careful 
Bupervisioi)  so  man^  of  the  State  institutions  have  been  erected.    His  profes- 
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sional  knowledge  and  skill  have  been,  also,  of  great  value,  often  lesseniog  the 
sufferings  of  the  inmates,  the  labors  of  the  officials,  and  the  expenses  of  the 
State.  For  ail  these  serrices,  rendered  gratuitously  during  thirteen  yean,  Dr. 
Eenyon  has  entitled  himself  to  the  gratitude  of  all  who  have  been  benefited 
thereby,  the  State,  his  fellow  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  executive  officers 
and  the  inmates  of  the  institutions. 

Reluctantly  yielding  to  the  necessity  which  brings  to  a  close  the  labors  of  Dr. 
Kenyon  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  his  late  associates  tender  to  him  the  assur- 
ance of  their  high  regard,  and  their  best  wishes  for  his  welfare  and  happiDess  in 
the  future. 

Be^olved,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  entered  upon  our  records  and  printed 
in  the  next  report  of  the  Board  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  that  a  copy  of  the 
same  be  communicated  to  Dr.  Kenyon  by  the  Secretary. 

On  the  first  of  July,  Dr.  Leon.  C.  Vinal  withdrew  from  the 
position  of  Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
having  previously  resigned,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Edward  P. 
Stimson,  who  had  been  appointed  in  his  place. 

In  the  same  month,  July,  Mr.  Richmond  J.  Stone  resigned  the 
position  of  Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of 
Correction.  From  this  time  until  December  7th,  Mr.  John  Livings- 
ton was  Acting-Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  institution.  On  the 
11th  of  December  Mr.  Stone  resumed  liis  former  position,  and  on  the 
19th  was  reappointed  Deputy  Superintendent. 

Mr.  John  Livingston,  at  the  close  of  July,  resigned  the  office  of 
Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  Almshouse,  and  in  September  Mr. 
George  H.  Fletcher  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  position,  receiv- 
ing the  appointment  of  Deputy  Superintendent  in  December,  to  take 
effect  January  1st,  1885. 

Mr.  James  H.  Eastman  assumed  the  management  of  the  Sockanos- 
set  School  for  Boys  on  September  1st,  the  day  upon  which  Mr.  Frank 
M.  Howe  left  the  institution.  Mr.  Eastman  had  received  the  appoint- 
ment of  Superintendent  of  the  School  on  August  15th,  the  date  of 
the  acceptance  of  Mr.  Howe's  resignation,  which  had  been  tendered 
August  1st,  to  go  into  effect  on  the  1st  of  September. 
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CONSTRUCTION. 

Sockanosset  School  for  Boys. 

In  the  last  report  was  set  forth  the  need  of  providing  an  additional 
home  for  the  hoys  of  the  Sockanosset  School,  and  at  the  January 
Session,  1884,  an  appropriation  of  120,000.00  was  made  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  this  purpose  and  for  completing  the  walls,  grounds, 
etc.,  of  the  School. 

A  building  similar  in  outward  appearance  and  in  construction  to 
the  homes  previously  erected,  but  differing  in  plan  and  furnishing 
more  ample  accommodations,  has  been  begun  and  completed  during 
the  year.  The  work  was  done  under  contract  as  follows  :  masons' 
work,  carpenters'  work,  plumbing,  and  slating  by  Isaac  Walker,  of 
Biver  Point,  and  Albert  F.  Hill,  of  Phenix,  and  the  water  pipes  with- 
out the  building  and  all  the  steam  and  gas  piping  by  Ira  Winsor  &  Co., 
of  Providence. 

The  new  Home  is  54  feet  long  by  37^  feet  wide,  with  two  projections, 
one  on  either  side,  36  by  14  and  36  by  8^  feet,  respectively.  There 
are  a  basement,  two  full  stories  and  a  spacious  and  well-lighted  attic. 
In  the  basement  are  a  bath-room  for  the  boys,  13^  by  21  feet,  a  bath- 
room for  the  officers,  and  a  play-room  33  by  50  feet.  In  the  first  story 
is  the  school-room,  33  feet  four  inches  by  49  feet  ten  inches,  capable 
of  seating  eighty-four  boys  at  single  desks.  On  this  floor  are  also  a 
parlor  and  a  bed-room,  13  feet  6  inches  by  19  feet  and  13  feet  6 
inches  by  12  feet  6  inches,  respectively,  for  the  Master  of  the  Home 
and  his  family,  and  a  library  8  feet  by  15  feet  6  inches.  In  the  second 
story  are  a  dormitory  of  the  same  size  as  the  school-room,  with  space 
for  thirty-three  single  beds,  and  three  officers'  rooms,  two  of  them 
measuring  10  feet  6  inches  by  13  feet  6  inches,  and  the  third  6  inches 
narrower.  There  is  also  on  this  floor  a  clothes-room,  7  feet  10  inches 
by  15  feet  6  inches.  On  the  third  floor,  occupying  nearly  the  entire 
space  within  the  roof,  is  a  dormitory  in  the  form  of  a  T,  which  will 
contain  forty-four  single  beds.  There  is  also  on  this  floor  a  clothes- 
room  of  the  same  size  as  that  on  the  second  floor. 
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The  method  of  heating  is  the  same  as  in  the  other  baildings,  namely, 
by  steam  brought  under  ground  from  the  boiler-house.  The  pipes 
first  laid  for  this  purpose  were  encased  in  wooden  logs;  but  this  plan 
(possibly  from  a  lack  of  care  in  doing  the  work)  not  haying  proved 
entirely  satisfactory,  a  different  method  has  been  adopted  of  protect- 
ing the  pipes  and  preventing  the  heat  passing  off  through  the  ground. 
A  line  of  twelve-inch  cement  drain  pipes,  divided  in  two  equal  parts 
longitudinally  for  convenience,  were  first  laid  end  to  end  so  as  to  form 
a  continuous  tube,  and  within  this  tube  was  placed  the  steam-pipe 
covered  with  a  non-conducting  material  in  the  manner  adopted  in 
buildings  to  prevent  loss  of  heat  by  radiation.  This  arrangement,  so 
far  as  tried,  seems  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  ventilation  of  the  rooms  is  effected  by  separate  shafts  of  ample 
size  running  up  from  each  dormitory  and  from  the  school-room 
through  the  roof.  This,  it  is  thought,  will  provide  sufficient  means 
of  removing  the  impure  air,  although  no  provision  has  been  made  for 
supplying  heated  fresh  air  to  the  rooms  by  indirect  radiation,  the 
steam  yielding  its  heat  within  the  building  by  direct  radiation  from 
pipes  running  around  the  rooms  or  from  radiators. 

The  cost  of  the  new  building  has  been  113,863.049  and  of  supplying 
such  additional  furniture  as  was  needed,  1559.23. 

A  vegetable-house,  or  cellar,  partly  beneath  and  partly  above 
ground  has  also  been  built  during  the  year.  The  walls  are  of  rock- 
faced  rubble,  like  those  of  the  Prison,  and  the  roof  is  shingled.  The 
dimensions  are  :  length,  fifty  feet;  width,  twenty-five  feet,  outside 
measurement.  A  floor  has  been  laid  separating  the  space  within  the 
roof  from  the  cellar,  the  former  to  be  used  as  a  tool-room.  The  cost 
of  the  building  was  t784.37. 

A  portion  of  the  wall  enclosing  the  grounds  of  the  School,  on  the 
Sockanosset  road  between  the  two  entrances,  has  been  partially  built 
the  past  season.  Much  of  this  undertaking  remains,  however,  un- 
completed, only  a  small  part  of  the  wall,  which  will  be  nearly  two 
thousand  feet  in  length,  having  been  capped.     Much,  too,  still  needs 
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to  be  done  to  the  grounds.     It  is  hoped  that  more  rapid  progress  will 
be  made  npon  the  wall  and  grounds  the  coming  year. 

The  stone  for  the  rubble-work  of  the  basement  of  the  new  Home 
was  quarried  and  mostly  prepared  for  laying  by  the  men  of  the  Work- 
house, and  the  ledge  stone  for  the  walls  of  the  same  building  was 
quarried  and  delivered  by  the  men  and  teams  of  that  institution.  The 
stone  for  the  vegetable  cellar  was  furnished  and  the  excavation  made 
by  the  labor  of  the  School.  The  boys  also  dug  the  trenches  for  the 
outside  water,  steam  and  sewer  pipes  of  the  new  Home,  and  have 
done  some  grading  during  the  year. 

Since  on,  or  about,  the  first  of  the  year,  1885,  a  large  gang  of 
Workhonse  inmates,  with  the  teams,  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  Snperintendent  of  State  Institutions,  Mr;  Charles  H.  Hunt, 
has  been  employed  grading  around  the  new  Home,  and  much  has 
been  accomplished  towards  the  completion  of  the  grounds  in  this 
locality,  the  weather  having  been  very  favorable  for  such  work.  The 
earth  used  for  filling  has  been  taken  from  the  bed  of  a  proposed  road 
running  through  the  State  land  from  the  Sockanosset  School  to  the 
other  institutions,  the  excavation  thus  made  to  be  filled  with  stone. 
(January  19,  1885.)  A  gang  of  the  Workhouse  men  are  also  prepar- 
ing caps  for  the  wall  built  by  them,  enclosing  the  grounds. 

Oaklawn  School  for  Oirls, 

The  only  work  of  construction  done  here  the  past  year  has  been  the 
setting  of  a  line  of  posts  for  the  purpose  of  enclosing  the  grounds 
against  stragglers  by  a  barbed-wire  fence.  The  wire  has  been  pur- 
chased, but  not  yet  attached  to  the  posts.  At  the  two  entrances  to 
the  grounds  granite  posts  and  ornamental  gates,  perhaps  of  iron,  will 
be  placed.  The  posts  have  been  procured  but  not  set.  Little  has 
been  done  during  the  year  towards  completing  the  grounds  of  the 
School,  but  it  is  expected  that  more  pressing  work  in  other  direc- 
tions will  not  prevent  the  early  accomplishment  of  this  undertaking. 
The  outlay  for  the  posts,  wire,  surveying,  etc.,  has  been  1274.61. 
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N$w  Buildings  far  th$  Incur abh  Insane. 

At  the  May  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  (May  29,  1884)  a  reso- 
lution was  passed  instracting  the  Board  ''to  erect  sach  new  buildings 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
incurable  insane  in  the  town  of  Cranston/'  and  appropriating  Forty 
Thousand  Dollars  for  that  purpose  and  for  furnishing  the  same. 

In  pursuance  of  this  resolution  the  Board  have  caused  three  build- 
ings to  be  erected,  two  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  and  the 
other  for  a  boiler-house  and  laundry,  all  to  be  fully  completed  the 
coming  summer.  The  two  first-named,  of  equal  size  and  in  every  re- 
spect alike,  will  accommodate,  together,  about  eighty  patients,  forty 
of  each  sex.  The  dimensions  of  each  building,  outside  measurement, 
are:  length  170  feet ;  width,  40  feet.  On  the  south  side  of  each  are 
two  projections,  16  by  30  and  16  by  24  feet,  respectively,  the  one  for 
a  dining-room  and  the  other  for  a  bath-room  and  for  water-closets; 
and  on  the  east  end  of  each  building  there  is  a  projection  for  an  en- 
trance lobby,  10  by  22  feet. 

Within  the  buildings  the  space  in  each  is  divided  on  the  main  floor 
into  nineteen  separate  rooms,  varying  slightly  in  size  but  mostly 
measuring  seven  and  one-half  by  thirteen  feet  four  inches,  where  ex- 
cited patients  may  be  isolated ;  two  dormitories,  17  feet  9  inches  by 
31  feet  9  inches  each,  to  hold,  together,  twenty  or  more  beds ;  a  bed- 
room for  an  attendant,  10  by  13  feet  4  inches ;  dining-room,  about 
15  by  26  feet ;  reception-room  10  by  13  feet  4  inches  ;  social-haU  for 
inmates,  22  feet  6  inches  by  47  feet  6  inches,  having  six  windows  with 
southern  exposure  ;  bath-room  for  inmates  ;  water-closets  for  inmates; 
and  six  closets  for  clothing,  &c. 

In  the  attic  of  each  building  there  will  be  for  attendants  a  bath- 
room, a  water-closet  and  two  bed-rooms,  14  feet  6  inches  by  15  feet, 
and  15  feet  6  inches  by  18  feet,  respectively,  each  having  a  closet  for 
clothing. 

The  boiler-house  stands  by  itself  and  is  about  75  feet  in  length  by 
40  feet  in  width.  The  chimney,  70  feet  in  height,  is  detached  from 
the  building.     In  the  boiler-room,  which  measures  about  31  by  37 
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feet,  are  three  forty-eight  inch  tubular  boilers  (49  three  inch  tubes) 
sixteen  feet  in  length,  and  there  is  sufficient  space  for  a  fourth  boiler 
if  ever  needed.  It  is  intended  to  heat  from  this  point  not  only  the 
new  buildings  but  the  old  cottage  for  excited  patients  as  well,  the 
steam  for  this  purpose  to  be  carried  to  the  several  buildings  under- 
ground  in  pipes  protected  in  the  manner  recently  adopted  at  the 
Sockanosset  School.  Within  the  boiler-house  will  also  be  two  laun- 
dries, one  for  each  sex,  each  measuring  about  17  by  23^  feet.  These 
are  for  cleansing  foul  clothing  and  bedding  which  cannot  be  sent  to 
the  general  laundry.  The  need  of  a  convenience  of  this  description 
has  long  been  felt.  In  the  attic  of  the  boiler-house  the  waste  heat 
from  the  boiler-room  will  be  utilized  in  two  drying  rooms  reached  by 
stairways  from  the  laundries.  The  boiler-house  also  contains  a  room 
for  storing  coal,  about  35  feet  long  by  14}  feet  wide. 

The  removal  of  sewage  from  the  new  buildings  of  the  asylum  has 
received  careful  attention.  From  every  requisite  point  a  glazed  eai*th- 
en  pipe  of  proper  dimension  has  been  accurately  laid  to  a  six-inch 
main  sewer  pipe  of  the  same  material.  This  has  been  extended  to 
and  along  Pontiac  Avenue  in  a  north-easterly  direction,  past  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions,  and  thence  turn- 
ing and  passing  easterly  through  a  piece  of  wet  pasture  land  termi- 
nates in  a  field  beyond.  With  this  main  sew^r  line  have  also  been 
connected  the  drains  from  most  of  the  other  buildings  of  the  Asylum. 
To  effect  the  removal  of  the  sewage  of  the  Asylum  to  the  distant 
point  named,  has  required,  including  all  connecting  drains,  the  lay- 
ing of  nearly  three  thousand  feet  of  pipe.  The  probable  disposal  of 
the  sewage  of  the  institutions  by  irrigation  at  no  far  distant  day  was 
kept  in  view  when  placing  the  sewers  just  described. 

In  heating  the  buildings  by  steam,  both  the  direct  and  the  indirect 
systems  will  be  used.  There  will  be  radiators  on  the,  main  floor  to 
give  off  heat  directly,  and  there  will  be  also  two  chambers  in  the  base- 
ment of  each  building  containing  stacks  of  radiators  for  heating  fresh 
air  before  its  entrance  into  the  dormitories,  rooms  and  hall.  There 
will  be  ventilating  ducts,  one  from  each  room,  for  carrying  away 
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the  Yitiated  air,  and  large  shafts  at  each  end  of  the  social  hall  for 
the  same  purpose. 

The  three  buildings  are  being  constructed  under  contract  by  Mr. 
Isaac  Walker  and  Mr.  Albert  F.  Hill,  who  built  the  new  Sockanosset 
School  Home.     The  amount  of  the  original  contract,  which  has  been 
somewhat  added  to,  is  132,850.00  ;  but  this  does  not  inclade  steam- 
heating,  boilers  and  setting,  outside  water-pipes  and  plumbing,  sewers 
and  gas-piping.     All  the  iron-pipe  work  and  heating  apparatus — ex- 
cept boilers  furnished,  but  not  set,  for  12,138.00,  by  the  estate  of 
O.  G.  Hicks — is  furnished  by  Messrs.  Ira  Winsor  &  Co.,  by  the  day, 
at  stipulated  prices  for  labor  and  materials.    It  is  not  anticipated  that 
the  appropriation  of  $40,000.00  made  at  the  last  May  Session  will  be 
sufficient  for  completing  and  furnishing  these  buildings,  and  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  ftl0,000  for  this  purpose  will  therefore  be 
asked  of  your  Honorable  Body. 

New  Kitchen  for  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

In  1875,  when  the  residence  of  the  Deputy  Superintendent  of  the 
Asylum  for  the  Insane  was  built,  the  average  number  of  inmates  in 
that  institution  was  one  hundred  and  seventy,  and  the  number  of 
attendants,  besides  the  Deputy  and  Matron,  was  four — two  men  and 
two  women.  In  1883  the  average  number  of  inmates  was  295,  and  at 
the  close  of  that  year  the  number  of  attendants  was  about  twenty. 
The  provision  made  in  1875  for  boarding  the  attendants  at  the  Depu- 
ty's house,  ample  at  the  time,  had  become  utterly  inadequate  for  the 
increased  number,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  enlarge  the  means  of 
cooking  and  seating  at  table.  This  was  done  CiU'ly  in  the  past  year 
by  building  a  new  kitchen,  detached,  in  the  rear  of  the  Deputy's 
house  and  connected  therewith  by  a  covered  passage,  and  by  removing 
the  partition  between  the  former  kitchen  and  dining-room,  thereby 
enlarging  the  latter.  In  the  attic  over  the  new  kitchen  are  two  bed- 
rooms. 

The  expense  of  constructing  this  building  and  making  the  changes 
referred  to  was  1686.85.     This  was  mainly  for  material,  as  almost  all 
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of  the  labor  was  done  by  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of 
Correction. 

Railroad  Turn- Out  and  Coal-Dump. 

This  undertaking,  begun  in  1882,  has  been  completed,  except  the 
laying  of  the  track.  Some  of  the  short-term  men  of  the  Jail  only, 
with  an  officer  and  one  skilled  wall  builder,  have  been  employed  here, 
ander  the  direction  of  the  Warden,  Mr.  Sherman.  The  retaining 
wall  is  five  hundred  and  seventy  feet  in  length,  varying  in  height 
above  ground  from  nothing  to  twelve  feet,  and  in  thickness  at  the 
bottom  from  two  and  one-half  to  about  eight  and  one-half  feet.  A 
portion  of  the  space  where  is  now  the  wall  was  occupied  by  heavy 
ledges  which  had  to  be  removed  by  blasting,  and  the  same  may  be 
said  of  the  area  at  the  foot  of  the  wall.  When  the  track  is  laid  ma- 
nure will  be  received  here,  and  coal  also,  if  transportation  by  rail  is 
found  to  be  less  expensive,  everything  considered,  than  by  teams  from 
Providence  as  at  present.  If  coal  is  landed  by  cars  at  the  dump,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  cart  it  from  there  to  the  several  institutions,  the 
length  of  the  haul  averaging,  perhaps,  a  half-mile,  and  the  rehandling 
causing  some  unavoidable  waste.  It  was  thought  wise  by  the  Board 
to  have  the  means  of  receiving  coal  at  a  dump  provided  and  owned  by 
the  State  upon  State  territory,  so  as  to  be  in  a  position  to  choose  the 
preferable  method  of  transportation,  whichever  it  might  be.  Flour, 
straw  and,  if  ever  needed,  hay,  in  car  lots,  coming  from  the  west,  will 
naturally  be  received  over  the  New  York  and  New  England  Bailroad 
at  Oaklawn,  thus  saving  the  cost  of  transportation  from  Providence. 

The  suip  expended  upon  the  Turn-out  and  Dump  in  1884  was 
1643.37,  and  the  total  cost  has  been  $1,487.84.  In  the  estimate  of 
expenditures  for  1885  will  be  included  a  sum  for  laying  the  track,  etc. 

WATER. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  concluded  an  agreement  with  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  Providence  to  receive  from  the  water-works  of 
the  city,  through  pipe^  laid  several  years  before,  all  the  water  that 
might  be  required  for  all  the  institutions,  for  the  sura  of  Fifteen 
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Hundred  Dollars  per  annum.  Each  party  to  the  agreement  has  the 
privilege  of  terminating  it  six  months  after  notice  to  that  effect  shall 
have  heen  given  to  the  other.  The  institutions  began  to  draw  their 
supply  of  water  from  the  city  works  on  June  2lBt,  and  have  continued 
to  do  so  since,  except  the  Oaklawn  School  to  which  water  is  pumped 
by  a  windmill  from  a  well  bored  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet 
into  the  rock  underlying  the  grounds  of  the  School.  This  well,  com- 
pleted about  three  years  ago,  has  not  yet  failed  to  yield  all  the  water 
needed.     The  School  is  not  connected  by  pipe  with  the  city  works. 

WOBKHO08E  AVTD  HOUSE  OF  COBBBCTION. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Gharles  H.  Hunt,  Superintendent  of 
State  Institutions,  Mr.  Richmond  J.  Stone  held  the  position  of  Depu- 
ty Superintendent  of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  until 
July,  when  he  resigned  it  and  went  away,  returning,  however,  in  De- 
cember to  be  rei^pointed  to  his  former  office.  During  the  absenee  of 
Mr.  Stone,  Mr.  John  Livingston  was  acting  Deputy  Superintendent 
of  the  institution.  Miss  Gile,  whose  term  of  uninterrupted  service 
at  the  institutions  will  soon  be  fourteen  years,  continues  Matron  of 
the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction. 

The  number  of  commitments  the  past  year,  558,  has  been  exceeded 
only  twice  since  the  institution  was  opened  in  1869,  namely,  in  1873, 
when  the  number  was  566,  and  again  in  1875,  when  it  was  562.  The 
number  of  commitments  in  1884  was  93  larger  than  in  1883, 27  larger 
than  in  1882,  91  larger  than  in  1881  and  118  larger  than  in  1880.  The 
average  number  in  the  institution  during  1884,  namely,  233,  was  one 
greater  than  in  any  year  before,  the  largest  average  number  previously 
having  been  232,  in  1876. 

Of  the  558  persons  committed  in  1884,  267,  or  about  forty-eight  per 
cent.,  were  common  drunkards.  In  1883  the  percentage  of  this  class 
of  offenders  was  fifty-eight ;  in  1882,  fifty-seven ;  in  1881,  fifty- 
eight  ;  in  1880,  sixty-one ;  and  in  1879,  forty-eight.  The  number 
of  commitments  under  the  Tramp  Act  in  1884 — twenty-four— varies 
but  little  from  the  average  since  the  law  was  passed  in  1880.    Of 
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Tagrants,  sturdy  beggars  and  disorderly  persons^  the  statistics  show  a 
considerable  increase,  the  number  of  these  persons  in  J  884  having 
been  sixty-one  larger  than  in  1883.  The  numbers  committed  as  pros- 
titutes and  as  night  walkers  continue  small,  namely,  twenty-two,  the 
whole  number  of  women  committed  having  been  one  hundred  and 
thirty-three.  In  one  year,  1878,  there  were  fifty-nine  common  pros- 
titutes committed..  Eight  boys  and  three  girls  were  removed,  under 
the  law,  to  the  institution  from  the  Reform  School.  • 

The  inmates  have  been  employed  much  as  in  former  years  and  as 
has  been  described  in  previous  reports.     The  men  have  furnished  the 
stone  for  the  buildings  at  the  Sockanosset  School,  as  before  mentioned, 
and  for  the  buildings  at  the  Asylum,  having  quarried  or  picked  up 
that  for  walls  which  were  to  be  plastered,  and  split  out  with  drills 
and  wedges  that  for  the  rubble-work  of  the  basements.     They  also 
dug  and  back-filled  the  trenches  for  the  sewer  pipes  of  the  Asylum, 
aggregating  nearly  three  thousand  feet  in  length,  besides  several  hun- 
dreds of  feet  in  length  of  trenches  for  steam,  water  and  gas  pipes. 
They  have  done  the  farm-work ;  have  pai*tially  cleared  and  drained 
the  piece  of  wet  pasture  land  on  the  Steere  and  Thornton  Purchase, 
lying  easterly  across  Pontiac  Avenue  from  the  residence  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  State  Institutions,  and  some  other  small  areas ;  have 
partly  built  the  portion  of  wall  between  the  land  of  the  Institutions 
and  that  of  Mr.  Jonathan  King  allotted  to  the  State  to  construct ; 
have  cut  and  stored  about  six  hundred  tons  of  ice  ;  have  done  most  of 
the  repairs  about  the  institutions — including  shingling  the  Superin- 
tendent's house  and  enlarging  the  building  for  children  in  the  Alms- 
house yard — and  the  repairs  of  vehicles,  harnesses  and  farm  imple- 
ments ;  and  through  those  of  their  number  who  are  not  quite  trust- 
worthy and  those  who  are  infirm,  have  earned  $520.83  by  caning  chair 
seats,  and  1213.11  by  picking  over  cotton  waste. 

The  blacksmith's  and  wheelwright's  shops  referred  to  in  the  last 
rei>ort  have  not  been  built.  The  old  blacksmith's  shop  has  been  re- 
paired and  will  answer  its  purpose  for  another  year.  The  vegetable 
house,  also  spoken  of  a  year  ago,  has  not  been  constructed.     This  is. 
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as  then  Btated,  a  pressing  necessity,  and,  with  the  permission  of  year 
honorable  body,  will  be  built  the  coming  season,  a  sum  for  this  and 
for  a  building  of  the  same  character  at  the  Prison  having  been  in- 
cluded in  the  estimate  of  expenditures.

STATE    ASYLUM    FOR  THE  INCUBABLE  INSAKE. 

On  the  first  of  July,  as  before  stated.  Dr.  Leon  C.  Vinal,  who  in 
the  capacity  of  Deputy  Superintendent  under  the  direction  of  the 
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SnperiDtendent  of  State  Institutions^  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Asy- 
lum for  the  Incurable  Insane  since  January  7,  1881,  resigned  the  po- 
sition, and  was  succeeded  in  the  management,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent,  by  Dr.  Edward  P.  Stimson,  formerly  Assistant 
Physician  at  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  patients  has  again  increased,  as 
shown  by  the  statistics  given  below,  the  average  number  for  the 
year  having  been  larger  by  seven  than  in  1883,  and  the  number  in  the 
institution,  January  Ist,  1885,  fourteen  more  than  at  the  same  date 
in  1884.

In  the  last  report  of  the  Board  a  prospective  change  in  the  law  re- 
lating to  the  insane  was  referred  to  at  length.     The  act  making  this 
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change,  Chapter  348  of  the  Public  Laws,  was  passed  at  the  Jantiaiy 
Session,  1883,  but  since  then  has  been  twice  postponed,  the  last  time 
to  July  1,  1885.  It  repeals  Chapter  75  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and 
its  main  feature  is  that  it  removes  the  distinction  heretofore  recog- 
nized between  the  curable  and  chronic  insane,  the  intention  being,  it 
is  understood,  that  all  the  pauper  insane  may  be  sent  to  the  State 
Asylum  although  that  institution  is  not  equipped  as  a  curatiye  hos- 
pital. 

Another  change  in  the  laws  regarding  the  insane  was  effected  bj 
the  passage  at  the  January  Session,  1884,  of  Chapter  435  of  the  Pub- 
lic Laws,  which  is  an  amendment  of  Chapter  75  of  the  Public  Stat- 
utes. Ihis  chapter  (435)  which  will  go  into  effect  March  first,  1885, 
exempts  the  towns  and  cities  from  paying  any  portion  of  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  insane  poor,  the  State  assuming  the  expense  of  sap- 
porting  even  those  insane  paupers  who  have  legal  settlements  in  the 
towns  and  cities. 

Still  another  change  in  the  laws  upon  the  same  subject  was  the 
amendment  of  Chapter  74  of  the  Public  Statutes  through  the  enact- 
ment of  Chapter  434  of  the  Public  Laws.  The  effect  of  this  amend- 
ment is,  or  will  be  after  March  first,  1885,  to  throw  upon  the  State 
the  expense  of  apprehending,  committing  and  detaining  lunatics 
through  the  action  of  the  justice  courts  and  trial  justices,  unless  such 
lunatics  have  property  wherewith  to  pay  such  expenses.  This  law 
went  into  effect  upon  its  passage  at  the  January  Session,  1884. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  chapters  348  and  435  react  through  their 
repealing  clauses,  the  one  upon  the  other.  If  this  is  so,  the  degree  of 
such  reciprocal  effect  should  be  determined,  and  it  may  be  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  enact  a  new  law  embodyiog,  so  far  as  consistent  with 
one  another,  the  provisions  of  the  two.  As  these  laws  go  into  effect, 
the  one  on  March  first  and  the  other  on  July  first,  1885,  the  attention 
of  your  honorable  body  is  called  thereto,  so  that,  should  it  prove  upon 
examination  that  any  modification  is  needed,  the  same  may  be  made 
at  the  present  Session. 

As  a  result  of  these  changes  in  the  laws  relating  to  the  insane  poor, 
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a  coDsiderable  accession  will  necessarily  be  made  to  the  number  of  in- 
mates at  the  State  Asylum.  If  the  means  is  withheld  by  the  State  of 
sapporting  presumably  curable  cases  at  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  those  now  sent  there  for  treatment  under  the  law  willy  doubt- 
less, be  found  at  the  State  institution.  This  number  averages  some- 
what over  thirty.  When  the  towns  and  cities  are  no  longer  required 
to  support  their  own  insane  poor  but  may  send  them  without  cost  to 
the  State  Asylum,  the  number  of  insane  dependents  will  probably  in- 
crease, for  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  officers  will  discriminate  be- 
tween those  who  may  need  the  restraint  of  an  asylum  and  those  only 
on  the  border  land  of  insanity,  with  that  nicety  of  judgment  which 
they  would  exercise  were  their  town  or  city  to  incur  the  expense  pro- 
ceeding from  their  action.  The  law  defining  insanity  is  sufficiently 
broad  to  include  more  than  are  now  ranked  with  the  insane.  (Chap. 
24,  Sec.  7,  Public  Statutes.  "The  words  *  insane  person'  shall  be 
construed  to  include  every  idiot,  person  of  unsound  mind,  lunatic  and 
distracted  person.") 

The  new  buildings  for  the  insane  now  under  construction  arc  to 
meet  this  prospective  increase  of  numbers ;  but  nothing  thus  far  has 
been  done  looking  to  curative  treatment  at  the  State  Asylum,  as  the 
Board  understand  that  such  treatment  is  not  contemplated  by  recent 
legislation,  and  the  resolution  making  appropriation  for  buildings  for 
the  Asylum  specifically  states  that  these  buildings  are  to  be  for  "  the 
incurable  insane." 

If  the  final  decision  of  the  General  Assembly  is  to  withhold  from 
the  insane  poor  of  the  State  that  opportunity  of  cure  which  is  believed 
to  be  obtainable  in  curative  hospitals  for  the  insane,  then  the  Board, 
upon  the  completion  of  the  new  buildings  the  coming  summer,  will 
be  in  a  position  to  do  all  required  of  them  by  laws  which  will  then 
have  gone  into  effect.  If,  on  the  contrary,  curative  treatment  of  re- 
cent and  presumably  curable  cases  should  be  expected  now  or  de- 
manded in  the  future,  the  Boai*d  respectfully  offer  their  opinion  that 
it  would  not  be  wise  either  to  establish  a  separate  curative  hospital  at 
the  State  Institutions  or  to  attempt  to  engraft  one  upon  the  present 
State  Asylum. 
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A  considerable  amount  of  repairs  will  be  needed  at  the  Asjlam  the 
coming  year.  The  floors  of  both  of  the  wooden  pavilions,  the  first 
of  the  buildings  of  the  institution  erected,  in  1870,  require  replacing 
and  some  of  the  roofs  need  shingling.  These  are  a  portion  of  the 
extraordinary  repairs  mentioned  elsewhere,  for  which  a  sum  has  been 
added  to  the  estimates  for  1885. 

It  is  proposed  also  to  construct  at  once  a  new  privy  for  the  male 
occupants  of  two  of  the  buildings  which  are  not  furnished  with 
water-closets,  and  possibly  later  in  the  season  one  for  the  women. 
The  building  will  be  39  feet  long  by  14  feet  wide  and  will  contain  a 
room  with  conveniences  for  heating  water  with  which  to  cleanse  the 
night  buckets,  means  of  doing  this  being  now  lacking.  The  cost  of 
the  privy  will  be  about  $450.00. 

STATE  ALMSHOUSE. 

There  is  but  little  to  be  said  regarding  this  institution  that  has  not 
been  referred  to  in  former  reports.  Here  those  of  the  State  poor  who 
are  not  insane  are  cared  for  and  supported.  They  are  mostly  foreign- 
ers, or  of  foreign  extraction,  being  persons  who  have  no  legal  settle- 
ment in  any  town  or  city  in  this  State,  or,  so  far  as  known,  in  any 
other  state.  A  legal  settlement  in  a  town  or  city  confers  a  right  to 
be  supported  by  such  town  or  city  whenever  the  person  having  such 
right  "  shall  stand  in  need  of  relief  or  support,"  and  a  settlement  is 
gained  by  having  real  estate  of  the  value  of  $200.00  above  any  encom- 
brance  and  paying  taxes  thereon  for  five  successive  years  in  the  town 
where,  being  of  legal  age,,  the  person  dwells  and  has  his  home.  This 
right  descends,  under  conditions  prescribed  by  law,  from  parents  to 
children.     (Chapters  70  and  71  Public  Statutes.) 

The  buildings  of  the  Almshouse,  as  is,  doubtless,  well  known  to 
your  honorable  body,  are  not  all  that  might  be  desired  for  the  comfort 
and  well-being  of  the  State  poor,  but  the  buildings  are  thought  to  be 
in  good  condition  (except  the  roof  of  one,  which  will  soon  receive  at- 
tention) and  the  occupants  are  believed  to  be  cared  for  as  well  as  can 
be  expected.    It  is,  perhaps,  due  to  a  member  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Cog- 
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geshall,  of  Newport,  to  say  that  he  protests  strongly,  whenever  the 
subject  is  mentioned,  against  that  conservatism  of  his  colleagaes  which 
restrains  them  from  even  suggesting  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly  the 
construction  of  new  buildings  for  the  poor  of  the  State. 

The  average  number,  of  all  ages — 195 — in  the  institution  the  past 
year  was  five  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year^  but  the  average  of 
children — 41 — was  larger  by  two  than  in  1883.  On  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary, 1885,  the  number,  of  all  ages,  was  206  against  200  the  year  be- 
fore, and  of  children,  53  against  45. 

The  Board  will  be  well  pleased  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  your 
honorable  body  by  transferring  at  the  earliest  moment  many  of  these 
(Children  to  the  ** State  Home  and  School  for  Children"  established 
by  law  at  the  last  January  Session,  (Chap.  418,  Public  Laws,)  and 
soon,  it  is  understood,  to  be  put  in  operation.  They  have  much  de- 
sired to  see  a  school  of  the  kind  established,  havin^long  believed  it 
wrong  to  compel  the  children  that  are  brought  to  the  Almshouse,  to 
associate  with  adult  paupers.  During  the  past  year,  to  obviate  this 
as  much  as  possible,  one  of  the  smaller  buildings  in  the  Almshouse 
yard  was  enlarged  and  remodelled,  at  no  great  expense,  the  labor  hav- 
ing been  mostly  done  by  Workhouse  men,  for  the  separate  accommo- 
dation of  the  children  sufficiently  old  to  be  taken  from  the  nursery. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions, 
Mr.  John  Livingston,  Deputy  Superintendent,  and  Mrs.  Livingston, 
Matron,  had  charge  of  the  Almshouse  until  they  removed  to  the 
Workhouse  in  July.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  H.  Fletcher  succeeded 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Livingston  in  September,  as  has  before  been  said.

STATE  PRISON   AND   PROVIDENCE  COUNTY  JAIL. 

The  Prison  and  Jail  remain  in  charge  of  Mr.  William  H.  Sherman, 
who  on  January  first,  1885^  completed  his  second  year  of  management 
Mr.  Alonzo  M.  Rowe  continues  Deputy  Warden. 

The  contracts  for  the  labor  of  the  men  are  the  same  as  a  year  ago, 
Messrs.  Rice  &  Hutchins,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  having  engaged  late  in 
1883  to  employ  for  three  years  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes  one  hun- 
dred, at  forty  cents  per  day  for  inmates  of  the  Prison  and  twenty 
cents  per  day  for  inmates  of  the  Jail,  and  Mr.  George  Campbell  hav- 
ing renewed  for  another  year  his  contract  to  employ  twelve  upon  wire- 
work,  at  rates  per  day  of  fifty  and  forty  cents  for  Prison  and  Jail 
men,  respectively.  For  the  remainder  of  the  inmates,  embracing 
mostly  those  sentenced  for  short  terms,  chair-seating,  working  upon 
the  coal  dump  and  gardening  have  furnished  employment.  In  the 
carpenters'  shop  were  made  thirty  ash  bedsteads  for  the  Sockanosset 
School,  and  for  the  Oaklawn  School,  ten  ash  bedsteads,  five  ash  bu- 
reaus, a  large  table  and  a  pine  book-case. 

The  average  numbers  in  the  Prison  and  Jail  the  past  year  have  been 
unusually  large  ;  iu  the  Prison,  98  in  1884  against  84  in  1883,  and  in 
the  Jail  193  in  1884  against  160  in  1883,  omitting  fractions.  These 
figures  include  both  sexes ;  but  as  the  women  are  actually  in  the 
Workhouse,  these — an  average  of  ten  of  the  Jail  and  five  of  the 
Prison — should  be  deducted  to  arrive  at  the  average  number  actually 
within  the  Prison  walls.  This  gives  276  as  the  average  number  of 
both  Prison  and  Jail  men  in  the  institution  in  1884,  while  the  num« 
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ber  of  available  cells  is  only  248  (252  in  all,  of  which  four  are  used  for 
panifihment.) 

This  increase  is  largely  due  to  the  commitments  from  the  police 
court  of  the  city  of  Providence,  which  of  men  alone  were  in  1884 
seyenty-three  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1883,  and  nearly  four  and  one- 
half  times  greater  than  in  1882,  the  numbers  from  the  city  court  hav- 
ing been  790,  456  and  179  in  the  three  years  named,  respectively. 

In  view  of  this  increase  of  commitments  from  the  city,  a  committee 
of  the  Board  conferred  with  His  Honor,  Mayor  Thomas  A.  Doyle,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  measures  might  be  taken  by  the  city 
to  relieve  this  pressure  upon  the  Jail.  His  Honor  called  the  attention 
of  the  City  Council  to  the  matter  in  his  recent  message,  with  sugges- 
tions looking  towards  relief.  Whether  steps  will  be  taken  to  effect 
this  by  the  city,  the  Board  are,  of  course,  unable  to  say.  If  nothing 
is  done  by  way  of  providing  accommodations  in  the  city  for  the*per- 
sons  sentenced  by  the  city  court,  but  two  courses  seem  open  for  the 
State  :  the  one  to  continue  to  shelter  this  mass  of  di'unken  humanity 
(all  of  the  women  and  781  of  the  790  men  were  sentenced  for  drunk- 
enness or  revelling)  to  the  detriment  of  the  good  order  and  cleanliness 
of  the  institution  and  to  the  discomfort  of  those  who  are  of  necessity 
placed  at  times  three  and  four  in  a  cell,  or  the  State  must  add  to  its 
accommodations  by  enlarging  the  Jail,  a  costly  expedient. 

The  authority  through  which  the  city,  by  paying  board,  uses  the 
Providence  County  Jail  for  its  Police  court  cases  is  given  in  an  Act 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  October,  1833,  and  still  in  force. 
Up  to  1878,  a  person  sentenced  by  the  city  police  court  could  be  de- 
tained in  the  Jail  not  longer  than  ten  days.  The  act  was  amended  in 
1878  through  the  recommendation  of  this  Board,  and  especially  by 
the  effort  of  their  late  Chairman,  Professor  George  I.  Chace,  so  as  to 
extend  the  time  to  thirty  days.  At  the  old  Jail  in  Providence,  when 
ten  days  were  the  extreme  duration  of  conJSnement,  the  commitments 
from  the  city  were  very  much  larger  than  they  have  been  of  late  years. 
In  1876  the  number  was  1480,  of  which  1443  were  for  drunkenness 
and  revelling. 
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Another  matter  concerning  the  Prison^  to  which  the  Board  would 
respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body,  is  the  change 
in  the  law  regarding  coroners'  inquests.  Under  the  statute  which  was 
repealed  at  the  last  January  Session,  (Chapter  250,  Section  3,  Public 
Statutes)  it  was  imperatiye  that  a  coroner*s  inquest  should  be  held 
whenever  a  death  occurred  in  the  Prison  or  Jail.  The  purpose  of  this 
proTision  was,  doubtless,  to  protect  the  prisoner ;  it  also  served  the 
purpose  of  removing  suspicion  of  ill  treatment  on  the  part  of  the  offi- 
cers of  these  institutions,  and  was  on  this  account  most  acceptable  to 
them.  In  the  new  law  "  relating  to  medical  examiners  and  coroners'' 
passed  at  the  January  Session,  1884,  (Chap.  420,  Public  Laws)  the 
special  provision  for  holding  inquests  at  the  Prison  and  Jail  was  omit- 
ted, and  these  institutions  stand  in  the  matter  on  the  same  basis  as 
the  community  at  large.  At  present,  in  cases  of  death  through  con- 
tinued disease,  the  attending  physician  being  in  a  position  to  give  the 
usual  certificate  of  death,  the  Warden  does  not  notify  the  medical  ex- 
aminer of  the  district,  as  in  such  case  there  is  no  provision  for  paying 
his  fee.  In  cases  of  sudden  death,  however,  he  does  notify  the  medi- 
cal examiner,  as  occurred  recently,  when  a  man  committed  suicide  bj 
hanging  himself  in  his  cell.  It  would  be  pleasing  to  the  officers  of 
the  Prison  to  have  the  provision  of  the  old  law  restored  requiring  in- 
quests to  be  held  in  every  case  of  death  at  the  Prison  or  Jail. 

It  is  proposed,  the  coming  season,  to  point  the  stone  work  of  the 
Prison  buildings,  so  far  as  needed,  to  prevent  damage  by  rain  and 
frost  which  have  begun  to  affect  the  mortar  in  the  joints.  The  yaid 
wall  will  also  be  plastered  upon  the  outer  surface,  as  was  at  first  in- 
tended. The  surface  within  the  yard  was  plastered  soon  after  the 
wall  was  built.  To  cover  these  and  some  other  extraordinary  repairs 
a  sum  has  been  added  to  the  estimate  of  expenditure  for  the  year. 

It  is  also  proposed,  with  the  assent  of  the  General  Assembly,  to 
build  a  small  vegetable  cellar  within  the  Prison  yard,  there  being  a 
need  of  such  a  structure  for  storing  the  produce  raised  upon  the  Prison 
grounds,  steam-pipes  causing  the  cellars  of  the  institution  to  be  unfit 
for  this  purpose.

SOCKANOSSBT    SCHOOL    FOR  BOYS. 

Upon  the  departure  of  Mr.  Frank  M.  Howe  from  the  Sockanosset 
School  on  September  first,  his  resignation  of  the  management  having 
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been  tendered  on  the  first  of  August  and  accepted  on  the  fifteenth,  as 
before  stated,  more  than  half  of  the  boys,  impelled  by  imaginary  fears 
regarding  the  coming  management,  became  the  victims  of  a  stampede. 
A  large  number  within  twenty-four  hours, — many  the  same  night,— 
returned  of  their  own  accord  or  were  brought  back,  and  in  a  short 
time  the  greater  part  were  again  in  their  old  quarters.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  all  who  had  escaped  previous  to  the  first  of  September,  on 
that  day,  and  subsequently,  had  been  returned  or  had  come  back 
themselves  to  the  School,  except  thirteen. 

At  the  same  time  most  of  the  officers  and  matrons,  appearing  to 
have  been  moved  by  the  same  spirit  as  the  boys,  took  their  departure, 
having  resigned  their  positions  to  Mr.  Howe  some  time  previoasly, 
their  resignations  to  take  effect  with  his. 

The  newly-appointed  Superintendent  of  the  School,  Mr.  James  H. 
Eastman,  having  learned  that  Mr.  Howe  and  most  of  the  officers 
would  go  away  positively  upon  the  first  of  September,  arrived  in  time 
to  be  present  when  the  boys  escaped  and  to  witness  the  spirit  which 
prevailed  among  them. 

Mr.  Eastman  came  in  haste  at  much  inconvenience  to  himself,  hav- 
ing scarcely  severed  his  connection  with  the  New  Jersey  Reform 
School  at  the  head  of  which  he  had  been  for  many  years. 

It  was  no  easy  task  to  restore  the  School  to  its  normal  condition ; 
but  before  long,  the  boys  for  the  most  part  having  returned,  glad  to 
get  back  to  their  home,  a  better  tone  prevailed,  and  now  the  institu- 
tion is  running  as  smoothly  as  before. 

Acting  under  the  advice  of  Mr.  Eastman,  the  board  have  remo?ed, 
from  time  to  time,  to  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  as 
authorized  by  law,  eight  of  the  larger  boys,  most  of  whom  were  ring" 
leaders  at  the  time  of  the  stampede,  and  whose  influence  had,  proba- 
bly, never  been  otherwise  than  injurious  to  the  School.  Such' boys 
can,  doubtless,  be  kept  in  an  open  school,  but  it  is  done,  the  Board 
believe,  only  by  impairing  the  discipline  of  the  institution.  The 
Board  are  pleased  that  the  present  Superintendent  of  the  School  does 
not  unduly  endeavor  to  retain  boys  of  this  character. 
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Since  the  Beform  School  was  first  established  in  Providence  in  1860, 
the  law  has  never  contemplated  the  sending  of  all  criminal  offenders 
imder  the  age  of  eighteen  years  to  the  School,  the  statute  giving  the 
coarts  in  such  cases  discretionary  power. 

"Whenever  any  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall  be  convicted  by 
any  court  of  any  criminal  offence,  such  court  may  sentence  such  person  to  the 
state  reform  school  for  a  term  not  less  than  two  years  nor  longer  than  his  minor- 
ity, or  to  such  punishment  as  is  otherwise  provided  by  law  for  the  same  offence « 
and  if  the  sentence  be  to  the  reform  school,  then  it  shall  be  in  the  alternative,  to 
the  reform  school  or  to  such  punishment  as  would  otherwise  have  been  awai*ded. ' 
Bee  Public  Statutes,  Chapter  248,  Section  49. 

Again,  the  law  has  always  given  to  the  managers  of  the  Beform 
School  the  privilege  of  declining  to  receive  persons  sentenced  to  the 
School  and  the  authority  to  cause  them  to  be  transferred,  at  any  time 
daring  the  period  of  their  sentence  to  some  other  institution,  as  the 
case  may  be,  ^*  in  pursuance  of  the  alternative  sentence  provided  for 
in  Chapter  248,  Section  49  of  the  Public  Statutes."  (See  Chap.  253, 
Section  8,  Public  Statutes.)  Since  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Cor- 
rection was  established  in  1869,  the  law  has  also  authorized  the  re- 
moval to  that  institution  of  persons  committed  to  the  Beform  School, 
''  there  to  remain  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  sentence 
stated  in  the  mittimus,  or  until  such  time,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  said  inmate  may  be  returned,  with  the  mittimus,  to  said  school 
without  detriment  to  the  other  inmates  thereof.''  (See  Chap.  254, 
Sec.  9,  Public  Statutes.) 

It  appears  from  mittimuses  received  with  persons  committed  to  the 
Bchool  that  some  trial  justices  do  not  always  remember  that  the  law 
demands  the  alternative  sentence  when  the  sentence  is  to  the  reform 
school,  and  more  seem  to  forget  that  the  alternative  sentence  must  be 
to  such  punishment  as  would  otherwise  have  been  awarded. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  mittimuses  received  with  per- 
sons committed  to  the  Sockanosset  School  the  past  year,  twelve  make 
no  reference  to  any  alternative  sentence  having  been  given.  It  is 
questionable  whether  a  sentence  to  the  reform  school  which  lacks  the 
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alternative  punishment  required  by  law,  is  yalid.  As  the  keeper  of 
an  institution  may  not  attempt  to  revise  the  action  of  a  court,  how- 
ever defective  such  action  may  seem  to  be,  the  incomplete  sentence 
stands,  although  subject  to  revision  and  possible  annulment  by  the 
higher  court  through  writ  of  habeas  corpus — a  course,  however,  rarely, 
if  ever,  taken  in  these  cases.

On  the  20th  of  June,  1884,  the  Board  appointed  a  committee  to 
consider  the  directions  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  Board,  con- 
cerning procuring  machinery,  etc.  "  for  the  instruction  of  the  inmates 
of  the  Sockanosset  School  for  Boys  in  such  ordinary  and  useful  arts, 
crafts  and  trades,  as  they  may  show  a  taste  or  capacity  for,"  and  to 
report  to  the  Board  with  recommendations. 

After  due  consideration,  the  committee  decided  to  recommeDd 
printing,  shoe-making  and  carpentry  as  trades  which  could  be  made 
useful  both  to  the  boys  and  to  the  institutions.  . 

The  Board  adopted  the  report,  and  authorized  the  same  committee 
to  make  arrangements  for  carrying  into  effect  the  recommendations 
therein  contained. 

As  there  was  no  room  which  could  be  used  for  this  purpose  until 
the  new  Home  should  be  completed,  it  was  not  until  quite  recently 
that  anything  could  be  done  towards  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the 
Legislature  and  of  the  Board.    An  excellent  cylinder  press,  of  Messrs. 

*  Tboie  escaped  and  absent  not  more  than  twenty-fonr  hoqn  not  Included. 
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G.  B.  Gottrell  &  Sons'  most  improyed  pattern,  has  been  purchased 
and  is  now  in  operation,  and  a  sufficient  quantity  of  types  and  other 
printing  materials  for  all  practicable  purposes  have  been  procured  from 
the  Dickinson  Type  Foundry,  Boston.  A  competent  printer  has  been 
engaged  and  sereral  boys  are  now  under  instruction. 

As  early  as  practicable  other  trades  will  be  introduced,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  at  no  distant  day  this  institution  will  well  deserve  the 
name  of  an  Industrial  School. 

OAKLAWN  SCHOOL  FOB  GIBLS. 

The  institution  remains  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  R.  S.  But- 
terworth.  Superintendent,  a&  it  has  been  since  it  was  first  opened  on 
July  13th,  1882.

In  1883  the  average 
number  was  about  31. 

Eleven  of  those  committed  were  from  Providence,  three  from  Bris- 
tol, two  from  Newport,  two  from  Westerly,  one  from  Pawtucket  and 
one  from  East  Providence. 

Thirteen  were  sentenced  for  being  idle  persons  or  for  vagrancy ; 
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three  for  theft ;  two  for  lewdness  ;  one  for  destroying  property ;  and 
one  for  **  lying,  stealing  and  trying  to  poison  herself." 

The  ages  were  :  one,  seven  years  ;  two,  eleven ;  two,  thirteen;  fonr, 
fourteen;  two,  fifteen;  five,  sixteen;  three,  seventeen;  and  one  un- 
known (probably  seventeen). 

As  shown  in  the  statistics  above  given,  three  girls  escaped  dariog 
the  year.  The  circumstances  attending  the  escapes  and  the  subse- 
quent conduct  of  the  girls  made  it  evident  that  they  were  utterly  in- 
corrigible, and  the  Board  caused  them  to  be  removed,  after  they  had 
been  returned  to  the  School,  to  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correc- 
tion.

With  a  larger  average  number  of  girls  in  the  School  during  the  past 
year,  the  per  capita  expenses  have  decreased  from  t2.63  per  week  in 
1883  to  12.20  in  1884.  This  includes  all  cash  expenditures,  together 
with  supplies  from  the  Farm  at  their  market  values.  Were  the  School 
an  isolated  institution,  it  could  not,  probably,  be  maintained  at  this 
rate  of  expenditure.  Its  transportation  and  other  assistance  are  pro- 
vided from  the  Workhouse,  which  method  while  not  adding  percepti- 
bly to  the  expenses,  of  the  group  of  institutions«to  which  the  latter 
belongs,  materially  lessens  the  expenses  of  the  School. 
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The  sum  of  forty-three  dollars  was  collected  for  the  board  of  one 
girl  who  was  released  in  June.  There  are  at  present  no  boarders  at 
the  School. 

Mrs.  Bntterworth  reports  that  the  girls  have  made  during  the  year 
1,455  garments  and  other  articles,  have  repaired  8,528  and  have  washed 
and  ironed  29,741. 

Several  of  the  girls  who  have  been  discharged  on  probation  are  now 
in  families,  and  are  known  to  be  doing  well.  Mrs.  Bntterworth  occa- 
sionally hears  from  them  by  letter  and  receives  information  regarding 
them  from  the  persons  in  whose  care  they  have  been  placed. 

A  shed  for  sheltering  the  horses  and  yehicles  of  persons  visiting  the 
School  is  being  constructed.  It  is  33  feet  long  by  12^  feet  wide.  The 
front  roof  projects  four  feet  so  that  the  area  covered  is  16^  feet  in 
width. 

Some  friends  of  the  School  are  endeavoring  to  obtain  for  it  a  piano, 
and  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  for  the  purpose  have  been 
subscribed. 

Post  scriptum.  February  9,  1885.  The  piano  was  purchased  and 
delivered  at  the  School  on  February  7th.  By  the  terms  of  the  sub* 
scription  the  instrument  becomes  the  property  of  the  State. 

FARM. 

In  comparing  the  quantities  of  crops  raised  the  past  season  with 
those  of  1883,  we  find  an  increase  in  some  and  a  decrease  in  others, 
the  results  ii»  the  two  years  in  the  aggregate  not  varying  materially, 
although  the  partial  failure  of  the  potato  crop  in  1884  caused,  per- 
haps, the  total  of  that  year  to  be  somewhat  less  than  that  of  the  year 
previous.  In  1883  the  crop  of  potatoes  reported  was  6000  bushels;  in 
1884,  3791  bushels,  upon  about  the  same  number  of  acres.  Of  corn 
there  was  nearly  twice  as  much  raised  in  1884  as  in  1883;  of  onions 
there  was  an  increase  of  781  bushels;  of  hay,  an  increase  of  20^  tons; 
of  ensilage,  an  increase  of  50  tons;  of  cabbage,  an  increase  of  130  bar- 
rels; of  oats  for  fodder,  an  increase  of  13  tons;  of  tomatoes,  an  in- 
crease of  96  bushels;  while  of  beets,  carrots,  rye,  pigs  and  pork  there 
were  smaller  quantities  raised  than  in  1883. 
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A  disease,  the  precise  natare  of  which  is  not  known^  attacked  the 
small  pigs,  causing  many  of  them  to  die.  This  lessened  the  sales  of 
pigs  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  use  of  ensilage  has  continued  to  giro  satisfactory  results,  and 
no  ill  efiFecU  have  been  observed  upon  the  cows  to  which  it  is  fed. 

A  trial  of  the  comparative  merits  of  several  kinds  of  commercial 
fertilizers  and  both  green  and  rotted  stable  manure  was  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Institutions,  with 
the  codperation  of  a  committee  of  the  B.  I.  Society  for  the  Encourage- 
ment of  Domestic  Industry,  upon  a  field  of  the  institution  divided 
for  the  purpose  into  equal  plots  of  one-quarter  of  an  acre  each,  each 
kind  of  fertilizer  and  of  manure  having  been  applied  to  a  separate 
plot  at  the  rate,  in  value,  of  eighty  dollars  to  the  acre.  The  condi- 
tions of  each  plot  as  regards  the  quality  of  the  soil  and  the  treatment 
of  the  land  and  crops  were  as  nearly  equal  as  it  was  possible  to  make 
them.  To  one  plot  no  manure  or  fertilizer  was  applied.  The  result 
of  the  experiment  in  tabular  form  is  as  follows,  the  figures  indicating 
the  quantities  raised  upon  eighths  of  acres:

As  regards  the  unexpectedly  small  result  obtained  from  the  rotted 
stable  manure  the  committee  of  the  Society  in  their  report  say  "In 
reference  to  the  test  of  rotted  manure  the  committee  think  it  ought 
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to  be  stated  that,  in  their  opiniou,  it  was  hardly  a  fair  test  in  com- 
paring its  value  with  the  green  manure;" 

A  similar  trial  of  fertilizers  will  probably  be  made  the  coming  sea- 
son.

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DISPOSAL   OF  SSWAGE. 

The  question  of  how  best  to  dispose  of  the  sewage  of  the  several 
institutions  with  their  aggregate  population,  including  officers  and 
inmates,  of  upwards  of  fourteen  hundred  persons,  is  one  of  the  most 
important  now  confronting  the  Board. 

At  present  the  sewage  is  largely  allowed  to  run  at  will  upon  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  at  a  considerable  distance  in  each  case,  however, 
from  any  of  the  institutions.    At  different  points  the  heavier  portions 
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are  partly  intercepted  by  cesspooU,  and  from  some  of  the  buildings  a 
part  of  the  night  soil  is  remoTed  by  buckets  to  compost  heaps. 

At  the  Prison  most  of  the  sewage  is  carried  by  pipe  to  an  open  pool 
upon  the  grounds,  near  to  although  not  visible  from  the  highway. 
Here  it  partly  leaches  into  the  soil,  partly  evaporates  and  occasionally 
threatens  to  overflow  the  banks  of  the  pool,  in  which  case  it  would 
run  upon  a  neighbor's  land,  the  State  owning  no  accessible  area  upon 
which  this  sewage  could  be  conducted  by  gravity. 

Twice  have  the  health  authorities  of  Cranston  complained  to  the 
Board  about  this  pool,  and  once  the  city  of  Providence  has  called  their 
attention  to  sewage  running  from  the  institutions  towards,  if  not  to, 
the  Pawtuzet  River  above  the  city  water-works.  It  has  also  been 
learned  recently  that  the  city  is  preparing  to  enter  a  more  earnest 
protest  against  the  present  method,  or  lack  of  method,  of  disposing 
of  the  sewage  of  the  institutions. 

Furthermore,  the  former  healthfulness  of  the  State  Farm  seems  to 
have  changed,  and  now  typhoid  fever  appears  there  and  other  zymotic 
diseases  show  themselves,  several  of  the  officers  of  the  institutions,  as 
well  as  inmates,  having  the  past  year  suffered  from  this  class  of  dis- 
eases, especially  from  the  effects  of  **  malaria.''  The  Oaklawn  School 
is  the  only  one  of  the  institutions  that  has  not  been  affected  in  this 
way. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  seemed  to  the  Board  that  action  should 
immediately  be  taken,  and  one  of  the  standing  committees  was  au- 
thorized to  confer  with  a  competent  engineer  and  obtain  advice  as  to 
the  proper  course  to  pursue.  The  committee  at  once  engaged  the 
services  of  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Qray,  city  engineer  of  Providence,  who  has 
made  sanitary  engineering  a  subject  of  special  study.  As,  of  course, 
no  elaborate  surveys  in  detail  could  be  made  until  authorization  and 
means  should  be  obtained  from  the  General  Assembly,  Mr.  Gray  has 
undertaken  to  examine  the  ground  and  give  to  the  Board  an  outline 
of  the  method  or  methods  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  which  he  would 
recommend,  with  an  estimate  of  cost  so  far  as  it  may  be  possible  to 
estimate  without  a  detailed  plan. 
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It  was  hoped  that  Mr.  Gray  would  have  his  work  ready  so  that  it 
might  be  embodied  in  this  report,  but  it  has  not  been  possible  for  him 
to  do  so. 

Mr.  Gray  has,  however,  sufficiently  studied  the  territory  at  the  in- 
stitutions to  decide  that  disposal  of  the  sewage  by  irrigation  is  entirely 
practicable,  and,  moreover,  that  the  areas  of  ground  upon  which  he 
would  carry  the  sewage  are  sufficiently  porous  to  render  underdrain- 
ing  unnecessary,  at  least  at  first,  thus  lessening  the  expense. 

At  the  Prison  the  problem  requires  more  thought,  as  from  this 
point  it  will,  doubtless,  be  necessary  to  raise  the  sewage  by  some  me- . 
chanical  apparatus  in  order  to  get  it  upon  an  area  where  it  can  be 
purified  by  irrigation,  as  the  land  at  the  Prison  is  too  low  for  the  sew- 
age to  run  therefrom  by  gravity  to  any  other  land  now  owned  by  the 
State  except  that  which  is  too  distant,  as  has  before  been  said. 

FREE  BED   AT  THE  RHODE  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  to  the  General  Assembly  for  1873,  atten- 
tion was  called  to  the  necessity  arising  not  unfrequently  at  the  insti- 
tutions for  such  treatment — especially  surgical — of  sick  or  injured 
inmates  as  can  be  obtained  only  in  a  well  equipped  hospital,  and  the 
purchase  of  a  free  bed  at  the  Bhode  Island  Hospital,  to  be  used  by 
the  institutions,  was  suggested. 

At  the  following  May  Session  (1874)  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly,  whereby  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  was  author- 
ized ^'  to  purchase  for  the  State  a  free  bed  at  the  Bhode  Island  Hos- 
pital, the  same  to  be  used  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  of  the 
State.'*  The  Board  were  authorized  at  the  time  by  His  Excellency, 
Governor  Henry  Howard,  to  use  the  free  bed  for  the  inmates  of  the 
institutions,  and  since  then  whenever  any  inmate  of  the  institutions 
has  needed  special  treatment  it  has  been  freely  afforded  at  the  Rhode 
Island  Hospital.  It  is  learned  that  cases  other  than  those  from  the 
institutions,  as  is  clearly  authorized  by  the  terms  of  'the  resolution, 
have  been  treated  for  the  State  at  the  Hospital  and  that  there  have 
been  as  many  as  four  State  patients  there  at  one  time. 
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The  8um  paid  for  the  free  bed  was  four  thousand  dolbu^,  the  in- 
come from  which  is  the  only  compensation  the  Hospital  has  received 
for  its  treatment  and  care  of  State  patients.  This  the  managers  of 
the  Hospital  deem  far  from  adequate,  and  as  the  demand  npon  their 
resources  has  of  late  largely  increased,  they  now  ask  of  the  Board  to 
be  reimbursed  for  whatever  of  care  and  treatment  they  may  fnruish 
to  State  patients  beyond  what  the  holding  of  a  free  bed  may  entitle 
the  State  to  receive. 

It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  whenever  one  State  patient  may  be 
in  the  Hospital  he  will  be  under  treatment  upon  the  State  bed,  and 
no  charge  made  therefor,  but  if  two  or  more  should  be  under  treat- 
ment at  the  same  time,  compensation  would  be  expected  for  the  ex- 
cess above  one.  It  was  not  anticipated  when  the  sum  of  four  thoassDd 
dollars  was  fixed  as  the  price  of  a  free  bed  that  such  bed  would  be 
occupied  continuously. 

The  Board  respectfully  ask  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  the  follow- 
ing, or  a  similar,  resolution  : 

BfitAwd,  That  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  are  hereby  autlior* 
ized  to  send  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital,  in  Providence,  for  treatment  and  care, 
when  it  is  necessary  so  to  do,  such  inmates  of  the  State  Institutions  under  their 
charge  as  the  said  Board  are  or  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  release,  and  that  tbe 
said  Board  are  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  appropriations  that 
may  be  made  from  time  to  time  for  their  general  expenses,  such  sums  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  them  and  said  Hospital,  as  compensation  for  the  treatment 
and  care  of  such  inmates  sent  by  said  Board  to  said  Hospital  as  cannot  occupy 
the  free  bed  purchased  by  the  State. 

BELI6I0US  SERVICES  AT  THE  IK8TITUTI0NS. 

Early  in  February,  1884,  the  Board  received  from  Rt.  Bev.  ThomsB 
F.  Hendricken,  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Providence,  a  request  in 
writing  to  take  such  measures  as  would  secure  for  the  clergyman  hav- 
ing in  charge  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  Roman  Catholics  in  the 
several  institutions,  ^'  an  opportunity  to  hear  the  confessions  of  catho- 
lics at  stated  times,  and  feed  tbem  with  the  bread  of  life."  The  Board 
at  first  declined  to  accede  to  this  request 
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In  April,  a  petition  signed  by  many  clergymen,  both  Catholic  and 
Protestant;  was  presented  to  the  General  Assembly^  representing 
"  that  there  are  now  imprisoned  and  confined  in  the  penal  and  re- 
formatory institutions  of  this  State,  many  persons  of  different  religious 
belief,  who  have  no  opportunity  of  availing  themselves  of  the  religions 
inflnences  and  instructions  of  their  own  form  of  religion  "  and  pray- 
ing for  the  passage  ''  of  an  act  by  which  the  freedom  of  religious  wor- 
ship shall  be  secured  to  the  inmates  of  such  penal  and  reformatory 
institutions,  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  secured  without  detriment 
to  the  proper  discipline  that  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  in  said  insti- 
tutions/' 

A  hearing  was  had  at  the  State  House  on  April  10th,  by  the  com- 
mittee of  the  General  Assembly  to  whom  the  petition  had  been 
referred,  and  at  the  hearing  was  present  a  special  committee  of  this 
Board  appointed  to  confer  with  the  committee  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. At  the  hearing  the  committee  of  this  Board  informed  the  com- 
mittee of  the  General  Assembly  that  they  would  recommend  to  the 
Board  that  the  same  privileges  be  granted  in  the  matter  of  religious 
worship  at  the  institutions  as  are  now  exercised  in  Massachusetts 
through  the  provisions  of  the  law  enacted  in  thieit  state  upon  this  sub- 
ject, and  suggested  that  in  this  way  the  object  of  the  petitioners  would 
be  attained  without  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  the  General  Assembly. 
A  majority  of  the  Board  were  present  at  the  hearing  and  acquiesced 
in  what  was  said  by  the  committee. 

Subsequently  the  committee  of  the  General  Assembly  recommended 
an  act  identical  with  the  Massachusetts  law.  This  act  was  passed  by 
the  House  of  Bepresentatives  and  in  the  Senate  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  beyond  which  no  action  was  taken 
upon  it. 

In  June,  the  matter  was  again  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  by  one  of  their  members,  Mr.  Coggeshall,  of  Newport,  who  of- 
fered a  resolution  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  sugges- 
tions made  by  the  committee  of  the  Board  the  preceding  April.  No 
Tote  was  taken  upon  this  reeolutiop  and  it  remained  upon  the  table 
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until  later  in  the  year,  when  it  was  withdrawn.  More  oompreben- 
sive  resolutions  were  then  offered  hy  another  member  of  the  Board, 
Mr.  Henry  L.  Oreene,  and  adopted. 

These  resolutions  are  as  follows: 

Betolted,  That  the  clergy  of  the  Protestant  Churches  and  of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic Church  have  the  privilege  of  impartiog  religious  instruction  and  of  adminu- 
tering  their  rites  and  sacraments  to  such  of  the  inmates  of  the  State  Workbooae 
and  House  of  Correction,  the  State  Almshouse,  the  State  Asjlum  for  tlie  Incon- 
ble  Insane,  the  State  Prison  and  the  ProYidence  County  Jail,  aa  may  be  diapoied 
to  receive  their  spiritual  benefactiona;  such  religious  serrioes  under  no  circom- 
stances,  however,  to  be  allowed  to  impair  the  discipline  of  any  of  tlie  institotiooi, 
the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Institutions  in  Cranston  and  the  Warden  of  the 
Prison,  each  in  his  department,  being  the  Judges  until  action  by  the  Board,  tad 
the  attendance  of  the  inmates  at  the  services  to  be  in  no  case  compulsory. 

Beiolved,  That  the  priest  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  l^sh<^  of  the  Bomaa 
Catholic  Church  in  Rhode  Island,  may  perform  for  the  Roman  Catholioi  in  the 
institutions  named  in  the  foregoing  resolution,  the  rites  and  sacraments  belong- 
ing to  said  church  on  one  Sunday  in  each  month  until  otherwiae  determined, 
subject  to  the  rule  prescribed  in  tlie  last  clause  of  the  foregoing  resolution  and  to 
such  regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Institutioni 
and  by  the  Warden  of  the  Prison  in  the  institutions  respectively  under  their 
charge. 

The  act  referred  to  above  is  as  follows: 

It  is  enacted  by  (he  General  AemnMy  aefoOiowe: 

Section  1.  No  inmate  of  any  prison  or  other  place  of  confinement  or  public 
charitable  or  reformatory  institution  shall  be  denied  the  free  exercise  of  his  re- 
ligious belief,  and  liberty  of  worshipping  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  hia 
conscience,  in  the  place  where  he  is  confined;  and  every  such  inmate  may  in  ill- 
ness, on  request  to  the  warden,  keeper  or  master,  receive  visits  of  any  clergTmsn 
he  may  wish.  The  ofl9oers  and  boards  of  ofl9cers  having  the  management  sod 
direction  of  such  institutions  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  2.  Nothing  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  im- 
pair the  discipline  of  any  such  institution,  so  far  as  may  be  needful  for  the  good 
government  and  safe  custody  of  its  inmates;  nor  to  prevent  the  assembling  of  all 
the  inmates  in  the  chapel  theieof  for  such  general  religious  iqstructiott,  iadodiog 
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the  readiog  of  the  Bible,  as  the  officer  or  board  having  charge  of  the  institution 
may  deem  wise  and  expedient. 

Post  Scriptum.  February  B,  1885.  Od  Sunday,  February  1,  1885, 
the  first  Roman  Catholic  services,  low  Mass,  were  held  at  the  Work- 
house and  House  of  Correction  and  at  the  Prison.

The  duty  of  inspecting  the  Washington  County  Jail,  formerly  entrusted  to 
Hod.  James  M.  Pendleton,  was  by  him  on  assuming  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Board  transferred  to  the  undersigned  too  late  in  the  year  to  admit  of  more  than 
one  Tisit  On  attending  to  this  duty,  the  Jail  building,  constructed  of  stone  and 
comparatiyely  new,  was  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  and  well  cared  for  by  the 
Jailer  and  his  wife,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Tucker. 

The  appropriation  for  a  steam  boiler  and  apparatus  for  heating  the  rooms  and 
halls  of  the  building,  made  by  the  Gkneral  Assembly,  has  been  expended  during 
kbe  year,  and  the  heater  which  was  put  in  place  has  been  found  to  operate  with 
entire  satisfaction,  and  with  a  considerable  saving  of  coal  when  compared  with 
the  former  method  of  heating.  The  appropriation,  however,  was  insufficient  to 
extend  the  piping  and  coils  so  far  as. desired  and  a  further  appropriation  of  forty 
or  fifty  dollars  will  be  needed  for  the  completion  of  the  work.  Your  committee 
recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  be  respectfully  requested  to  make  this 
appropriation.

(t  is  not  possible  to  giye  at  this  time  an  estimate  of  the  oatlay 
which  will  be  required  for  disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the  institutions 
by  irrigation.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  defer  this  until  later 
in  the  present  session  and  then  ask  for  a  special  appropriation  for 
this  almost  indispensible  undertaking.

Gbntlbmxh  :^Tbe  following  is  a  report  of  the  diseases  treated  at  tfas  seTeral 
State  Institutions  during  tbe  year  ending  Dec.  81st,  1884,  and  also  the  number  of 
deaths  and  their  causes. 

The  acute  diseases  worthy  of  especial  notice  hare  been  few.  At  the  Work- 
house facial  erysipelas  has  attacked  several,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 
with  marked  seTerity  and  caused  the  death  of  a  most  efficient  matron.  At  the 
Almshouse  the  acute  cases  have  been  very  few  while  the  chronic  and  incurable 
ones  have  been  many. 

At  the  Prison  and  County  Jail  typhoid  fever  and  malarial  poisoning  have  caused 
considerable  sufTering  though  none  of  these  cases  have  been  fatal. 

At  tlie  Bockanoeset  School  there  have  been  several  cases  of  typhoid  fever  of 
severe  type,  but  it  is  now  hoped  that  greater  attention  to  the  hygienic  surround- 
ings will  be  followed  by  an  absence  of  this  disease  the  present  year. 

At  the  Oaklawn  School  there  has  been  the  past,  as  during  the  precedent  year, 
nothing  to  call  the  attention  of  the  physician  professionally  save  the  fact  that  the 
school  is  a  model  of  health  and  cleanliness.

There  were  removed  from  the  State  during  the  year  268  paupera  Of  this 
number,  78  were  applicants,  through  the  Oyerseers  of  the  Poor,  for  admiasioii 
to  the  Almahouae.  Many  of  thorn  were  pauper  emigrants,  who  had  been  assisted 
by  the  authorities  of  a  foreign  country.  Fourteen  of  those  remoTed  from  the 
State  had  been  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  eight  of  the  Workhouse,  and  two  of 
the  Jail.  Included  in  the  above  number— 268 — were  twenty-six  insane  persons, 
four  from  the  State  Asylum,  four  from  the  Butler  Hospital,  and  eighteen  who 
were  not  inmates  of  any  institution. 

BUTLER  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  IN8ANS. 

This  institution  has  been  visited  at  intervals  during  the  year  as  prescribed  by 
statute.  I  have  found  it  at  all  times  in  excellent  condition.  Every  facility  has 
been  given  me  to  note  its  workings,  and  any  inquiries  as  to  the  treatment  and 
general  care  of  the  patients  have  always  been  cheerfully  answered  by  the  ofBcersw 
All  patients  who  desired  to  converse  with  me  have  had  perfect  liberty  to  do  so.

THE  JANUARY  AND  MAY  SESSIONS,  1884,  RELATING  TO 
THE  BOARD  OP  STATE  CHARITIES  AND  CORREC- 
TIONS. ITS  OFFICERS  AND  THE  STATE 
INSTITUTIONS  IN  CRANSTON. 


CHAPTER  418. 

AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  A  8TATB  HOME  AND  SCHOOL  FOB  CHILDBBN. 

(Passed  ApHl  29,  1884.) 

Section  1.  The  State  board  of  education  shall  constitute  the  board  of  con- 
trol of  a  State  home  and  school  for  dependent  and  neglected  children.  Said 
board  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  said  home  and  school  at  some  place  to  be 
hereafter  designated,  and  to  maintain  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter.  Such  institution  shall  be  known  as  the  State  home  and  school 
for  children. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  board  shall  establish  a  system  of  government  for  the  insti- 
tution, and  shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulfttions  for  imparting  instruc- 
tion, and  for  the  proper  training  of  the  children.  They  shall  appoint  such 
officers,  teachers  and  employees  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  prescribe  their  duties 
and  fix  their  salaries. 

Sec  8.  They  shall  receive,  in  accordance  with  rules  by  them  established,  such 
children  as  may  be  declared  vagrant,  neglected  and  dependent  on  the  public  for 
support,  as  provided  in  this  act,  who  are  over  three  and  under  fourteen  years  of 
age,  and  who  are  in  suitable  condition  of  mind  and  body  to  be  instructed;  for 
exceptional  reasons,  children  under  three  years  may  be  received,  should  the 
board  deem  it  advisable.  No  children  shall  be  retained  in  the  institution  who 
are  of  unsound  mind,  or  who  may  be  considered  by  the  board  improper  inmates; 
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and  all  children  admitted  shall  remain  until  they  are  sixteen  years  of  age,  unlea 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  board. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  declared  to  be  the  object  of  this  act  to  proTide  for  neglected  and 
dependent  children,  not  recognized  as  ricious  or  criminal,  such  influences  as  will 
lead  toward  an  honest,  intelligent  and  self-supporting  manhood  and  woman- 
hood^the  State,  so  far  as  possible,  holding  to  them  the  parental  relation.  Bat 
if  at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  board,  this  object  can  be  better  attained  by 
placing  a  child  in  a  good  fiimily,  they  shall  haye  the  power  to  do  so,  on  condi- 
tion that  its  education  shall  be  provided  for  by  such  family  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  town  or  city  where  they  may  reside.  The  board  are  hereby  made  the  legal 
guardians  of  all  the  children  who  may  become  inmates  of  the  home  and  school, 
and  charged  with  the  duty  of  following  such  children  as  may  be  placed  in  fam- 
ilies, with  watchful  care,  and  of  taking  them  back  to  their  own  immediate  super- 
vision if  at  any  time  they  fail  to  receive  kind  and  proper  treatment  and  a  fair 
elementary  education. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendents  or  overseers  of  the  poor  in 
the  several  towns  to  bring  before  the  courts  of  probate  of  such  towns  for  exam- 
ination, children  supported  in  poor  houses  or  otherwise  dependent  on  the  public 
for  support,  or  other  children  found  to  be  in  a  state  of  vagrancy,  want  or  suffer- 
ing, or  abandoned  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  or  not  having  any  home  or 
settled  abode  or  proper  guardianship;  and  thereupon,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
court  of  probate  before  whom  any  such  child  is  brought,  to  investigate  the  facts 
and  ascertain  if  the  child  is  so  supported,  or  is  in  a  state  of  vagrancy,  want  and 
suffering,  or  is  abandoned  by  its  parents  or  guardians,  or  is  without  home  or  set- 
tled abode  or  proper  guardianship;  and  also  to  ascertain  its  name,  age,  and  the 
residence  of  its  parents  or  guardians  if  it  have  any;  and  said  courts  of  probate 
shall  have  power  to  compel  attendance  of  witnesses.  The  parents  or  any  friend 
may  appear  in  behalf  of  any  child,  and  the  court  of  probate  in  its  discretion, 
may  request  some  suitable  person  to  appear  in  behalf  of  any  child ;  and  if,  oo 
such  examination,  the  court  shall  find  that  such  child  is  so  supported  or  depen- 
dent, or  is  in  a  dtate  of  vagrancy,  want  and  suffering,  or  is  so  abandoned,  or 
without  home  or  settled  abode  or  proper  guardianship,  it  shall  make  a  proper 
order,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  superintendent  or  ovtarseer  of  the  poor  procuring 
such  examination,  a  certified  copy  thereof,  which  shall  contain  besides  such  find- 
ings a  statement  of  the  facts  ascertained  as  to  the  age  of  the  child,  place  of  birth, 
names  and  residence  of  its  parents  or  guardians,  and  where  and  for  what  length 
of  time,  if  at  all,  it  has  been  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  town  or  State. 
Such  certified  copy  of  such  order  shall  then  be  delivered  with  the  child  at  the 
home  snd  school  to  the  presiding  oflScer  thereof.     All  expense  attending  the  fore- 
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f^oing  proceedings  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  child  belongs: 
Provided^  that  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  shall  transfer  from  the 
State  almshouse  to  the  State  home  and  school  for  children,  any  children  between 
the  ages  of  three  and  fourteen  years. 

Sbc.  6.  The  board  shall  provide,  and  always  keep  open  for  the  inspection  of 
all  persons  desiring  to  examine  it,  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered  the  names, 
ages  and  places  of  birth  of  the  children  under  their  care;  the  residence  of  the 
parents  or  guardians  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained ;  the  date  when  each  child 
is  received  and  from  what  town,  and  when  he  leaves  the  school;  and  whenever 
a  child  is  placed  in  a  family,  the  name,  residence  and  occupation  of  such  family. 

Sec.  7.  The  governor  shall  appoint  three  commissioners  for  leasing  or  pur- 
chaung  at  their  discretion  a  suitable  location  for  the  State  home  and  school,  and 
the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  upon  receipt  of  the  properly  authenticated  vouchers. 
The  site  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  control,  and  the  deed,  made  to  the 
State  of  Rhode  Mand.  must  be  approved  by  the  attorney-general  before  the 
property  is  paid  for.

keepers  of  such  jails  shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  or  costs  in  any  suit  which 
may  be  brought  by  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  committed  to  jails  under 
the  authority  of  this  section."

SEWAGE  OF  THE  STATE  INSTITUTIONS  IN  CRANSTON. 


To  the  CommiUee  on  Buiidings  and  Repairs  of  the  Board  of  8kUe  ChariHee  and 
Oorreetions : 

Gjbntlkmbh  :**Agreeably  to  request,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port, with  accompanying  plan,  in  reference  to  the  sewage  of  the  State  Institu- 
tions in  Cranston : 

Unquestionably,  the  time  has  fully  arrived  when  a  different  method  should  be 
adopted  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the  State  Institutions. 

The  sewage  from  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  and  from  the 
Almshouse,  is  now'  carried  some  500  feet  in  an  easterly  direction  by  pipes,  and 
emptied  into  cesspools  or  basins,  the  OYerflow  therefrom  being  allowed  to  run 
indiscriminately  upon  the  lot  marked  (7,  as  shown  on  the  map. 

The  sewage  from  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  runs  through  -pipes  into  open 
cesspools  located  as  shown  upon  the  lot  marked  A  on  the  map.  The  continuous 
overflow  from  these  cesspools  flnds  its  way  into  deep  holes,  ravines  and  water 
courses  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Under  the  present  system  of  caring  for  the  sewage,  not  only  is  the  health  of 
the  inmates  of  the  institutions  and  of  the  people  living  in  the  neighborhood  en- 
dangered, but  the  Pawtuxet  river,  from  which  the  City  of  Providence  derives 
its  supply  of  water,  is  liable  to  pollution. 

The  sewage  from  the  State  Prison  is  taken  in  pipes  without  the  prison  walls  and 
emptied  into  one  large  open  cesspool  located  about  700  feet  easterly  of  the 
prison,  as  shown  on  the  map  at  a  point  marked  P. 

This  collection  of  sewage  is,  perhaps,  the  most  dangerous  to  health,  and  is 
more  difficult  to  dispose  of  than  that  from  any  of  the  other  institutions. 
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Th«  sewage  from  the  SockanoMet  School  for  Boys  is  conveyed  in  pipes  to  s 
point  marked  8  on  the  map,  thence  through  several  small  trenches  into  a  depres- 
sion, or  pond,  about  600  feet  easterly  of  said  point  S.  This  pond,  having  no 
outlet,  retains  the  sewage  until  it  is  absorbed  by  the  ground  or  evaporates, 
during  which  time  it  pollutes  the  air  with  its  odors. 

The  sewage  from  the  Oak  Lawn  School  for  Girls  is  for  the  present  well  taken 
care  of. 

I  recommend  that  the  sewage  from  the  several  institutions  be  dispoeed  of  by 
irrigating  the  land,  as  follows : 

The  sewage  from  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  to  be  applied  to  the  plat  of  land 
tinted  yellow  and  marked  A. 

That  from  the  Workhouse,  and  House  of  Correction  and  from  the  Almshouse 
to  be  applied  to  the  plat  lying  east  of  these  institutions,  tinted  pink  and  marked 
C,  A  drain  from  the  cesspool  marked  /,  to  join  the  drain  coming  from  the 
Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  a  point  marked  J,  in  order  that  the  sewage  from  the 
first  mentioned  institutions  may  be  applied  to  the  lot  marked  A,  if  dedred,  or 
carried  under  the  railroad  to  the  lot  tinted  yellow  and  marked  B. 

The  land  represented  on  the  map  by  a  green  tint  and  marked  B  and  F,  is 
ample  in  area  and  is  well  located  to  receive  the  sewage  from  the  Prison.  It  lies 
at  such  an  elevation  that  the  sewage  can  be  taken  to  it  by  gravitation,  and  most 
of  it  is  comparatively  flat  and  will  require  but  little  grading  to  prepare  it  for  re- 
ceiving the  sewage.  Of  this  land  the  State  owns  2.07  acres,  represented  on  the 
map  at  E.  If  the  adjoining  land  can  be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price,  I 
recommend  that  the  sewage  from  the  Prison  be  applied  to  these  grounda 
Providing  that  the  land  above  spoken  of  cannot  be  purchased  for  a  reasonable 
sum,  I  recommend  that  the  sewage  from  the  Prison  be  collected  in  a  well,  or 
receiver,  to  be  located  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Prison  yard  near  the  point 
marked  K  on  the  map.  The  sewage  to  be  pumped  from  this  receiver  to  the  field 
south  and  west  of  the  Prison  wall,  represented  on  the  map  by  green  tint  and 
marked  2>. 

The  sewage  from  the  Sockanosset  School  for  Boys  should  be  applied  to  the 
land  represented  on  the  map  by  brown  tint  and  marked  G. 

The  several  pieces  of  ground  spoken  of  as  suitable  for  sewage  irrigation  win 
require  more  or  less  preparation  by  smoothing  or  levelling  the  surface. 

Carriers  for  conducting  the  sewage  will  have  to  be  made,  and  portions  of  the 
land  will  require  underdraining. 

In  the  plan  proposed,  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  future  increase  io 
the  population  of  the  several  institutions. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  is  $9,500. 
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It  18  believed,  if  the  work  of  construction  be  thoroughly  carried  out,  and  the 
sewage  skillfully  applied  to  the  land,  that  not  only  will  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  institutions  be  greatly  improved,  but  that  good  returns  in  the  way  of 
additional  crops  will  be  realized  from  the  money  expended.

To  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Treasury: 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  accompanying  request  of  the  Bhode 
Island  Assembly,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  list  showing 
the  names  of  all  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Fourth  Bhode  Island  In- 
fantry who  were  mustered  for  pay  on  company  rolls  to  Oct  31,  1862, 
and  on  which  payment  was  made  in  front  of  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  on 
the  15th  of  January,  1863. 

It  will  be  observed  that  nearly  all  the  men  were  paid  from  July  1, 
1862 ;  the  exceptions  thereto  are  noted.  If  payment  was  no^de  sub- 
sequent to  Jan.  15,  1868,  that  fact  is  indicated  by  an  asterisk  (*). 
In  every  case  where  a  deduction  from  the  pay  has  been  actually  made 
on  account  of  clothing  advanced  by  the  State,  the  amount  so  deducted 
is  entered  opposite  the  respective  names ;  and  where  a  stoppage  was 
entered  upon  the  rolls  and  the  amount  has  not  been  deducted,  or  it 
cannot  be  ascertained  whether  the  amount  has  been  deducted  or  not, 
the  amount  so  stopped,  together  with  the  fact  in  each  case,  is  noted 
in  red  ink.  * 

Upon  each  Company  roll  is  entered  the  following :  *^  General  Be- 
mark  :  The  amount  of  stoppages  noted  are  on  clothing  account,  being 
the  amount  drawn  in  excess  of  $3,50  i)er  month  allowed  by  the  U. 
S.  The  original  outfit  from  the  State  of  Bhode  Island,  $36.50,  has 
been  charged  each  man." 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  date  given  from  which  payment  was 

made  is  not  the  date  from  which  payment  was  first  made,  but  is  the 

date  from  whi^h  the  men  were  paid  who  were  mustered  for  pay  on 

the  rolls  to  Oct.  31, 1862.     Nor  does  the  list  contain  the  names  of  the 

men  of  the  command  who  may  have  left  the  service  prior  to  said 

muster.

REPORT 


OF  THE 


COMMISSIONERS  OF  INLAND  FISHERIES; 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island^  etc,^ 
at  its  January  Session,  1885. 

The  GommisflioDers  of  Inland  Fisheries  herewith  present  their  An- 
nual Report  for  1884. 

The  cases  of  violation  of  the  '^  Close  Time  Law/'  so  called^  hj 
Messrs.  Oladding  and  Weaver,  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  referred  to  in  oar 
report  of  a  year  ago,  were  noL  prosed  by  the  Attorney-General  at  the 
Jnne  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  The  statute,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Attorney-General,  being  so  defective  that  conviction  under 
it  was  decidedly  improbable. 

It  is  believed  by  the  Commissioners  that  the  citizens  of  the  State 
desire  a  law  to  regulate  the  Bay  Fisheries  that  can  be  enforced,  and 
we  trust  the  General  Assembly  will  so  amend  the  law  as  to  make  it 
efficacious. 

The  usual  number  of  traps,  so  called,  have  been  in  operation  since 
the  first  of  July  without  supervision  by  us.  The  fish  that  can  run 
the  gauntlet  of  ninety  or  more  of  these  barriers,  and  reach  the  upper 
waters  of  the  Bay,  must  be  credited  with  something  more  than  in- 
stinct. 

Aside  from  the  vast  amount  of  scup  taken,  amounting  to  tens  of 
thousands  of  barrels,  other  fish,  such  as  tautog,  sea  bass,  squiteague

and  rock  bass  to  the  amount  of  hundreds  of  barrels  are  annnaHy 
trapped. 

The  hook  and  line  fishing  in  the  Bay,  as  this  class  of  fishermen 
express  it,  is  '^  played  ouf 

The  stocked  fresh  water  ponds  are  growing  better  year  by  year. 

The  German  carp  we  do  not  regard  as  a  valuable  fish  for  Rhode 
Island  cultivation.  We  have  yet  to  hear  of  any  case  in  which  they 
have  done  well.  Our  waters  are  too  cold  and  oar  warm  aesfion 
too  short  to  give  them  the  growth  that  they  attain  in  more  southerly 
states.  As  a  food  fish  they  do  not  compare  favorably  with  other  fish 
more  suitable  to  our  waters. 

The  unusually  large  catch  of  shad  in  Narragansett  Bay  and  Palmer 
River  the  past  season,  enabling  our  citizens  to  buy  this  valuable  fish 
for  ten  and  twelve  cents  per  pound  at  retail,  can  be  largely  traced  to 
the  five  hundred  thousand  shad  fry  placed  in  the  headwaters  of 
Palmer  River  in  1881. 

We  were  promised  by  the  TJ.  S.  Fish  Commission  about  one  mil- 
lion shad  fry  in  1884,  but  the  supply  at  the  hatching  stations  gave 
out  before  our  turn  came,  and  we  received  none. 

The  neighboring  State  of  Connecticut  received  one  million  from 
TJ.  S.  Fish  Commission ;  these  with  over  three  million  hatched  by 
the  Connecticut  Fish  Commissioners  were  all  placed  in  the  Connect- 
icut and  Housatonic  Rivers.  It  is  hoped  that  some  of  this  vast  num- 
ber may  fiud  their  way  into  Rhode  Island  waters  in  1887. 

The  five  thousand  brook  trottt  eggs  received  from  Prof.  S.  F. 
Baird,  of  the  TJ.  S.  Fish  Commission  in  1884,  were  successfally 
hatched  and  distributed  in  the  brooks  of  West  Greenwich. 

No  State  has  better  natural  trout  streams  than  ours,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  with  some  care,  and  no  great  expense,  our  streams  can  be 
re-stocked.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
at  its  January  Session^  A.  D.  1885. 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  compliance  with  the  act  for  rega^ 
lating  the  sale  of  medicine  and  poisons,  respectf  ally  present  this,  their 
fifteenth  annual  report  ''on  the  condition  of  pharmacy,  together 
with  a  list  of  all  persons  registered  as  pharmacists  and  asssistant 
pharmacists.'' 

This  being  the  final  report  of  the  present  Board,  and  the  close  of 
the  fifteenth  year  of  the  operations  of  this  law,  known  as  the  phar- 
macy law^  the  Board  are  moved  to  contrast  the  present  condition  of 
pharmacy  with  that  which  preceded  the  passage  of  the  law.  At  that 
period,  there  was  no  law  in  this  state  restraining  any  person  so  dis- 
posed from  engaging  in  the  indiscriminate  traffic  in  medicines  and 
poisons,  and  the  responsible  business  of  the  pharmacist  was  regarded 
as  a  mere  mercantile  trade  into  which  the  ignorant  as  well  as  the 
learned  might  enter  at  will,  and  the  mechanic  from  bis  work  bench 
and  the  liquor  dealer  from  his  bar  were  therein  represented,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  condition  of  pharmacy  was  at  a  very  low  grade. 
Many  of  the  stores  were  owned  and  controlled  by  persons  entirely 
ignorant  of  pharmacy,  and  were  merely  cloaks  for  the  illegal  sale  of 
liquors^  and  for  traffic  in  other  commodities  not  properly  belonging 
to  the  business  of  the  pharmacist. 
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To  snch  an  extent  did  ignorance  prevail  among  them  that  the 
Bhode  Island  Medical  Society  was  moved  to  ask  protection  from  the 
legislature,  which  they  did  by  passing  the  following  reaolntion: 

jB0«e>{M(f,  "  That  it  is  the  deliberate  sense  of  this  association,  that  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  legislature  to  protect  the  profession  of  medicine  and  the  public, 
from  the  accidents  resulting  from  the  ignorance  of  the  class  of  citizens  engaged 
in  the  vending  of  medicines,  by  a  proper  examination  and  license  from  com- 
petent commissioners." 

This  was  followed  by  the  appointment  'of  a  committee  to  prepare 
a  law  and  present  it  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  as  a  result  the 
law  of  1870  was  passed  establishing  a  Board  of  Pharmacy.  This  act 
containing  many  omissions  and  imperfections  diflBcalt  of  amendment, 
was  redrawn  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  act 
of  1871  with  subsequent  amendments  snch  as  were  found  desirable 
and  necessary,  form  the  pharmacy  law  of  to-day,  and  this  with  its 
board  of  examiners  has  become  a  fixed  and  permanent  institution  of 
the  state. 

Thanks  to  the  executive  authority  of  the  cities  and  towns,  the  law 
has  been  very  generally  enforced,  and  those  who  have  attempted  to 
evade  its  wise  provisions  have  been  called  to  account. 

And  now  after  the  lapse  of  fifteen  years  in  which  ample  time  has 
been  had  to  judge  of  the  operations'Of  the  law,  and  of  the  benefits 
and  advantages  which  have  accrued  to  pharmacists,  physicians  and 
the  communities  which  surround  them,  the  Board  cannot  but  ex- 
press their  satisfaction  with  the  successful  and  harmonious  working 
of  the  law,  and  the  beneficial  effects  resulting  therefrom.  Among 
these  results  may  be  noted  the  formation  of  a  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  which  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  cause  of  pharmacy, 
and  to  the  pharmacists,  by  providing  an  annual  winter  course  of  lectures 
in  pharmaceutical  chemistry  for  the  assistant  pharmacists  and  others, 
which  for  several  years  has  been  attended  by  a  large  class  of  eager 
and  interested  students  who  have  been  greatly  benefited  and  in- 
structed in  that  very  important  branch  of  their  profession. 

That  the  judicious  enforcement  of  the  law  has  conduced  to  the 
elevation  of  the  standard  of  education  of  the  pharmacist  and  his  as- 
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sifltanis  and  to  the  purging  of  the  profession  of  most  of  the  abases 
▼hich  formerly  attached  to  it,  is  nnqnestioned;  and  the  responsible 
and  often  delicate  duties  of  compounding  and  dispensing  medioinee 
for  the  sicky  are  in  the  hands  of  a  better  educated  class  of  phar- 
macists, men  who  have  been  compelled  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of 
their  profession  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  conducting  a  store, 
and  in  whom  physicians  and  the  public  can  have  confidence. 

The  Bhode  Island  Medical  Society  whose  action  caused  the  enacts 
ment  of  the  law,  also  bear  their  willing  testimony  to  this  fact,  in  the 
following:  Professor  Charles  W.  Parsons,  M.  D.  a  former  president 
of  the  Society,  in  an  historical  address  delivered  before  the  Society 
June  15, 1882,  says,  ^'The  Board  of  Pharmacy,  by  frequent  meetings 
and  examinations  of  candidates  for  registry,  has  materially  raised  the 
standard  of  qualifications  of  pharmacists  and  their  assistants 
throughout  the  state,  so  that  physicians  can  rely  with  much  greater 
confidence  on  the  accuracy  and  intelligence  of  the  dispensers  of  medi- 
cines. A  pharmaceutical  association  has  been  formed,  instruction 
has  been  given  to  assistant  pharmacists,  a  course  of  practical  lectures 
has  been  given,  and  this  important  calling  has  taken  more  the  char- 
acter of  a  distinct  professions^" 

The  Board  have  held  their  regular  monthly  meeting  at  their  rooms 
in  Providence,  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  the  examination  of 
applicants  for  registration. 

Three  persons  made  application  for  registration  as  registered  phar- 
macists, two  of  whom  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of  qualification  and 
were  duly  registered,  the  other  failed  in  his  examination  and  was 
refused. 

Twenty-one  persons  were  examined  for  registration  as  assistants, 
sixteen  of  whom  passed  satisfactory  examinations  and  were  registered, 
the  remaining  five  were  remanded  to  their  studies.  Four  registered 
assistants  were  advanced  to  pharmaci^. 

There  were  no  applications  from  grocers  or  other  persons,  for  per- 
mission to  sell  the  usual  domestic  medicines,  as  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion fifth  of  the  law. 
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At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  March  12  1884,  Mr. 
Walter  £•  Golwell  gave  notice  of  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the 
Board,  in  consequence  of  his  intended  permanent  absence  from  the 
State.  This  Tacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  by  his  Exoellencj 
the  OoTernor,  of  Mr.  William  H.  Cotton  of  Newport,  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Mr.  Colwell.

Providence,  January  1st,  1885. 

His  Excellency,  Augustus '0.  Bourn, 

OovernoTy  <&c. 

Governor: — The  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Dams  and 
Beservoirs  for  the  year  ending  December  thirty-first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-four,  is  herewith  presented. 

The  excessive  drought  referred  to  in  the  preceding  report,  has  con- 
tinued through  the  past  year,  and  as  a  consequence,  many  of  the 
important  reservoirs  in  the  State  have  remained  empty,  and  others 
but  partially  filled,  at  any  time  since  the  commission  relating  to  them 
was  established;  therefore  the  knowledge  acquired  as  to  the  actual 
condition  with  regard  to  the  safety  or  danger  of  many  of  the  confin- 
ing structures,  is  uncertain  and  unsatisfactory. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  retaining  capacity  and  stability  of  a  dam, 
unless  in  cases  of  obvious  and  palpable  malformation,  its  action 
should  be  observed  while  working,  (at  the  least,)  under  its  ordinary 
requirements.  So  long  as  no  leakage  exists  under  the  pressure  of  a 
full  pond,  and  the  structure  is  composed  of  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
suitable  material,  and  has  been  under  observation  during  a  long 
period,  the  natural  inference  would  seem  to  be  that  the  structure  was 
equal  to  its  requirements. 

Without  such  observation  and  knowledge,  one  may  as  well  venture 
an  opinion  as  to  the  water-retaining  capacity  of  a  railroad  embank- 
ment across  a  dry  ravine. 
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The  form  of  the  structures,  and  the  quality^  as  also  the  quantitj 
of  material  of  which  they  are  composed,  have  however  been  more 
readily  determined  than  could  have  been  done  under  full  reservoirs. 

The  reduced  condition  of  the  reservoirs  has  also  facilitated  the 
measurements  required  for  the  annexed  one  hundred  and  six  diagrams 
in  plates  numbered  one  to  seventy-two,  inclusive,  and  representing 
sections  in  thirty-six,  among  a  lai^r  number  of  important  reservoirs 
within  the  State. 

The  diagrams  represent  in  perhaps  every  case,  an  ample  sufficiency 
of  material  for  the  successful  resistance  of  any  pressure  of  water, 
tending  either  to  rupture  or  to  slide  the  structure  on  its  base.  The 
only  apprehended  danger  would  then  seem  to  be  from  an  overflow,  or 
from  leakage  through  or  under  the  structure,  the  result  of  faulty 
construction. 

Whatever  information  the  commissioner  has  been  able  to  obtain 
from  individuals  in  relation  to  the  mode  of  construction  in  danu 
where  danger  from  leakage  is  most  to  be  apprehended,  is  conclusive 
that  in  their  construction,  safety  was  sacrificed  for  economy;  and  that 
the  quantity  of  material  used,  was  a  greater  desideratum  than  the 
manner  of  its  disposition.  In  other  words,  a  superabundance  of  ma- 
terial was  substituted  for  well  directed  labor. 

In  many  instances  where  defects  are  obvious,  a  less  amount  of 
material  properly  placed  on  a  suitable  foundation  and  secured  by 
permanent  water-tight  lining,  would  have  rendered  the  structure  as 
permanent  as  the  hills  from  whence  the  material  was  taken* 

The  fact  of  existing  leaks  is  indicative  of  danger,  .and  is  sufficiently 
conclusive  that  the  construction  was  faulty;  and  the  fault  is  no  more 
excusable  (but  rather  the  more  reprehensible)  in  the  construction  of 
an  extensive  and  important  reservoir  dam,  than  it  would  be  in  thst 
of  almost  any  other  structure. 

Adequate  facilities  for  the  disposal  of  surplus  water,  appear  to  be 
wanting  in  some  of  the  principal  reservoir  dams  within  the  State. 
In  tlieir  construction,  the  study  seems  to  have  been  directed  to  the 
question  as  to  the  smallest  possible  space  that  might  be  aUowed  for 
that  purpose ;  whereas  a  liberal  roUway  and  draw-off  sluices,  would 
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have  added  greatly  to  the  safety,  without  materially  increasing  the 
cost  of  construction. 

The  number  of  artificial  reservoir  structures  within  the  State  as 
previously  reported,  was  four  hundred  and  fifteen.  Since  the  date  of 
that  report,  a  small  number  of  additional  reservoir  structures  have 
been  observed  by  the  commissioner.  They  are  however  of  little  or 
no  importance  in  any  probable  event,  and  the  total  number  as  previ- 
ously reported  has  not  been  changed. 

It  is  believed  that  every  reservoir  within  the  State  has  received  the 
personal  inspection  of  the  commissioner,  its  location  defined,  and 
together  with  its  general  description  embodied  in  reports  to  the  exec- 
utive, to  which  reference  may  be  had  for  additional  descriptions  of 
Btmctures  relating  to  the  annexed  diagrams.

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DAMS  AND  RESERVOIRS. 


SMITHFIELD. 
Oeorgiaville  Reservoir  Dam. 

Daring  the  past  year  no  work  of  importance  has  been  done  npon 
this  dam,  and  the  strocture  presents  about  the  same  appearance  as 
represented  in  the  previous  report. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  1884,  the  proprietors  of  the  dam  petitioned 
the  Supreme  Court  for  permission  to  re-fill  the  reservoir  after  making 
certain  repairs,  for  the  purpose  of  making  further  experiments. 

For  this  purpose  the  petition  was  not  opposed  by  the  commis- 
sioner, providing  a  proper  plan  should  be  adopted  for  the  security  of 
the  dam  during  the  progress  of  the  proposed  experiments. 

The  court  suggested  that  the  commissioner  and  the  engineer,  for 
the  proprietors,  might  agree  upon  a  plan  for  such  a  purpose,  and  that 
the  case  stand  open  for  a  few  days  for  such  an  agreement. 

On  the  28th  of  the  same  month  a  plan  was  agreed  upon  as  sug- 
gested, and  on  April  10th  following,  the  plau  and  specifications  as 
agreed  upon  were  submitted  to  the  court,  and  a  decree  was  entered 
granting  the  petition,  restricted  by  the  plan  and  specifications  which 
are  hereto  annexed  with  plates  one  and  two,  representing  the  form  of 
the  structures.  At  this  date  (January  1,  1885),  the  first  proposition 
in  the  agreement  has  not  been  performed,  there  is  no  gate  to  obstruct 
the  passage  of  the  river  which  flows  through  the  recently  excavated 
channel,  and  the  reservoir  remains  practically  exhausted. 
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Specifications  for  Repairing  the  OeorgiaviUe  Reservoir  Dam. 

The  new  draw-off  trench  is  to  be  cleared  to  its  full  depth  and  di- 
mensions. 

The  inner  slope  of  the  dam  for  a  distance  of  about  a  thousand 
feet  west  of  the  waste  gates,  is  to  be  cleared  of  all  perishable  matter 
and  refuse,  and  graded  to  a  slope  of  thirty  degrees  with  the  horizon, 
and  no  such  refuse  and  perishable  matter  shall  be  permitted  within 
the  depth  of  fifteen  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  slope. 

Such  materials  as  will  serve  to  protect  the  slope  from  the  action  of 
the  elements  are  to  be  saved  for  that  purpose. 

After  being  properly  graded,  the  slope  is  to  be  covered  to  a  thick- 
ness of  not  less  than  fifteen  inches,  with  a  layer  of  very  fine  sand, 
evenly  graded  to  a  trae  surface.  Said  layer  is  to  extend  over  the  bot- 
tom of  the  reservoir  in  such  manner  as  to  form  a  good  and  complete 
junction  with  the  silt  thereon,  as  represented  on  the  annexed  plan ; 
and  all  matter  of  a  perishable  nature  shall  be  removed  to  a  permanent 
foundation  for  the  proposed  work. 

Over  the  layer  of  fine  material  is  to  be  placed  a  layer  of  stones  from 
one  to  three  inches  in  diameter,  to  the  depth  of  about  six  inches. 

Over  the  small  stones  a  pavement  is  to  be  laid  sufficiently  compact 
to  protect  the  underlying  stones  from  any  movement  by  action  of  the 
water  or  ice. 

The  whole  thickness  of  small  stones  and  pavement  is  to  bo  not  less 
than  fifteen  inches,  and  is  to  extend  over  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir, 
to  give  a  secure  footing. 

Through  the  middle  of  the  dam  a  puddle  wall  not  less  than  six 
feet  thick  is  to  be  established  extending  into  the  firm  earth  below  the 
layer  of  quicksand,  and  laterally  into  the  firm  earth  on  each  side  so 
as  to  completely  cut  off  all  passage  of  water  across  the  line  of  the  dam 
through  the  body  of  quicksand  which  was  discovered  westerly  of  the 
waste  gates. 

A  strong  and  secure  gate  of  about  nine  feet  by  ten  feet  opening, 
with  good  a])paratus  for  quickly  raising  it,  is  to  be  set  across  the  new 
draw-off  trench. 
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All  the  work  of  i*epairing  the  dam  is  to  be  done  in  a  thoroughly 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  and  satisfactorily  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Dams  and  Reservoirs  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc. 

LINCOLN. 
Barney  Reservoir,  on  Moshassuck  River. 

Since  the  date  of  the  previous  report  on  the  dam  of  this  reservoir, 
the  leakage  then  referred  to  has  increased  to  a  very  considerable  ex- 
tent, inviting  serious  doubts  as  to  the  safety  which  is  demanded  of 
it  from  its  location  above  and  in  the  vicinity  of  a  populous  commu- 
nity. 

The  lower  side  of  the  structure  is  lined  with  a  substantial  retaining 
wall  which  shows  no  indication  of  any  displacement  of  the  masonry, 
while  from  many  of  its  interstices  water  is  ejected  with  force  and  in 
quantities,  which  excite  grave  apprehensions  as  to  the  safety  of  the 
structure. 

The  dam  is  of  recent  construction  from  plans  furnished  by  eminent 
engineers,  and  it  certainly  contains  a  sufficiency  of  material  for  all 
purposes  of  safety. 

Its  present  condition  then  must  be  attributed  to  the  faulty  manner 
in  placing  the  composing  materials. 

The  annexed  diagrams  are  reduced  from  plans  furnished  by  the 
proprietors — Plates  three,  four  and  five. 

The  attention  of  the  proprietors  has  been  directed  to  the  condition 
of  the  dam,  and  the  importance  of  its  stability,  and  their  reply  gives 
an  assurance  that  tlie  structure  will  be  made  secure. 
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Lime  Rock  Reservoir^  on  Moshassuck  River. 

The  dam  at  this  reservoir  has  been  strengthened  by  additional  quan- 
tities of  earth  and  rip-rap  which  have  been  placed  upon  it  since  the 
previons  report  on  its  condition.  The  gate  and  approach  to  the  draw- 
oS  culvert  have  also  been  improved,  and  the  structure  appears  to  be 
in  a  safe  condition  for  the  service  required. 

The  commissioner  is  informed  by  the  proprietors,  that  they  never 
allow  the  reservoir  to  fill  up  to  a  full  pond,  and  that  they  consider  the 
provisions  for  the  escape  of  water  to  be  ample  at  all  times. 

The  form  of  the  structure  is  represented  in  plates  six  and  seven. 
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WOONSOCKET. 
Harris  Beservoir,  an  Mitt  River. 

Since  the  prerioas  report,  the  dam  at  this  reservoir  has  received 
the  commissioner's  special  attention  in  relation  to  the  leakage  then 
referred  to,  and  which  to  all  appearance  continues  to  discharge  at  the 
rate  noted  at  that  time. 

The  stream  from  the  lower  base  of  the  dam,  near  the  east  side  of 
the  old  river  bed,  has  continued  through  two  years  with  no  percepti- 
ble change.  Persons  who  have  been  familiar  with  the  locality  pre- 
vious to  the  construction  of  the  dam,  state  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that 
the  stream  proceeds  from  a  spring  beneath  the  dam,  and  which  ex- 
isted before  the  dam  was  made;  and  inasmuch  as  no  deposit  of 
material  from  the  interior  of  the  structure  can  be  observed,  there 
appears  no  reason  to  doubt  the  statement.  Still  the  effect  of  the  dis- 
charge may  be  more  or  less  dangerous  or  remote,  according  to  the 
distance  of  its  travel  within  the  embankment ;  in  other  words,  whether 
its  source  is  near  the  upper  or  the  lower  base  of  the  dam.  In  the  one 
case  its  action  might  be  harmless,  and  in  the  other  destructive. 

The  jets  discharged  at  the  lower  end  of  the  apron  at  the  Hone- 
Shoe  Falls  (also  referred  to  in  a  former  report),  continue  the  same 
action  as  then  observed.  The  orifices  of  the  jets  are  covered  to  the 
depth  of  about  two  feet  by  the  pond  below  which  flows  oyer  them, 
and  the  discharge  of  the  jets  are  of  su£Scient  force  to  visibly  disturb 
the  surface  of  the  pond  above  them. 

The  origin  of  these  jets  is  uncertain.  The  violence  of  their  action 
is  governed  by  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  water  in  the  Harris  Reservoir, 
five  hundred,  eight  and  a  half  feet  distant,  through  the  natiiral 
formation  of  the  high  ground  on  which  the  roUway  is  located.  The 
rollway  is  connected  with  the  Horse  Shoe  Falls  by  a  level  trench  in 
the  natural  ground,  as  represented  on  the  annexed  diagram. 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  jets  proceed  from  the  trench,  inasmuch 
as  they  remain  in  active  force  during  the  long  periods  when  the  trench 
is  dry. 
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The  commissioner  is  informed  that  there  was  no  appearance  of  these 
jets  before  the  reservoir  was  filled.  If  they  proceed  from  the  reser- 
voir, their  travel  is  through  five  hundred  eight  and  a  half  feet 
of  natural  earth  formation  as  before  described. 

The  proprietors  have  aided  the  commissioner  by  giving  information 
relating  to  the  structure,  and  evince  a  disposition  to  keep  it  safe  and 
secure,  aware  that  on  its  security  depends  life  as  well  as  property. 

The  annexed  diagranis  in  plates  eight  and  nine  indicate  an  abun- 
dant quantity  of  material  used  in  the  structure,  and  the  work  is  re" 
ported  as  having  been  thoroughly  performed. 
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SMITHFIELD. 
Waierman  Reservoir,  on  Woonasquaiukei  River. 

This  reserToir  has  not  been  filled  to  oTerflow  since  the  date  of  the 
commission  relating  to  "  Dams  and  BeserToirs." 

The  retaining  stractares,  therefore,  haTe  not  been  obserred  while 
in  acti re  service  nnder  a  full  reservoir. 

In  a  former  report,  at  a  time  when  the  reservoir  was  perhaps  two 
thirds  filled,  some  portions  of  the  dam  were  reported  as  in  a  some- 
what leaky  condition  at  that  stage  of  the  water. 

The  material  composing  the  dam  is  generally  of  good  qoality  and 
of  sufficient  quantity  to  insure  its  stability.  The  leakage  then  must 
be  the  result  of  faulty  construction  or  a  faulty  foundation,  and  the 
extent  of  danger  (if  any  exists)  can  only  be  computed  by  obserrations 
on  the  action  of  the  structures  under  a  full  reservoir. 

The  commissioner's  report  of  January,  1883,  together  with  the 
herewith  annexed  diagrams  in  plates  ten,  eleven  and  twelve,  contains 
all  that  may  be  said  in  relation  to  this  important  reservoir,  without 
an  opportunity  for  observing  the  action  of  its  retaining  structores 
under  full  service. 
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BURRILLVILLE. 

Pascoag  Reservoir, 

The  annexed  diagrams  (plates  thirteen  and  fourteen),  together  with 
the  commissioner's  report  of  1883,  will  convey  whatever  information 
has  been  attainable  in  relation  to  this  reservoir  and  its  confining 
structures. 

It  is  believed  that  the  reservoir  has  only  been  partially  filled  at  any 
time  since  the  commission  relating  thereto  was  established  ;  whOe  the 
base  of  the  outer  slope  has  been  covered  with  water  to  a  depth  of  abont 
seven  feet  by  the  flowage  of  the  mill-pond  immediately  below  ;  so  that 
tlie  base  of  the  dam  has  been  submerged  to  that  depth,  affording  no  op- 
portunity for  observing  the  action  of  the  structure  under  a  fall  reser- 
voir on  one  side,  and  an  exposed  base  on  the  other. 

The  dam,  however,  has  a  good  reputation,  and  is  attentivelj 
watched  and  guarded. 
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COVENTRY. 
Flat  River  Reservoir. 

The  preceding  report  of  the  commissioner  describing  this  dam,  re- 
lates that  the  reservoir  was  at  that  time  nearly  empty^  and  the  face  of 
the  dam  exposed  to  view  ;  consequently  no  leakage  could  be  detected, 
should  any  exist  at  full  pond. 

The  commissioner  has  not  at  any  time  found  the  reservoir  full  to 
overflow,  but  during  some  portions  of  the  past  year  it  has  been  par- 
tially filled,  and  some  leakage  has  been  observed  at  several  points 
along  the  dam. 

The  southern  section  of  the  structure  has  several  indications  of  dis- 
charges of  water  from  its  lower  base ;  but  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
their  magnitude  or  importance  inasmuch  as  the  base  is  flooded  by  the 
pond  below. 

At  the  roUway  also  several  leaks  are  making  their  way  through  the 
structure  and  discharging  from  the  seams  in  the  masonry,  and  in 
some  places  appear  to  have  moved  the  material  in  the  work. 

The  magnitude  of  this  reservoir,  covering  an  area  of  nine  hundred 
acres,  suggest  a  vigilant  care  for  its  security.  The  proprietors  are 
aware  of  the  indications  referred  to,  and  the  structure  has  their  at- 
tention. The  roUway  is  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in  length, 
which,  together  with  the  draw-off  pipes,  appear  to  be  sufficient  for 
the  discharge  of  surplus  water. 

The  annexed  diagrams  in  plates  fifteen,  sixteen  and  seventeen  were 
prepared  from  drawings  in  the  office  of  the  Quidnick  Company.  The 
location  of  the  draw-off  gates  was  changed  in  the  construction  of  the 
works,  but  probably  without  affecting  the  operation  of  the  plans  as 
represented. 
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Quidnick  Reservoir^  on  Flat  River. 

Daring  the  snmmer  of  1884  this  reservoir  had  filled  to  a  point  about 
five  feet  below  the  surface  of  full  pond,  and  affording  opportunity  for 
observing  the  action  of  the  structure  when  at  work,  although  it  was 
ander  a  comparative  slight  head  of  water.  The  observations  taken 
at  this  reduced  stage  of  the  water  were  sufficient,  however,  to  cause 
serious  apprehension  of  danger. 

A  stream  discharging  about  twenty-five  gallons  per  minute,  was 
issuing  from  the  lower  side  of  the  dam,  from  a  fissure  in  the  retain- 
ing wall,  some  few  inches  above  the  level  of  the  ground  surfacey  and 
in  its  course  depositing  material  which  evidently  came  from  the  in- 
terior of  the  dam.  Subsequently  a  sand-trap  was  placed  under  the 
orifice  of  the 'discharge,  and  the  result  confirmed  the  supposition  that 
the  interior  of  the  dam  was  being  carried  away.  There  were  also  in- 
dentations  in  the  surface  of  the  dam  and  immediately  above  the  dis- 
charge, which  also  indicated  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  interior 
of  the  dam. 

The  proprietors  are  aware  of  the  action  of  the  structure,  and  all  ap- 
prehension of  danger  will  undoubtedly  be  removed. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  eighteen  and  nineteen  give  the  form  of  the 
structure,  and  indicate  a  sufficiency  of  materifil  for  safety,  if  properly 
used. 
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JOHNSTON. 
Upper  Reservoir y  on  Cedar  Brook. 

The  dam  at  this  reservoir  appears  to  be  in  the  same  condition  st 
this  date,  as  described  in  report  of  1883.  No  leakage  of  importanoe 
is  discernible,  and  the  masonry  retains  its  position  throughout  the 
extent  of  the  structure  both  on  front  and  rear. 

The  structure  has  been  observed  by  the  commissioner  at  times  when 
the  reservoir  was  but  partially  filled,  as  also  at  times  when  it  was  fnll 
to  overflow  ;  and  no  cause  for  apprehension  of  danger  has  been  ob- 
served. 

The  annexed  diagrams  in  plates  twenty,  twenty-one  and  twenty- 
two  represents  the  form  of  the  structure  and  the  abundant  qaantitj 
of  material  of  which  it  is  composed. 

The  reservoir  is  one  of  importance,  both  as  to  its  magnitude  and 
location. 
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Lower   Reservoir,  on  Cedar  Brook,  near  SimnumsvilU. 

At  the  pre?iou8  reported  examination  of  the  dam  at  this  reserToir, 
the  basin  was  nearly  exhausted^  so  that  the  retaining  capacity  of  the 
strocture  could  not  be  well  determined.  It  was  practically  an  earthen 
embankment  on  dry  land,  with  no  water  on  either  side. 

On  subsequent  observations,  with  the  reservoir  filled  to  overflow, 
the  structure  shows  considerable  leakage  at  intervals  along  the  entire 
base  of  its  two  wings  ;  the  volume  of  discharge  at  several  points  being 
sufficient  to  cause  apprehension  of  danger. 

The  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  about  one  hundred  and  fiftv  acres, 
and  tlic  dam  is  located  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  above  a  former 
dam  which  was  destroyed  by  flood,  causing  a  frightful  loss  of  hnman 
life. 

The  attention  of  the  proprietors  has  been  directed  to  the  reservoir, 
with  recommendation  that  the  water  be  reduced  to  a  point  below  thit 
of  danger,  and  the  structure  made  secure  before  refilling. 

The  form  of  tiie  dam  is  represented  by  the  diagrams  in  plates 
twenty-three,  twenty-four  and  twenty-five. 
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JilUon  Reservoir^  on  Dry  Brook, 

Both  the  magnitude  and  location  of  this  reseryoir  determine  its 
importance  as  scarcely  inferior  to  that  of  any  reservoir  within  the 
State.  Located  near  the  head  of  a  deep  and  narrow  ravine,  in  which 
the  village  of  Hughesdale  is  situated,  its  sudden  discharge  would 
necessarily  cause  great  destruction  of  property,  and  very  probably 
that  of  human  life. 

The  accompanying  diagrams  in  plates  twenty-six  and  twenty-aeyen 
indicate  both  a  sufficient  quantity  of  material,  and  a  liberal  proTifiion 
for  the  discharge  of  surplus  water  in  any  ordinary  event,  and  the 
structure  is  exceptionally  free  from  leakage. 

There  would  seem  to  be  little  or  no  doubt  as  to  the  safety  of  the 
dam,  excepting  the  event  of  the  sudden  discharge  of  the  great  reser- 
voir immediately  above,  which  would  most  probably  cause  the  over- 
now  and  consequent  destruction  of  this  dam.  Both  dams,  howerer, 
appear  to  be  reliable. 

The  importance  of  their  security  demands,  however,  a  vigilant 
supervision. 
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Oak  Swamp  {or  Almy)  Reservoir^  on  Dry  Brook. 
» 
This  is  the  uppermost  reservoir  of  all  on  the  Dry  Brook  stream^ 

larger  in  superficial  area  than  any  of  its  associates,  although  muqh 

inferior  in  depth  to  the  Jillson  Reservoir,  the  next  below. 

The  dam  is  formed  in  two  wings,  one  extending  in  an  easterly  and 
westerly,  and  the  other  in  a  northerly  and  southerly  direction,  aggre- 
gating a  length  of  about  ele?en  hundred  feet. 

The  structure  discloses  no  leakage  of  importance,  and  presents  a 
satisfactory  appearance. 

The  accompanying  diagrams  in  plates  twenty-eight  and  twenty- 
nine  represent  the  form  of  the  structure  and  the  abundance  of  mate- 
rial for  the  depth  of  water  pressing  upon  it. 
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PROVIDENCE. 
Leonard  Reservoir y  {on  West  River.) 

The  annexed  diagrams  in  plates  thirty  and  thirty-one,  show  the 
form  of  the  dam  at  this  reservoir,  and  the  material  of  which  the  two 
sections  of  the  structure  arc  composed. 

The  easterly  section  is  an  earthem  embankment  of  excellent  qual- 
ity and  in  abundant  quantity.  The  elevation  of  the  surface  of  full 
pond  is  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  surface  of  natural  gronnd  at 
the  lower  side  of  the  dam,  as  represented  in  the  diagram  of  transTerse 
section. 

The  westerly  section  includes  the  rollway  and  draw-off  gates,  to- 
gether with  the  pumping  station  and  wheel-pit. 

The  rollway  is  composed  of  wooden  frame-work  filled  with  stone 
and  backed  with  earth.  The  flume  is  also  of  wood,  and  the  whole 
work  appears  to  be  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.

Stone  Mill  or  Randall  Privilege  {on  branch  of  West  Biver.) 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  composed  entirely  of  gravel  and  sand 
in  sufficient  quantity  for  its  safety  under  ordinary  circumstances  ; 
and  probably  no  event  other  than  an  overflow  of  the  embankment 
would  cause  its  destruction. 

A  rise  of  water  two  and  three-fourths  of  a  foot  above  the  surface  of 
full  pond  would  cause  such  overflow. 

The  commissioner  is  informed,  however,  that  the  stream  is  not 
subject  to  excessive  floods,  and  that  the  water  can  at  all  times  be  con- 
trolled by  the  means  provided  for  the  purpose. 

The  form  of  the  dam  is  represented  by  the  diagrams  in  plates 
thirty-two  and  thirty-three. 
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Upper  Reservoir  {on  brafich  of  West  River.) 

The  last  described  dam  is  a  co-relative  of  the  one  at  this  reseryoir, 
and  flows  the  water  back  npon  its  base  to  the  depth  of  seven  feet,  as 
shown  in  the  accompanying  diagrams  in  plates  thirty-foar  and  thirty- 
five. 

The  material  composing  the  two  dams  is  very  similar,  and  so  are 
the  forms  of  the  structures. 

The  width  of  each  on  the  top  would  seem  to  bo  slight ;  they  are, 
however,  amjtly  suflScient  to  successfully  resist  the  pressure  of  still 
water  at  full  pond. 

Should  the  water  approach  near  to  the  top  of  the  dam,  and  at  the 
same  time  be  excited  to  violent  waves,  they  might  find  the  way  across 
the  dam  and  cause  its  destruction. 

The  sudden  escape  of  the  combined  waters  of  the  two  reservoirs 
would  be  seriously  felt  in  the  city. 

The  attention  of  the  proprietors  was  early  called  to  these  structures, 
and  the  reply  returned  was  that  both  structures  were  diligently 
watched  and  guarded  at  all  times  of  high  water. 
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SCITUATE. 
Barden  Reservoir  Dam,  at  Ponaganset. 

The  dam  at  this  reservoir  was  constructed  during  the  year  1883, 
and  a  general  description  of  the  structure  was  given  in  the  commis- 
sioner's report  for  that  year,  and  to  which  reference  may  be  had. 

Daring  the  past  year  the  dam  has  received  five  feet  additional 
height  of  roUway,  and  a  corresponding  height  of  embankment. 

The  annexed  diagrams  in  plates  thirty-six,  thirty-seven,  thirty- 
eight,  thirty-nine  and  forty  represent  the  form  of  the  structure  both 
before  and  after  the  additional  work. 
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HOPKINTON. 
Wincheck  Reservoir. 

m 

The  annexed  diagrams  in  plate  forty-one,  represent  the  form  of  the 
dam  at  this  reservoir.  The  transverse  section  is  about  the  same  at 
all  points  on  the  dam,  which  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length. 

The  reservoir  has  been  but  partially  filled  at  any  time  of  the  com- 
missioner's visits. 

The  entire  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  condition,  and  sufiS- 
ciently  secure  in  any  probable  event,  excepting  that  of  an  overflow. 

The  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  about  five  hundred  acres,  and  its 
location  is  in  very  close  proximity,  and  below  the  Yawgoog,  a  reser- 
voir of  still  greater  dimension. 

In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  two  reservoirs,  and  their  location 
in  the  vicinity  and  above  a  populous  community,  it  would  seem  de- 
sirable that  the  roUway  of  this  dam  should  extend  over  its  entire 
length. 
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Yawgoog  Reservoir. 

The  two  diagrams  in  plate  forty-two  on  the  following  page,  repre- 
sent the  form  of  the  dam  at  this  reservoir. 

The  transverse  section  at  the  draw-off  calvert  shows  the  height  of 
dam  to  be  twenty-one  feet,  and  the  depth  of  water  at  fnll  pond  nine- 
teen feet,  with  a  draw-off  culvert  twenty-eight  feet  in  length,  with 
an  opening  two  feet  by  two  feet.  They  also  represent  a  sufficiency 
of  material  for  the  purpose  of  stability. 

At  all  visits  of  the  commissioner,  the  reservoir  has  been  nearly 
empty,  affording  no  opportunity  for  observing  the  action  of  the  dam 
under  a  pressure  of  water.  It  appears,  however,  to  have  remained 
in  about  the  same  condition  as  when  it  was  constructed. 

The  means  provided  for  the  discharge  of  surplus  water  may  per- 
haps be  equal  to  the  quantity  of  supply.  But  in  case  of  accident  re- 
quiring a  rapid  reduction  of  the  water,  it  is  evident  that  the  existing 
box  culvert,  twenty-eight  feet  in  length,  with  an  opening  of  two  feet 
by  two  feet,  would  not  be  sufficient  for  the  purpo8e,^with  a  reservoir 
covering  an  area  of  six  hundred  acres,  with  a  depth  of  nineteen  feet 
of  water  at  the  dam. 

The  provision  for  operating  the  gate  is  also  inefficient. 
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COVENTRY. 
Tioga  (or  Dry  Brook  Reservoir. 

On  a  small  stream,  and  near  its  confluence  with  Flat  Kiver  at 
Anthony. 

For  a  general  description  of  the  dam  at  this  reservoir^  see  page 
twenty  in  previous  report. 

The  diagi*ams  in  plates  forty-three  and  forty-four  represent  the 
form  of  the  dam  at  this  reservoir. 
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Great  Grass  Pond  Reservoir. 

In  the  commissioner's  report  for  the  year  1883,  the  dam  at  tbis 
reservoir  was  reported  as  '^  suflBcientlj  strong  and  safe  for  a  dam  of 
its  present  height  of  rollway,  which  conld  flow  only  a  shallow  pond." 

At  the  date  of  that  report  there  was  a  somewhat  dilapidated  '' sup- 
plementary dam  composed  of  wood  frame- work  about  eight  teet 
high,  standing  on  the  crest  of  the  present  stone  rollway,"  and  in  ref- 
erence to  that  structure  the  report  adds  :  "  In  case  it  should  here- 
after be  proposed  to  raise  the  reservoir  to  that  increased  height,  the 
proprietor  would  be  required  to  make  the  structure  suflSciently  strong 
to  insure  the  safety  of  the  lives  and  property  in  its  course  below." 

Subsequently  it  was  proposed  to  raise  the  reservoir  to  the  height  of 
the  supplementary  dam  or  rollway,  and  on  the  21st  day  of  October, 
1884,  in  company  with  one  of  the  proprietors,  the  commissioner  vis- 
ited the  dam  and  suggested  sundry  additional  new  work,  and  repairs 
of  the  old,  that  was  deemed  necessary  for  the  stability  of  the  strac- 
ture.  The  suggestions  were  readily  complied  with,  and  the  structure 
will  doubtless  prove  satisfactory  to  all  interested  parties. 

The  reservoir  (as  reported  to  the  commissioner),  covers  an  area  ot 
more  than  three  hundred  acres. 

The  diagrams  in  plate  forty-five,  represent  both  the  old  and  the 
supplementary  rollways  in  the  dam  of  this  reservoir. 
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SMITHFIBLD. 
Sprague  Upper  Reservoir. 

The  annexed  diagram  in  plate  forty-six  shows  an  abundance  of  ma- 
terial in  this  dam,  for  the  required  service,  providing  that  the  struc- 
ture rested  on  a  suitable  foundation. 

It  is  stated  that  the  foundation  is  a  solid  ledge  of  rock,  tDiih  a  sur- 
face slope  sharply  inclining  in  the  direction  of  the  current;  which,  if 
true,  affords  a  probable  solution  of  the  cause  of  the  loss  of  one  or 
more  former  dams  at  this  location,  and  causing  considerable  loes  and 
damage  to  property  below. 

The  reservoir  has  been  empty,  or  but  partially  filled,  at  any  time  of 
the  commissioner's  visits  ;  therefore  the  working  of  the  dam  under  a 
full  reservoir  has  not  been  observed. 

The  depth  of  water  at  the  dam  when  the  reservoir  is  full  is  twenty- 
five  feet  and  eight  inches,  and  the  area  flowed  is  about  six  acres. 

The  location  and  magnitude  of  this  reservoir  make  it  an  object  of 
great  importance. 
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Sprague  LoKtr  Reservoir. 

The  diagrams  in  plate  fortT-seTen  repreaent  the  fonn  of  the  dun 
at  tiiii  reservoir. 

The  material  is  good  and  abundant,  and  the  structure  appears  to  be 
6iifTiri«.nt  for  its  own  proper  reqnirementa. 

Its  s*n.uritv,  however,  depends  npon  that  of  the  one  last  described. 
wh<»?«'  <UiMen  mpiare  at  full  pond  would  cause  its  overflow  and  de- 
struction as  it  has  done  lief  ore.  Both  reservoirs  are  controlled  bv  one 
party. 
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Slack  Reservoir. 

This  reservoir  flowing  an  area  of  one  hnndred  and  fifty-three  acres, 
with  a  depth  of  fifteen  and  a  half  feet  of  water  at  the  dam,  and  lo- 
cated above  a  populous  neighborhood,  renders  its  condition  a  matta 
of  great  importance. 

The  diagrams  in  plate  forty-eight  represent  the  form  of  the  struc- 
ture and  the  capacity  of  the  draw-off  culvert. 

There  is  no  rollwav  attached  to  the  reserroir  other  than  a  natunl 
slight  depression  in  the  surface  of  ground  near  the  westerly  end  d 
the  dam,  over  which  the  water  is  discharged  when  at  its  height, 
which  is  but  seldom. 

This  would  seem  to  be  a  very  unsatisfactory  arrangement  for  the 
waste-way  of  so  large  a  reservoir.  Anxiety  on  this  account  is,  how- 
ever, greatly  relieved  by  the  fact  that  the  reservoir  is  fed  by  no  river, 
and  scarcely  a  brook  contributes  to  its  supply. 

The  dam  was  constructed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
two,  and  ap))ears  to  have  retained  its  present  condition  through 
sixty-three  years. 
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Harrisville  Reservoir. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  fifty-two  and  fifty-three  represent  respect- 
ively a  longitudinal  eleyation  of  the  roUway,  and  a  transverse  section 
in  the  embankment  composing  the  dam. 

The  structure  contains  an  ample  amount  of  material  for  all  pur- 
poses of  its  requirement. 

•It  is,  nevertheless,  leaking  to  an  extent  that  causes  apprehension  of 
danger,  and  indicating  with  sufficient  clearness,  that  the  construction 
was  faulty,  either  in  the  disposition  of  the  material,  or  in  the  founda- 
tion on  which  it  rests,  or  perhaps  in  both. 

The  magnitude  of  the  reservoir,  as  also  its  location,  demands  its 
absolute  safety. 

The  attention  of  the  proprietor  was  early  directed  to  the  condition 
of  the  dam« 
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COVENTRY. 

Upp0r  Reservoir  J  at  Coventry  Center. 

* 

The  annexed  diagrams  in  plates  fifty-fonr,  fifty-five,  fifty-six  and 
fifty-seven,  represent  the  form  of  the  dam  at  this  reservoir. 

For  a  general  description  of  the  structure,  reference  may  be  had  to 
the  commissioner's  report  of  January,  1884. 

The  proposed  new  rollway,  as  referred  to  in  that  report,  has  not 
been  constructed. 

The  one  now  in  use  is  probably  safe  for  the  present.  Its  appear- 
once,  however,  does  not  comport  with  the  general  character  of  the 
dam.  In  case  of  a  rupture  of  the  dam,  the  discharge  of  water  &om 
the  immense  reservoir  would,  to  a  considerable  extent,  be  held  in 
check  by  the  embankment  of  the  New  York  and  New  England  BaO- 
road,  which  crosses  the  reservoir  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
above  the  dam,  cutting  off  an  acre  or  more  of  the  reservoir  next  above 
the  dam. 

The  span  of  the  railroad  bridge  in  the  embankment  is  fortj-tbree 
feet,  and  the  length  of  the  rollway  is  forty-one  feet 
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GLOCESTER. 
Ponagansei  Reservoir. 

The  form  of  the  dam  at  *  the  reservoir  is  represented  by  the  dia- 
pttms  in  plate  fifty-eight. 

The  structure  presents  the  same  appearance  as  described  in  report 
of  January,  1884. 

The  reservoir  (as  reported  to  the  commissioner)  covers  an  area  of 
over  six  hundred  acres. 
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Coomer  Reservoir. 

The  diagi'am  of  transverse  section  of  the  dam  at  this  reservoir,  in 
plate  fifty-nine,  gives  the  form  of  structure  at  tl»e  draw-off  gate.  The 
structure  appears  to  be  in  the  same  condition  as  described  in  the 
commissioner's  report  of  January,  1883,  with  the  exception  of  the 
masonry  at  the  gate-well,  which  has  been  disturbed  by  some  cause,  so 
as  to  render  the  gate  inoperative. 

The  masonry  was,  at  the  beginning,  of  very  slight  construction, 
and  unfit  for  its  intended  purpose.  A  new  and  substantial  structure 
is  recommended  in  its  place. 
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Keech  Reservoir, 

The  diagram  in  plate  sixty,  represents  a  transverse  section  at  the 
draw-off  culvert  in  this  dam. 

For  a  general  description  of  the  structure,  reference  may  be  had  to 
the  commissioner's  report  of  January,  1883. 
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Chepachet  Reservoir, 

A  description  of  the  characteristics  of  the  dam  at  this  reservoir, 
was  given  in  the  commissioner's  report  of  January,  1883,  to  which 
reference  may  be  had. 

Since  that  date  the  reservoir  has  been  but  partially  filled,  the  nat- 
ural stream  flowing  through  the  draw-off  pipe. 

A  transverse  section  of  the  dam  at  this  point  is  represented  by  the 
diagram  in  plate  sixty-one. 
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Bowditch  Reservoir. 

The  structures  confining  the  waters  of  the  several  sections  of  this 
reservoir,  were  described  in  the  commissioner's  report  of  January, 
1883,  to  which  reference  mav  be  had.     • 

The  forms  of  the  structures  are  represented  by  the  diagrams  in 
plates  sixty-two,  sixty-three,  sixty-four  and  sixty-five. 
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SCITUATE. 
Sauffders'  Mill  Reservoir  at  Saundersville. 

The  location  and  magnitude  of  this  reservoir,  overlooking  a  pop- 
ulous community,  render  it  one  of  great  importance. 

On  conferring  with  the  proprietor,  the  commissioner  was  informed 
by  him  that  *' the  dam  has  probably  been  abandoned  for  mill  pur- 
poses "  and  that  he  ''  intends  to  draw  it  down  as  soon  as  may  be,  and 
use  the  land  for  farming  purposes." 

The  diagrams  in  plate  sixty-six  represent  the  respective  sections  in 
the  dam. 
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POSTER. 

Westeonnaug  Reservoir. 

The  dam  at  this  reservoir  is  located  near  the  easterly  line  of  the 
town  at  GlajTille. 

The  reservoir  is  at  the  head  of  several  streams  forming  a  branch  A 
the  Ponaganset  River,  with  which  it  unites,  abont  one  mile  below  th^ 
Barden  Reservoir  in  Scituate. 

The  reservoir  when  filled  covers  an  area  of  abont  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  acres  with  a  depth  of  fifteen  feet  of  water  at  the  dam. 

The  course  of  the  stream  below  the  dam,  is  through  a  popnloni 
community,  and  a  sudden  discharge  of  the  reservoir  would  cause  se- 
rious loss  of  property  and  endanger  human  life. 

The  prevailing  drought  of  the  two  past  years  has  kept  the  water 
in  a  reduced  condition,  so  that  the  retaining  structures  have  not  bees 
observed  in  working  under  a  full  head. 

The  appearance  of  the  dam,  however,  indicates  its  stability,  and  it 
is  said  to  have  no  leakage. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  sixty-seven  and  sixty-eight,  represent  re- 
s])eetive  sections  in  the  dam. 
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EXETER. 

MillvilU  Reservoir, 

This  reservoir  flows  an  area  of  fifty  acres  at  fall  pond,  with  a  depth 
of  eighteen  feet  and  four  inches  of  water  at  the  dam. 

The  structure  appears  to  be  in  the  same  condition  as  described  in 
report  of  January,  1884,  to  which  reference  may  be  had  for  its  gen- 
eral description.  The  form  of  the  structure  is  represented  by  the 
diagrams  in  plates  sixty-nine  and  seventy. 
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JOHNSTON. 
Upper  Reservoir  in  Hughesdale. 

The  leakage  heretofore  observed  in  the  dam  at  this  reservoir,  con- 
tinues without  obvious  change,  and  without  causing  serious  appre- 
hension  of  present  danger. 

Nevertheless,  like  all  similar  defective  structures,  its  actions  shoald 
receive  careful  attention. 

The  diagrams  in  plates  seventy-one  and  seventy-two,  represent  the 
form  of  the  structure.

SPECIAL   MESSAGE    OP  HIS   EXCELLENCY,   GOVERNOR 

BOURN,  RELATIVE  TO  THE  COVE  LANDS  (SO 

CALLED)  IN  PROVIDENCE. 

(Presented  April  34,  1885.) 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Shade  Island : 

■ 

In  the  message  which  I  had  the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  hon- 
orable body  at  the  opening  of  the  present  session^  on  page  32  of  that 
document,  under  its  appropriate  heading,  will  be  found  such  a  state- 
ment as  then  seemed  to  me  proper  to  be  made  relative  to  the  suit  of 
the  City  of  Providence  against  the  State. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  same,  and  to  make  it  for  the  purposes  of 
explanation  a  part  of  this  supplemental  message. 

It  is  as  follows  : 

SUIT  OF  THE  CITY  OF   PROVIDENCE  AGAINST  THE  STATE. 

On  the  fourteenth  of  May,  1870,  the  State,  through  its  Oeneral 
Treasurer,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly, 
made  a  conveyance  to  the  city  of  Providence  of  all  its  right,  title  and 
interest  ''  in  and  to  the  Gove  Lands  (so  called)  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, being  all  the  lands  in  said  city  now  or  heretofore  flowed  by 
tide  water  above  Weybosset  Bridge."  The  city  of  Providence,  claim- 
ing that,  as  a  portion  of  the  old  prison  property  belonging  to  the 
State  was  once  flowed  by  tide  water,  and  therefore  conveyed  to  it  by 
a  technical  construction  of  the  deed,  brought  suit  at  law  to  recover 
that  portion  of  the  property.     Hon.  Benjamin  N.  Lapham  and  Hon. 
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Francis  Colwell  were  retained  as  counsel  for  the  State,  in  pnrsnanoe 
of  resolntions  of  the  General  Assembly.  Subsequently  a  bill  in  equity 
was  filed  by  counsel  for  the  State  upon  the  relation  of  the  Attorney- 
General  for  the  purpose,  if  the  claim  of  the  city  was  held  to  be  good, 
of  reforming  the  deed  so  as  to  except  from  the  operation  thereof  the 
State  prison  property.  The  bill  sets  forth  that  prior  to  May  14,  1870, 
the  city  of  Providence,  for  the  purpose  of  employing  the  poor  and  so 
giving  them  relief  at  a  season  of  great  depression  in  business,  em- 
ployed them  to  fill  in  certain  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
commonly  called  the  Cove  Lands,  and  had  in  that  way  filled  said 
lands  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  and  that  it  was  claimed  by  the 
city  that  it  had  acquired,  by  having  filled  the  same,  an  equitable  title 
thereto;  that  under  these  circumstances  the  State  and  the  city,  by 
their  respective  agents,  met  for  the  purpose  of  making  some  arrange- 
ment of  the  matter  which  would  be  just  and  equitable  to  both  parties; 
that  the  result  of  the  negotiations  was,  that  the  State  agreed  to  convey 
to  the  city  its  interest  in  these  Gove  Lands  for  the  sum  of  t200,000; 
that  it  was  a  matter  of  some  difficulty  to  define  accurately  by  metes 
and  bounds  the  Cove  Lands,  and  that  the  deed  was  therefore  drawn 
in  the  language  before  referred  to,  and  that  the  State  had  no  intention 
of  conveying  to  the  city  any  portion  of  the  old  State  prison  property. 

Upon  the  hearing  of  this  bill  the  court  gave  the  following  decision: 
''  The  court  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  deed  from  the  State  to  the 
city,  mentioned  in  the  bill,  covered  simply  the  'Cove  Lands,'  and 
that  the  '  Cove  Lands  (so  called)'  do  not  include  any  portion  of  the 
State's  prison  lot.  The  words  added,  'being  all  the  lands  in  said 
city  of  Providence  now  or  heretofore  flowed  by  tide  water  above  Wej- 
bosset  Bridge  in  said  city  of  Providence,'  are  merely  descriptive,  and 
do  not  enlarge  the  grant.  The  mistake  is,  therefore,  a  mistake  in 
description.  A  false  description  does  no  harm.  It  amounts  to  only 
prima  facie  evidence.  The  defendant,  in  order  to  succeed  in  its  suit 
at  law,  must  show,  what  upon  the  evidence  before  us  appears  not  to 
have  been  the  fact,  that  the  '  Cove  Lands  (so  called) '  include  the  lot 
in  controversy,  before  it  can  recover.     Information  dismissed.'' 
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This  decision  practically  settles  the  question  of  title  to  the  State's 
prison  property,  and  fixes  it  in  the  State,  where  the  possession  has 
always  been,  and  where  the  title  has  always  been  believed  to  be  until 
the  present  suit  was  brought  by  the  city  of  Providence  seeking  to 
recover  a  portion  of  it,  on  the  ground  that  at  some  remote  period  it 
had  been  flowed  by  tide  water. 

Since  submitting  my  message  I  am  advised  by  counsel  for  the  State 
that  the  suit  referred  to,  brought  by  the  city,  has  been  discontinued 
and  the  proper  decree  entered  in  the  equity  proceeding  instituted  by 
the  State  against  the  city. 

This,  I  understand,  closes  the  controversy  between  the  State  and 
the  city  as  to  the  title  to  the  portion  of  the  prison  lot  claimed  by  the 
city,  in  favor  of  the  State. 

This  controversy,  however,  has  called  particular  attention  to  the 
meaning  and  construction  of  the  language  used  in  the  deed  from  the 
State  to  the  city,  and  given  rise  to  discussion  as  to  what  is  conveyed 
by  the  terms  of  the  deed  itself. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  deed,  acknowledgments  and  cer- 
tificates: 

KNOW  ALL  MEN  BY  THJBE  PRESENTS: 

That  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  said  State  of  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations,  paid  by  the  city  of  Providence,  a  municipal  corporation 
established  by  the  General  Assembly  of  said  State,  the  receipt  of  which  is  hereby 
acknowledged,  does  hereby  remise,  release  and  forever  quitclaim  unto  the  said 
the  city  of  Providence,  its  successors  and  assigns,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest 
that  said  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  now  has  in  and  to 
the  Cove  Lands  (so  called)  in  said  city  of  Providence,  being  all  the  lands  in  said 
city  of  Providence  now  or  heretofore  flowed  by  tide  water  above  Weybosset 
Bridge  in  said  city  of  Providence. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same,  with  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  to  the  said  city  of  Providence,  its  successors  and  assigns  forever. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  said  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions  has  caused  the  seal  of  said  State  to  be  hereto  afllzed  and  these  presents  to 
be  signed  by  Samuel  A.  Parker,  General  Treasurer  of  said  State,  this  fourteenth 
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day  of  Hay,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  in  accordance  with  t 

resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  said  State,  passed  at  the  January  seeston 

thereof,  A.  D.  1870.

The  city  claimed  that  it  could  show  that  a  })ortion  of  the  old  State*s 
prison  lot  was  at  one  time  flowed  by  tide  water,  and  hence  that  under 
this  deed  it  was  entitled  to  it,  and  brought  suit  to  recover  it. 

The  court  decided  that  the  deed  simply  covered  ''Gove  Lands/' 
and  that  the  city,  in  order  to  recover  in  its  suit,  must  show,  what  upon 
the  evidence  before  the  court  did  not  appear  to  have  been  the  fact, 
that  the  ''  Cove  Lands"  (so  called)  included  the  lot  in  controversy. 
The  court  holding  that  the  added  words,  to  wit,  ''being  all  the  lauds 
in  said  city  of  Providence  now  or  heretofore  flowed  by  tide  water 
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above  Weybosset  Bridge  in  said  city  of  Providence,"  are  merely  de- 
scriptive and  do  not  enlarge  the  grant,  being  only  prima  facie  evi- 
dence. 

No  metes  or  bounds  are  given  in  the  deed.  After  this  lapse  of  time 
a  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  construction  of  this  deed.  The  court 
in  the  case  brought  was  only  called  upon  to  construe  the  deed  with 
reference  to  the  particular  piece  of  land  claimed.  It  decided  that, 
upon  the  evidence  before  them,  such  lot  was  not  included  in  **  Gove 
Lands,"  but  the  question  of  what  was  included  in  "  Gove  Lands"  was 
not  before  the  court,  and  it  was  not  called  upon  to  decide  it.  As  I 
understand,  and  am  advised  in  the  light  of  this  decision,  what  was 
conveyed  by  the  deed  to  the  city  depends  upon  what  signification  is 
put  upon  the  expression  ''Gove  Lands"  used  in  the  deed.  This  is  a. 
matter  open  to  testimony. 

It  is  now  nearly  fifteen  years  since  this  deed  was  given  by  the  State 
to  the  city  of  Providence,  and  this  suit  commenced  by  the  city  is  the 
first  legal  proceeding  in  which  the  question  has  been  raised  as  to  what 
lands  the  State  did  release  its  title  to  by  virtue  of  its  deed  and  the 
resolution  authorizing  the  same. 

The  present  and  prospective  value  of  these  "Lands,"  whoever  has 
the  title,  whether  the  State  or  the  city,  is  so  gi*eat  that  the  question 
as  to  what  the  city  is  entitled  to  under  its  deed,  and  what  still  belongs 
to  the  State,  would  seem  to  be  of  vital  importance  to  both  parties 
to  have  determined  as  soon  as  may  be. 

I  presume  that  the  city  of  Providence  would  join  with  the  State 
in  such  amicable  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to  procure  a  con- 
struction of  this  deed  which  would  be  final  and  binding  upon  both 
parties  forever  hereafter,  and  thus  avoid  any  question  in  the  future 
as  to  what  belongs  to  the  State  and  what  to  the  city. 

I  have,  therefore,  deemed  it  my  duty,  in  behalf  of  the  State,  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  matter  in  this  form,  and  to  respectfully 
recommend  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  State  that  a  true  and  final 
construction  of  said  deed  may  be  had.

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OPINION   OF   THE   JUDGES   OF   THE   SUPREME   COURT 
RELATIVE    TO    APPOINTMENT,    BY    THE    GOV- 
ERNOR,   OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF 
THE  STATE  CENSUS. 

(Given  April  24,  1885.) 


To  His  Excellency y  Augustus   0.  Bourn,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  : 

We  have  received  from  your  Excellency  a  communication  request- 
ing our  opinion  upon  a  question  stated  as  follows,  to  wit : 

**  January  5,  1885,  I  appointed  Amos  Perry,  of  Providence  to  be 
Superintendent  of  the  Census,  no  appointment  having  been  previ- 
ously made.     Was  such  appointment  lawful?" 

The  statute.  Pub.  Stat.  R.  I.,  Cap.  63,  §  1,  provides  that  ^'a  cen- 
sus of  the  population,  manufactures,  agriculture,  fisheries  and  busi- 
ness of  the  several  towns  shall  be  taken  as  they  exist  on  the  first  day 
of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  every  tenth 
year  thereafter."  It  will  be  noted  that  the  language  is  imperative — 
*' the  census  shall  be  taken,"  The  third  section  provides  that  "at 
least  six  months  previous  to  the  date  for  taking  the  census  in  each 
census  year,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  the  Cen- 
sus, who,  together  with  the  Governor  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  shall 
constitute  the  Census  Board,  which  shall  have  the  charge  of  taking 
the  census."  The  language  here  is  likewise  imperative.  Other  sec- 
tions, particularly  section  4,  prescribe  duties  to  be  performed  by  the 
Superintendent,  which  are  indispensable  to  the  proper  taking  of  the

census.  The  power  to  make  the  appointment  is  unqaestionably  giia 
as  incident  to  the  dnty  which  is  imperative.  The  only  qQestioiL 
therefore,  is  whether  the  Governor,  having  failed  to  make  the  appoint- 
ment within  the  prescribed  time,  conld  lawfully  make  it  afterwardi. 
We  think  he  could,  for  without  the  appointment  the  taking  of  the 
census,  which  is  absolutely  prescribed,  would  fail.  We  think  the 
provision  in  regard  to  time  must  be  construed  as  merely  directory,  the 
duty  to  appoint  being  paramount  and  essential.  The  case  of  The 
People  V.  Allen,  6  Wendell,  486,  seems  to  be  exactly  in  point  There 
a  statute  of  the  State  of  New  York  provided  that  **  the  commandiog 
officer  of  each  brigade  of  infantry  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
June  in  every  yea)*,  appoint  a  brigade  court  martial."  The  officer  did 
not  apiK)int  until  July.  The  question  for  the  court  was.  Could  the 
power  of  appointment  be  exercised  after  the  first  day  of  June  ?  The 
court  decided  that  it  could.  Judge  Marcy,  delivering  the  opinion  of 
the  court,  said:  *'The  general  rule  is,  that  where  a  statute  specifies 
the  time  within  which  a  public  officer  is  to  perform  an  official  act 
regarding  the  rights  and  duties  of  others,  it  will  be  considered  as 
directory  merely,  unless  the  nature  of  the  act  to  be  performed,  or  the 
languiigc  used  by  the  legislature,  show  that  the  designation  of  the 
time  was  intended  as  a  limitation  of  the  power  of  the  officer."  We 
think  that  here,  without  doubt,  the  purpose  was  not  to  limit  the 
power,  but  to  insure  its  timely  exercise.

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KEPORT  OP  COMMISSIONERS  TO   LOCATE  STATE  HOME 
AND  SCHOOL  FOR  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN. 


To  the  Honorable,   the    General  Assembly   of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Pro'oidence  Plantations. 

The  commissioners  appointed  by  his  Excellency,  the  Governor^ 
under  an  act  passed  Jannary  session,  1884,  to  procure  a  location  by 
lease  or  purchase  for  a  State  Home  and  School  for  Children^  beg 
leaTe  to  report  as  follows : 

The  commissioners  met  in  Providence  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
June,  1884,  and  organized  by  the  selection  of  H.  A.  Steai*ns  as  chair- 
man, and  David  A.  Waldron,  secretary. 

Your  commissioners  being  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  object, 
and  fully  believing  in  the  need  of,  and  the  wisdom  of  providing  such 
an  institution,  endeavored  to  give  the  subject  such  thoughtful  con- 
sideration as  its  importance  demanded. 

As  an  institution  of  this  kind  would  necessarily  require  peculiar 
arrangement  of  buildings,  and  should  be  permanent  in  its  character, 
we  were  all  of  the  opinion  that  a  place  should  be  purchased  and  not 
leased. 

In  consultation  with  the  State  Board  of  Education,  who  are  to 
manage  the  Home,  and  others  who  were  deeply  interested  in  the 
school,  and  experienced  in  such  matters,  it  was  decided  that  a  place 
was  needed  of  at  least  fifty  acies,  and  it  should  be  in  some  pleasant, 
healthy  locality,  easy  of  access  to  all,  and  especially  so  for  ladies,  as 
it  is  hoped  and  expected  they  will  give  the  Home  much  care  and  at- 
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tention.     AIbo,  that  it  Bhoold  be  located  as  far  as  possible  from  all 
bad  surrounding  inflaences. 

With  these  objects  in  view,  we  began  to  look  for  a  snitable  place 
that  could  be  purchased  with  the  amount  appropriated  for  this  par- 
pose. 

The  first  place  visited  was  the  **  Walnut  Orove  "  farm,  so  called, 
but  the  owner  held  it  at  a  price  so  high,  that  we  declined  to  par- 
chase.  The  place  beings  however,  considered  very  desirable,  an  offer 
was  made  much  below  the  price  asked «  providing  a  sufficient  amoaat 
of  water  could  be  obtained,  which  offer  was  promptly  rejected. 

Failing  here,  many  other  estates  which  were  offered  in  various 
parts  of  the  State,  received  the  personal  examination  and  careful  at- 
tention of  the  commissioners,  and  none  were  found  that  could  be 
purchased  with  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  commission,  so  suit- 
able as  the  one  first  looked  at. 

Negotiations  were  again  opened  with  the  owner  of  '*  Walnat 
Grove  "  farm,  and  after  many  interviews  the  property  was  finally 
offered  to  us  at  the  price  we  first  named.  Knowing  the  necessity  of 
an  ample  supply  of  pure  water  for  such  an  institution,  our  acceptance 
of  the  property  was  coupled  with  the  condition  that  a  new  well  shoaM 
be  bored,  at  the  owner's  expense,  and  tested  for  forty-eight  hours  con- 
secutively, under  the  personal  supervision  of  one  of  our  ablest 
engineers,  to  yield  not  less  than  two  thousand  gallons  per  day.  This 
condition  has  been  fulfilled,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  said  engineer, 
that  an  amount  more  than  double  the  quantity  stipulated,  can  be 
obtained  in  the  dryest  season. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  small  lake,  so  located  as  to  be  of  great  ser- 
vice for  irrigating  and  barn  purposes,  and  also  for  use  in  case  of  fire, 
which  was  considered  of  great  value. 

This  property  is  situated  in  the  tenth  ward  of  the  city  of  Proti- 
dence,  only  two  and  one-half  miles  from  Market  square,  with  horse 
cars  running  within  easy  walking  distance,  and  consists  of  a  little 
more  than  forty-two  acres  of  land,  all  of  it  well  fenced,  and  most  of 
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it  with  subfitantial  stone  walls  that  are  handsome  and  desirable,  and 
will  require  but  little  care  for  many  years. 

The  Home,  being  nearly  half  a  mile  from  the  main  road,  is  free 
from  noise  and  the  passing  of  oftentimes  objectionable  persons,  and 
gives  a  freedom  thalr  could  not  bo  obtained  if  fronting  on  a  main 
highway. 

About  twenty-fiver  acres  of  the  farm  is  very  rich  soil,  thoroughly 
under-drained  at  large  ex^^ense  by  the  former  owner,  and  especially 
adapted  for  grass  and  vegetables  ;  the  balance  is  excellent  pasturage. 

The  buildings  consist  of  a  large  stone  mansion  house,  with  fifteen 
large  rooms,  located  in  a  high,  dry  and  healthy  position,  and  on  which 
had  been  expended,  within  a  few  years,  about  five  thousand  dollars ; 
two  cottage  houses  of  fair  size,  a  large  barn,  wash-house  and  several 
out-buildings.  There  was  an  insurance  on  the  buildings  equal  to  the 
amount  the  commissioners  paid  for  the  whole  property,  viz.,  twelve 
thousand  dollars. 

The  purchase  of  this  property  was  recommended  by  a  former  com- 
mission (of  which  our  present  Governor  was  a  member)  for  a  some- 
what similar  purpose  several  years  since,  at  a  price  more  than  double 
that  now  paid,  and  was  looked  upon  so  favorably  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  that  time,  that  the  act  enabling  the  purchase  was  lost 
only  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate. 

As  access  to  this  property  was  only  by  right  of  way,  over  land  of 
others,  it  was  deemed  desirable,  and  almost  a  necessity,  to  own  the 
fee  in  land  over  which  the  road  leading  to  the  property  passed. 
They  therefore  purchased  about  eight  acres,  at  a  cost  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars,  thus  straightening  the  boundary  lines  and  giving  a 
valuable  frontage  on  Smith  street,  the  main  highway. 

One  of  the  important  matters  demanding  the  attention  of  the  com- 
missioners was  the  question  of  sewage,  and  to  provide  an  easy  and 
inexpensive  place  for  the  disposal  of  same.  Another  was  to  secure 
a  place  which  would  make  a  play  and  pleasure-ground  for  the  child- 
ren, a  matter  that  was  deemed  of  great  importance. 

After  consultation  and  with  the  advice  and  counsel  of  a  civil  en- 
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gineer,  and  the  State  Board  of  Edacation,  it  was  decided  to  pnrch» 
a  lot  of  land  adjoining,  which  can  be  used  for  both  purposes.  It 
contained  eighteen  and  three-quarter  acres,  for  which  was  paid  thirty- 
five  hundred  dollars.  A  Jarge  part  of  this  laud  is  covered  with  i 
valuable  grove  of  heavy  timber,  which  competent  judges  belieTe 
would  sell  for  nearly  the  amount  paid  for  the  land. 

The  commissioners  were  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  judi- 
cious expenditure  of  from  five  to  eight  thousand  dollars,  in  addition 
to  the  first  cost,  would  place  the  property  in  condition  to  found  the 
Home  and  School,  and  to  accommodate  all  the  children  which  conld 
reasonably  be  cx])ected  at  the  beginning. 

In  conclusion,  your  commissioners  would  reiterate  their  belief  in 
the  necessity  for  such  a  school,  and  the  great  advantage  which  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  children  who  may  be  educated  therein  will  de- 
rive therefrom,  and  we  know  of  no  place  for  sale  in  this  State,  so 
desirable  for  this  purpose,  and  so  cheap  at  the  price,  as  this  property. 
Hoping  the  action  of  your  commission  will  meet  with  the  appro?al  of 
your  honorable  body,  we  remain.
